T Kiz renders it neeejary for tneto 
mention^ that it was undertaken at 
the requeji of fome particular friends^ 
who having read what I had written 
on this fubjeEt^ defired that I would 
publijhfeparately in a f mall volume ^ 
the Kalendar^ withfuch CorreSlions 
and Additions as I Jhould think pro- 
per: By which means it would not 
mly be portable on all occajionsy either 
in the Clofet^ or in the Garden^ hut 
it would alfo be afforded atfuch a 
frice^ as might fuit thofe who could 
notfo well f pare money for my larger 
work : As well as that it would bring 
into one eafy and concife view^ all the 
works that were neceffary to be done 
in the feveral branches of Gardening ; 
And in this refpeB be of great ufe to 
fuch Gentlemen as might be hindered 
^y other g^vocations from bejiowlng 

much 
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fdd ifihat new obfirvations I had 
ptade, as alfoto correBiuhat I found 
amifs in my former Kalendar. But 
while I was engaged in this affair^ I 
wan informed of an ungenerous inten- 
tion offome perfons to publifh fome- 
thing of this nature from my Di£lio- 
nary ; upon which I was the more in^ 
tent tp have it puhlijhed bef^e fuch a 
defign could he accomplijhed h^ any 
ptber handy which was not very diffi- | 
cult forme to do y having a complete ^ 
Diary of many years obfervatims of my 
pwn^ fo that I had little, more to doy

than to tranfcribe my loofe papers, and 
difpofe them into the method wherein 
they are here prefentedto the world. 

I T may perhaps be objeBed, that as 
there are feveral pieces of this kind 
already extant, fo there was the lefs 
fccafionfor this. To which lanfwer, 

that 
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that as tkere are annually many new 
improvements made in Gardening, as 
alfo great numbers of new plants in* 
troduced into the Englifh GardenSy 
both for profit andpleafure, it is ab^ 
folutely necejfary for every one who 
would cultivate them, to know tbepro^ 
per/eafonsforfowing and tranf plant- 
ing of them, with their times of flow- 

^ eringy if of the flowery^Tribe ; if 
efcuTent Plants, when they are infea- 

fin for the table ; and if Fruit, the 

time when the fever al forts thereof 

are in prime, and how long lafiing ; 

all which I have faithfully fet down 

in the following Jheets, from my own 

obfervationsi. 

And that I might do this with 

the greater accuracy, I compared 

federal years obfervations together, 

f)herein I found the fame plants were 

fome 
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fome years above a fortnight later 
than in others ; fo that I was obliged 
many times to fet down direEiions 
for performing the fame ix^rk in 
two fever al months ; and this mufl 
he attended to^ as the feafon hap- 
pens to be forward or backward^ of 
which any common capacity may eajily 
judge. I have alfo mentioned feve^ 
ral plants flowering in two or three 
different months^ which is likewife 
many times occafoned by the differ- 
ence of feafonsy tho^ fome forts con^ 
tinue in flower a much longer time 
than others : And it is the fame with 
fruits^ ; thofe forts which ripen early ^ 
being of very fhort duration^ hut 
mofi of the winter fruits continuing 
good for a long time \ and this made 
it neceffary to mention them in every 
month wherein they are ufually in 

eating.

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It « alfo requifite to obferviy that 

I in fome foils . and fituations flowers 

and fruits are earlier than in otbert 

By a fortnight or more^ which ren* 

ders it necejfary to perform all the 

different works fo much earlier in 

'^ibe fpring upon fuch warm foils y 

i --than is ufually praSlifed upon low 

fold land, otherwife the crops will 

not fucceed fo well", for tho warm 

grounds occafion a very quick growth 

in the fpring, while the earth is cool 

and woifly yet when the heat of the 

fummer comes on, things are generally 

at a fiand upon fuch land, efpecially 

if thefeafon be dry ; fo that if the 

Plants have not eft ablifbed their roots 

in the ground, and made fome pro" 

grefs in the fpring, they feldom come 

to much upon fuch hot dry foils ; and 

on the other hand^ if wet cold land 

^e planted or f own (wo early, the 

feedf 
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Jeeds and plants are generally fiarvedy 
andfeldom fucceed well. All which 
rendered it necejfaryfor mefometimeg 
to repeat the direSlions in two dif* 

firent fffonths. 

Besides which, there is another 
feafon tojuftify this repetition ; which ^ 
is, that many times ^ by a hurry of 
hufinefs^fome things may he negleSled *, 
to be done in one month^ which may 
be performed in the next, without 
any lofs ; for want of knowing which, 
fome perfons might omit the doing of 
them at all, apprehending tbefeaftm 
to be too far gone for fuch works : 
For which reafon I have particularly 
mefftionedj in the feveral months^ 
when thefe things may be performed 
withfuccefs. 
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tn this edition I have been per- 
tuaded byfome very good friends^ to 
add an account of the work necejfary 
to be performed in the NurfeTy in 
each montb^ which tbo I bad in fome 

■ mei^ure performed in the neceffary 
Works of the Fruit and PUafurt* 

"^^Qardenty yet it was judged proper 
to make afeparate Article for each 
month peculiar to the Nurfery ; for 
it is much eafier for a perfon to in- 
form himfelf what work is neceffary 
to be done now it is difpofed in a 
particular Article for the Nurfery y 
than it was before interwoven in the 
Fruit and Pleafure- Gardens; but 
as in doing of this I have been obliged 
to mentionfome things in the Nurfery 
as neceffary to be done^ which may 
have been mentioned under the Ar- 
tide of Fruit or Pleafure-GardenSy 
fo I hope this will be excufed by the 

judicious 
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judicious Reader, fince in rendering 
the fever al Articles complete when 
read feparately^ it could not Bt 
avoided. 

It cannot he expeSled, that I 
Jhouldy in this little piece, give par- 
ocular direSiions for the choice of 
foils, or the culture of the feverM 
plants or fruits mentioned in it,fnce\ 
that would have fwelVd it to toa^ 
great a bulk', and, hefides, that isS 
^already done, with more advantage, # 
in my Gardeners Di£lionary5 to which ijj 
/ fhall therefore refer the curious 
reader, who would be acquainted 
with thefe things : For 1 mufi, in 
jujlice to the public, and to my own 
charaSler, declare, that it is not my 
intention to publijh any thing which 
may interfere with what I have al- 
ready done, or tend to depreciate a 
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ferformance, for the kind and can- 
did reception whereof I am fo much 
obliged to the public in general^ and 
to my very good friends in particu- 
lar : Of wbofe generous favour I 
T^' am fo very fenfible^ that 1 Jhall omit 
'%, no opportunity to acknowledge it ; 
and I think I cannot better exprefs 
% ^y gratitude to all my kind bene" 
% fdEtors, than by devoting all my lei- 
fure hours to correSf and add to my 
former IVork^ as occafions fhall offer ^ 
whatever ufeful inflruSlions and oh* 
fervations may come within my notice \ 
which ^ however J I mufl declare^ fiall 
never be publifhed but infuch a me- 
thod as may not in the leafl injure 
the purchafers of the firjl edition ;

JANUARY. 

Work to be done in the Kitchen 

Garden. 

F the weather be mtld, you 
mull continue to dig and 
trench your ground for Ipring 
crops, that it may be ready 
for fowing or planting the fol- 
lowing months: and on warm borders and 
banks, near walls, pales or hedges^ you may 
now fow early Radifhes, Carrots, Spinach, 
Lettuce and fmall Salleting, and put in fome 
Peifc- to fucceed thofe which were fown in the 
autumn. You may alfo plant the firftcrop 
of Windfor or Sandwich Beans, which will 
comfftin as the early SpaniOi Beans are going 
off^ B When 
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When this month proves frofty, ib as that 
the ground is frozen fo hard as not to be dug 
(as it often happens) then you may carry dung 
upon the ground, repair hedges, rub out and 
clean your feeds, and prepare all your tools 
ready for ufe againft the froft's going off, that 
you may not be hinder'd with thefe things 
when every other part of the bufinefs is in 
great hafte 5 for if at this feafon you omit 
putting in your crops, whenever the weather 
will permit, you will find a great lofs attend 
it the following ipring. 

Make hot-beds for early Cucumbers and 
Melons, as alfo for Aiparagus, to fucceed 
thofe which were made the laft month, that 
th^re may be no want in the kitchen, where 
thefe things are required. 

Sow Creffes, Muftard, Rape, Radifh, 
Turnep, and other forts of fmall fallet herbs, 
upon moderate hot-beds, to bring them for- 
ward ; for at this feafon thpfe feeds which are 
fown in the natural earth will not come on 
very faft, the ground being cold} and if the 
froll ftiould prove feverc, thofe in the open 

air 
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air would miicarry ; but tbeie hot-beds will 
ojily require to be cdVered with mats, (o that 
thoie peribns who have no frames to ipare^ 
may arch the beds with hoops and cover 
them with mats, which will be fufficient in 
any moderate feafbn. 

Earth up Celery to bknch it, when 
the weather is open, and the ground not too 
tvet ; for if tfac plants are left too naked 
they will be in great danger of being de- 
ftroy'd by ffoft. You muft alfo draw up 
the earth to your early peaie and beans, 
which will grea4ly protect their ftems from 
iroft ; but this fhould be done in dry wea- 
ther, left the nH)ifture of the earth (hould 
rot them. 

The Mufhroom-beds muft now be care- 
folly covered with long frefh ftraw, to prc- 
iferve them from the froft, and alio to keep 
off the wef, both which are deftrudtive to 
theie beds. 

I N mild weather, you may tranfplant fome 
oS your beft kinds of Endive-plants, on a 
warm border, to ftand for feed ; in doing

of which you {houW be careful to lay the 
border a little floping, that the wet may not 
lodge about the plants : And be very careful 
to make choice of the fhortefl plants, which 
have the greatefl number of leaves, and that 
are moft curled ; otherwife you will degene. 
rate the fort, in two or three years, fo as to 
be good for little.

Look carefully to your Cauliflower-plants^ 
which are under frames, pulling oflF all de- 
cay 'd leaves from them, which, if permitted 
to remain upon them, would endanger the 
plants, if the Weather fhould prove fo bad 
that the glafTes could not be open'd for three 
or four days to give them air, which fome- 
times happens at this time of the year \ then 
thefe rotten leaves caufe the inclosM air in the 
beds to turn rancid and damp, to the great 
prejudice of the plants ; therefore you fhould 
always pick them off fo foon as.they appear, 
and be fure to give the plants as much air as 
poffible in mild weather ; for if they are 
drawn weak at this leafon, they will not be 
~ able to refifl the cold of the open air the next 
^mqnth, when they fhould be planted out 
where they are to remain. 
.o :. ■^, Jhose 
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Those who have Cucumber and Melon 
plants already up, muft be very careful of 
them at this ibaibn^ otherwUe a ihiall neg- 
\tQi wUl deilroy them all : The beds muft be 
conftandy kept to an equal temper for heat, 
and air moil be given to them at every op* 
portunity, that the fteam of the bed may 
pafsojF; but this muft be done with great 
care ; for if too much cold air be admitted^ 
it will be equally deftrudive to the plants; 
io that the great art in raifing thefe plants 
early, depends upon th? juft obierying thefe 
things. 

WH£i4 it ib happens, as that by fevere 
froft, or any other accident^ your Cauli- 
flower-plants are deftroy'd, you (hould (fb 
ibon as the weather will permit you) make 
a gentle hot*bed, and fow ibme feeds there* 
on^ to raife a new fupply of plants ; which, 
if carefully railed, will come to produce very 
good heads in about a fortnight after thofe 
which were railed in autumn. In like man^ 
ner you fhould alfo raiie fome Cabbage- 
plants, when your firft crop has been de- 
jCbroy'd: For want of this timely fupply^ 

B 3 many 
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many times people have loft all the forward 
&afbn. 

The A^ragus-bed$, which were made 
jthe kft month, will now begin to have fomc 
\a3As appear, when you ^uft earth them the 

full thicknefs over the crown of the roots, 

I • • • • . 

Which would be five or fix inches at leaft j 
and the frames fliould now be put over them ; 
But if you find the heat of the bed begin to 
decline, it will be n^ceflary fo add ibme hoi 
dung round the fides (which, in the Gar- 
dener's phrafe, is <:all-d lining the beds) this 
will renew the heat of the dung, and bring 
the Alparagus forward 5 and you (bould ob- 
icrvc alfo to cbver the glaffes with mats and 
ftraw every night, and in bad weather. 

Toward the latter end of the month (if 
the feafon proves mild) you may tranfplant 
feme CaiHbige-pfents of the Sugar-loaf kind, 
to fucceed thofe which were planted out in 
l^Cfvefnber^ and you may fow the ground with 
Spinach before the plants are planted. 

Transplant Carrots, Parfnips, Leeks^ 
and Cabbages for feed, obferving to hang up 

the 
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the Cabbages by their ftalks in fome dry place 
three or four days before they are planted, that 
the water may drain out from between their 
leaves. The^ fhould be placed near a hedge, 
pale or wall, where they may be flicltcrM 
from ftrong winds, which often breaks down 
their branches of feed in fummer, when 
they are too much expos'd thereto. 

Make fome gentle hot-beds the begin* 
ning of this month, for Tanfey and Mint, 
which, if carefully managed, will be fit for 
ufe all February and March ; after which 
time the beds in the open air will fupply the 
kitchen. 

I F the former month, or the beginning of 
this has proved {o fevcre as to deflroy the ear- 
ly Radiihes and Carrots, which were Ibwn on 
warm borders ^ you muft make fome gentle 
hot-beds to fdw fome of thefe feeds, fo foon 
$s the weather will permit, to fupply the ta- 
ble in the spring, before thofe can come 
which are now to be fown in the open air ; 
But thefe hot-beds muft be earthed eight 
inches deep, othcrwife there will not be room 
for the roots to ran down. 
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Transplant Endive into trenches tq 
blanch it, in doing qf which you muft ob- 
fervc to lay the trenches Hoping, that the 
wet may pais off; and put the Eqdiye on the 
f)de of the ridge, toward the fun ; and about 
fix inches from the top of the ridge, and 
thruft the plants into the earth almoil to the 
extremity of their leaves. 

ypu may now deftrqy fnails and other 
vern^in, which are at this ieaibn clofely laid 
up in the holes of walls, and under reed 
hedges and fufh othpr places of ihelter, where 
they may be eafily taken before they get 
abroad.

You have now Cabbages, Savoys, P^rf- 
nips, Turneps, Carrots, Potatoes, Leeks,

of young Sallet-herbs, as Creflcs, Turnep,

paragus on hot-beds made in November: 
You have alfo Skirrets^ Broccoli^ Saliafy, 
Scorzonera, Mu(brooms, Sorrel, Parfley, 
Sage, Rofemary, Thyme, Hyflbp, Winter- 
Savory, Coleworts, and Sprouts from the 
Cabbage and Savoy-ftalks, which were cut 
in OSiober^ Spinach, and Cardoons, wit!| 
ibme others. 

Work to be done in the Fruit Garden. 

Cover the roots of all new-planted trees 
with mulch, to guard them from the froft^ 
provided it be not already done, or that it 
fnay have wafled ; and the Fig-trees which 
are againft walls^ pales, or eipaliers, (hould 
be covered either with mats or reeds, which 
will preferve their tender fhoots from being 
injured by froit, and caule the fruit to comp 
opt much earlier in the ipring, and in greater 
quantity ; but before this is doqp, you fhoul4 
diveft the branches of all the autumnal Figs, 
if there are any remaining on, otherwife 
theie will decay, and infed the tender fhoots^ 
which (hould produce fruit the ipring fol- 
lowing. Where-evcr this method is prac- 
tiied, there (ho^l4 be great c^ taken, not 

to 
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to expofe thi trees too fuddenly to the open 
air, but remove the coverings gradually, 
Vtrhen the weather becomes warm. 

Yo u may now cut out all dead or cankerM 
branches from your Standard Frait-treea ; as 
alfo fuch as crofs each other, and are ill 
plac'd \ but be careful in doing this, to make 
the wounded part as finooth as pofiible, and 
Hoping, that the wct may not enter and be 
detained there, to the great prejudice of th? 
trees. 

If the feafon be miW you may prune 
Pwarf-trces, and any hardy fof ts of fruits, as 
Pears, Apples, and Vines s but Stone-frait 
(which was not prunM in autumn) fhould be 
deferred until next month, becaufe if hard 
froft ftiould fet in foon after they are pran'd, 
it will penetrate the woupds of the tendef 
fhoots, and decay them. 

I N moift weather you may clear your 
Fruit-trees from mofs, where-ever they arc 
infeftcd with it \ which may now be eafily 
fcrapcd off with iron inftruments, made hoir 
low in fuch a manner ^s to fit the branches 

of 
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of the oms; but thefe inAraments muft not 
be made too fliarp, left by being incautiouily 
uied, they fhould wound thp bark of the 
trees, 

Cut Grafts from all the {fxts of earljf 
fmitSi laying them in the earth pnder a dry 
wall or pale ; and if the weather be ievere, 
they ihould be covered with litter or flraw 
to prote<ft them frotn ii^ury. The realbn 
for cutting them fi> early, is to prevent their 
buds from fwdting too much ; therefore, a$ 
the winter proves the more or left fevere, fi> 
you mult be dire<^ed to cut the Grafts fooner 
or later, accorcjing as the trees are dilpoftd 
for budding- 

I N mitd weather yo^ muft prepare fech 
borcters las are defign'd for planting withFruit* 
t^ees tJM iikxreeding it^nth, laying a good 
quaAl^ty of frefh eafdi therein, ihaking it 
level, that it n^ay haie fbme time to fettle 
before the treejs are planted. You may aHb 
repatf the borders about old Fruits, which 
wa#6 ateindteent, fey feyingibitte fiieih earth 
and weitrotted dung upon them ; ff the foil 
IS cold and moift. then the rotten dung from 

the 
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the old Melon and Cucumber beds, will be 
the moft proper ; but where the foil is hot. 
Neat's dung is by far the beft, or where that 
ean't be had, rotten Hogs dung is very good 
for Fruit-trees ; thefe being naturally colder 
than any other fort of dung^ will keep the 
earth cool about their roots in the fummer 
^ibn : But if the trees are old, it will be of 
little fervice to add this near their ftems, for 
the roots which fupply them with nourifh^ 
ment are extended to a coniiderable diftance; 
therefore the whole (hould be amended to the 
diftance of ten or twelve feet from the ftems 
(if poffible) that the young roots may receive 
nourifhment therefrom. 

Mend and repair all your decay 'd efpaliers 
with new poles, where they want them^ and 
faften fuch places where the poles or rails are 
loofe with wire, which is the ftrongeftfaften- 
ing. You muft alfo pla(h and tye your Fruit-, 
trees thereto with fmaU oiier twigs, but ob- 
ierve to train their branches regularly at pro- 
per diftances, and not to i&ften them too 
cloie with the twigs, fb as to pinch the fhoots 
ivhen t}iey grow the following iijmpiier.

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You may yet plant Strawberries and 
Raipberries, tho' it would have been better 
if done in autumn, efpecially if the foil be 
dry. Thoie who are curious to have early 
Strawberries^ fhould now plant them in pots 
filled with good earth, and place them in a 
ihelter'd fituation till they are rooted, after 
which the pots fKould be plunged into a mo- 
derate hot-bed, which will bring them for- 
ward in a fliort time; tho' it would have 
been much better if they had been planted 
into the pots in OStober^ that they might be 
well rooted before they are put on the hot- 
bed, whereby they would be capable of 
bearing a much larger quantity of fruit than 
thofe which are newly tranfplantcd j or if* 
they were planted into pots at this ieaibn, 
and kept in a fhady fituation all the follow- 
ing fummer, they will be in good order for 
to force the nextfeafbn. Thefe hot-beds mufl 
not be kept covered too clofely, but when- 
ever the weather will permit, the plants 
fhould have a large fhare^ of air, efpecially 
when they are in flower, otherwife the blof- 
foms will fall away, and not produce fruit. 
Thofe Pcrfons who are very curious to have 

early 
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early fruit in forcing frames, muft nowobfcrve 
to keep up their beat^ whether it be dung or 
fire which they uie ; for if^ after they ha^ 
forced the trees out into bloflbm^ they negle£|^ 
to keep them nearly to the iame temperature 
of heat^ the bbfToms will fall off and come 
to nothing. There fhould alio be the fame 
care to let in frefh air whenever there are opt- 
portunities ; for if they are kept too do&y 
they ieldom fucceed well ; therefore it is not 
proper to apply the heat too early to the trees^ 
faecaufe this month is often un&vourable to 
tender things, and the air is generally too cold 
to be admitted to them ; ib that, if the heat 
be not apply'd before the beginning of this 
pionth, the bloiToms will not appear till the 
beginning of the next month, when the 
weather is generally le& ieyere than in this j 
{6 that there will be le& danger of miicarry-* 
ing, and the fruit will be ripe almoft as early 
as thofe which were forc'd all Decemlw,

Work to be done in the Pleasure Garden 

tf/k/ Wilderness. 

I N frofly weather you fliould cover the 
beds of Ranunculus's, Anemonies, Hyacinths, 
and ofher choice Flowers : Such of them as 
are not come up above ground may be co- 
vered with Peafe-haulm, or fome other light 

cover- 
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covering, l;irhich will admit the air, but pre- 
vent the froft from penetrating the earth : 
But fuch of the Flowers as arc come up, 
muft be arch'd over with hoops, and cover'd 
with mats or cloths ; for if they are not pro- 
tefted from the froft at this feafon, the roots 
are many times deftroyed ; but in mild wea- 
ther they fhould be uncovered, and expos'd 
to the air as much as poffible ; for if they are 
too clofely cover'd, they are apt to mould and 
decay : Where-ever this covering is pra<9;iied, 
it fhould be continued until the weather is be- 
come warm, otherwife it is better never to 
ufe it ; for by being covered the plants will 
become tender \ and fo will be Icfs able to 
refift the cold than thofe which have been 
wholly expofed to the open air. 

Cover all pots and tubs of Seedling Flow- 
ers in hard frofts, and from great ihows, 
which are very injurious to them, efpccially 
to_ the Seedling Hyacinths, Perfian Iris's, 
Spring Cyclamen, Ranunculus's, Anemonies, 
Crown Imperials, NarcifTus's, and fome other 
bulbous and tuberous rooted Flowers, which, 
tho' hardy enough to refift the cold of our 
climate, when their roots are fully grown, 

yet, 
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yet, while young, are in danger of being 
deftroyed by fcvere froft. 

In mild weather you may plant fuch roots 
of Ranunculuses, Anemonies, and Tulips, as 
were kept out of the ground to retard them, 
that they might fucceed thofe which were 
planted in autumn ; but this (hould not be 
done when the earth is over-wet, which 
would endanger the rotting of their roots ; 
and if there fhould happen to fall much rain 
after they are planted, or hard froft fliould 
fet in, . the beds muft be covered with mats, 
other'wife the roots will be in great danger of 
perifhing. 

Turn over your heaps of compoft, that 
the froft may mellow them, and break the 
clods I the oftner theie are turn'd, the fboner 
they will be fit for uie. You Chould alio at 
this ieafon make new parcels for a conftant 
fupply ; for without this there are but fmal} 
hopes of having choice Flowers in any tole- 
rable degree of perfeftion. 

Toward the end of this month, if the 
&d£)h.be mild^ you muft pick off all decay 'd 

C leaves 
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leaves from your Auricula's, and take the 
earth out from the tops of the pots as low as 
you can conveniently without difturbing their 
roots, then fill the pots with frefli rich earth, 
which will greatly ftrengthen their Flowers, 
and prepare their off-fets for parting. You 
mull alfo obierve to place the pots where they 
may be fheltered from frofts, which will 
blight and deftroy their buds, which are 
forming in the center of the plants \ but you 
muft kt them have as much free air as poili- 
ble in mild weather, for if they are drawn, 
it will weaken their Flowers; nor fhould 
they be kipt too dry, for tho' they require to 
be guarded from great rains, yet they fhould 
have the benefit of moderate fhowers, which 
will be of great iervice to them. So that the 
beft method is to place the pots as cbie toge- 
ther as po£ihle, in fome well Sheltered iitua* 
tion, in the Flower-nurfcry, fo foon as they 
are fre(h earthed ; and then make an awning 
of hoops over them, that they may be co- 
vered with mats, in bad weather, but may 
have as much free air as poi^ble in mild 
weather. 

Youn 
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Your choice Carnations (hould alfo be 
guarded from heavy rains, fhow^ and ievere 
fi-oft, which ^e often very deftrudive to 
them ; but you muft give them as much 
j&ee air as poilible in mild weather, other« 
wiib they will draw up weak and come to 
littk. At this ieaibn you muft alio be care- 
ful to proted them from vermin, which, 
for want of other food, will deflroy them^ 
particularly rats and mice do often make 
great havock with them % and where hares or 
rabbets can come to them, they generally make 
ckar work, ieldom leaving any in their reach. 

At the latter end of this month you mufl 
provide feme new dung, which £bould be 
thrown on a heap to warm for about eight 
<x nine days, to make fome hot-beds to ibw 
the choiceft ibrts of annual Flowers upon^ 
that diey may be brought forward to flower } 
and this will render them ftronger dian if 
they are fown later in the &afbn ; and by 
this method you may expeA to obtain good 
feeds, from fuch forts as will not produce 
any in this cKmatc, when th^ are not 
brought forward m the ^ng. 

C c Prune 
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Prune up Wilderncfs-trces where they 
grow too much out of (hape, and dig up the 
ground in wildernefe quarters, obferving to 
clear it from the roots of all hurtful weeds. 
This digging will be of great fervice to the 
trees, and add a neatnefs to the wildernefe. 
But in doing of this you muft be careful not 
to difturb the roots of thofe wood-plants 
which are intermixed under the trees for the 
lake of their flowers. 

Plants now in flower in the open air. 

Wi N T E R Aconite, Helleborafter or Bears- 
foot, True Black Hellebore, fome Single A- 
nemonies, Blue and White Winter Hyacinths, 
Early Starry Hyacinth, Polyanthus^ Prim* 
rofes, Single and Double Snow-drops, Black 
Hellebore with Green Flowers, Round-leav'd 
Spring Cyclamen, Perennial Navel-wort with 
Blue Flowers, and, in a warm fituation, the 
Duke van Tol Tulip. 

Hardy Trees and Shrubs now in flower. 

Laurustinus, two or three forts, Gla- 
ftenbury Thorn, Mezcrion, Spurge Laurel, 

Straw- 
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Strawberry Tree, Manna Afh, Cornelian 
Cherry, Clematitis Bostica, Alaturnus\ and 
Ibine others. 

Work to be done in the Nurs e r y. 

I F this month fliould prove hard frofj:, 
you muft carry on dung upon the ground 
where you intend to traniplant young trees 
or flocks in the ipring : You may alio \z,y 
feme dung between the rows of young trees 
where it is wanted, that it may be ready to 
be dug in, when the froft is gone out of the 
ground. You may now trim and plafh 
.hedges, but it is better to delay it until the 
froft is over, becaufe where trees are greatly 
wounded, the froft often penetrates, and great- 
ly injures them. 

When the weather is mild you fhould 
continue trenching the ground where you 
intend to plant young trees in the two fol- 
lowing months ; and prepare fome beds for 
fowing kernels of Fruit-trees, or maft and 
berries of Foreft-trees or flowering ftirubs, 
which muft be fown the latter end of this 
Qionth^ or the beginning of the ne;xt. You 

C 3 fhould 
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0iould alio continue digging the ground be- 
twem the rows of trees in the nuriery^ beinp^- 
careful not to injure their roots, Iwit yc>u 

£hould fhorten all fuch roots as do extend ^tx> 

I ... 

far from the trees, whtf:b will ca;i& tbena tq 
put out new fibres nearer the Jflems^ and 
thereby render them muchfaferto traniplant: 
this ihould be particularly pradtifed to all the 
forts of Ever-green Trees 5 otherv/ife they 
will be qniafe to remove iq a few years. 

I N open weather you may ti-im up your 
hardy Foreftrtre^ in the nurfery, but be carer 

fxA to leave Ibme fmall (hoots on the flems of 

» ■ ■ • 

all youn^ trees, to detain the fap for the aug^ 
pentation of their items, otherwife they 
will be too weak to fupport their heads ; but 
thefe (hould not be left in too great quantity, 
left you prevent the ppright gro\yth of the 
trees. 

Yo u may tpward the latter end of thi§ 
month (if the weather is mild) tranfplant 
flocks for Fruit-trees : as alfo young Foreft- 
^rees, where it was neglefted to be done in 
the autumn ; for the fooner it is done, it 
will l?c the better, provided the foil be dry, 

fof 
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for when it is done late in the (pring^ if it 
fhoald prove dry weather, they will be in 
danger of being deftroyed. 

Work to be done in the Green-House and 

Stove. 

I p this month proves very feverc (as it of- 
ten happens) you mud be careful to keep the 
froft out of your Green-houfe ; for if it 
reaches the earth of your Orange*trees, it 
will caufe all the fruit to drop off, and many 
times a great part of the leaves alfb ; there- 
fore )x is very uleful to have a flue contrived 
under the pavement, in the front of the 
Grecn-houie, which may be us*d in very 
hard winters, when it will be very difficult to 
keep the froft out of the hou&, where it is 
wanting ; but where there is no fuch contri- 
vance^ you fhould light three or four large 
candles to burn in the' Green-houfe every 
night: Befides, in great thaws, when the 
air is filled with moifture, which occafions a 
great damp in Green-houfes, it will be of 
great ufe to make two or three gentle fires 
where there are flues. 

C ± You 
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You muft alfoobferve to pick off all dead 
leaves, or iiich as are mouldy, which, if iiif- 
fered to remain on, would infed: thofe which 
grow near them, and alfo corrupt the air of 
the houfe, to the prejudice of your plants. 
In mild weather you muft. let air into the 
houfe, without which the plants would alter 
their colour, and fometimes caft their leaves ; 
but this muft be done cautioufly at this feafon; 
You muft alio refrefh them with water as of- 
ten as you find it neccffary, but give it to 
them fparingly 3 for it is better to give it to 
them often, and in fmall quantities, than to 
over- water them at this time, becauie it pay 
prove very hurtfiil to them, elpecially if bad 
weather fliould fet in foon after, which will 
oblige you to keep the houfe clofely ^ut up 
for twp or three days. 

Thje hardy fucculent plants muft have as 
much air as poffible in mild weather ; for if 
they are too clofely ihut up, they often caft 
their leaves, and appear unfightly, elpecially 
the Sedums, Cotyledons, Senecio's, and the 
Ficoides's, which, when drawn too much, 
will not appear handfome, nor produce near 

fo 
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fo many Flowers, as thofe which arc kept 
more airy. 

Your Anana's^ or Pine-apples, which be- 
gin now to ib&w their heads for Fruit, muft 
be carefully looked after, obicrving to refrefh 
them frequently with water, for want of 
which they are often ftarv'd^ and the fiuit is 
rendered finall: But this water fhould be 
placed in the Stove at leafl twelve hours be- 
fore it is us'd, that it may acquire an equal 
warmth with the air pf the houfc, otherwife 
it will be too cold for them. You muft alio 
keep up the warmth of the houfe, and not 
fuiier the heat to decline at this ieafon, left 
you ftarve the fruit. 

The Coffee- trees, and other woody plants 
which are placed in the bark-bed in the ftove, 
muft alfb be often rcfrefh'd with water, and 
their dead or mouldy leaves conftantly taken 
off; and where any of the leaves have con- 
trafted filth, it fliould be carefully wafti'd off; 
as ftiould infeifts where-ever the plants are in- 
fefted with them, otherwife they will increafe 
and fprcad over all jhe plants in the houfe. 



If 
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I F the bark in the bed has fettled unequal* 
ly (as it often happens) io that the pots do 
not keep their pofition^ it will be proper to 
take out the pote in a fine day^ and ftir the 
bark, adding a little new bark (which has 
been in fhelter a week or ten days to drain 
o£F the moifture) and plunge the pots down 
again : This will renew the heat of the bed, 
and be very u&ful to the plants, 

Th e tender forts of Aloes, Cercus's, Eu^ 
phorbiums and Melon Thi files, fhould now 
have very little water given to them, for moi-j* 
fture at this ieafon is very injurious to them, 
eipecially where the air of the Houie is not 
kept in a due temperature of heat.

Work to be done in the Kit cue k 
Garden. 

\ F the weather be mild in this 
month, there is a great deal of 
buline& to be dope in the 
Kitchen Garden, which, if 
omitted, will be of bad confe. 
quence, moft of the principal crops being 
now to be fown or planted ; which if done 
later in the year, do &ldom fucceed fo well, 
ei^ially upon dry land. 

You muft now dig and prepare yoor 
ground for Carrots, Parihips, Onions, Leeksf 
Radifties, Spinach, and Cabbage-Lettuce, 
which fliould now be fown ; but where it is 
only for the fuf^ly of a femily, there fhould 
not be too much of each Ibrt fown at once \ 
for 
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for it is a much better way to fbw three or 
four times of eadi ibrt at about ten days or 
a fortnight diflance from each other, that 
there may be a continuation of them for the 
Kitchen^ than to truft to one fowing, which 
will lafl: but a (hort time : But this is only to 
be underftood of Radifhes, Spinach and Let- 
tuces ; for one fowing of Par&ips, Onions 
and Leeks will be fufficient if they fucceed. 
Beficfcs, if the firft or iecond fowing (hould 
miicarry, it is probable the other may do 
well, and then there will be no disappoint- 
ment of a crop. 

Sow young Salleting upon moderate hot- 
beds, and on warm borders under walls, 
paks, or hedges, to iiicceed that which was 
fown the laft month ; for at this ieaibn there 
ihould be a fupply fown every eight or ten 
days, which is as long as each fowing will 
continue fit for uib. 

This is alfo the ieafon for fowing Scorzo- 
nera, Salfefy, Beets, Skirrets, Parfley, Corn- 
lallet, with moft other hardy plants ; theie 
are beft fown in ieparate beds, and after- 
wards thinn'd to the proper diflance which 

each 
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each requires i for where they are £>wn with 
other cropSy they do not thrive fo well ; nor 
ihoold they be kft too clofe^ for then thd 
{dants will draw each other up weak^ and 
become fmall. 

Make moderate hot-beds for £)wing icnne 
Caulifiower-ieedy for fbmmer-plants to fup^ 
ply the Kitchen, after thofe which were ibwn 
in Auguft 2SC goDfi ; but thefe are only fit for 
a moift foil ; for in a dry ground they feldom 
produce large heads* 

Plant Garlick, Shallots, Rocambole and 
Gives ; as alio Onions, to draw up for ScaU 
lions in Aprils when the dry Onions will be 
gone, and the Michaelmas Onions will be toa 
finall for many Kitchen uies. 

I F the laft month was (o ievere that little 
work could be done in the Garden^ then 
there will be a necefSty for forwarding bufi- 
neis in this, provided the feaibci is favourable ^ 
therefore now {hould be {dan'ted out fome of 
the Sugar-loaf and Long-iided Cabbies, to 
iucceed thoie which were plan ted in Novem-' 
ber. You mufl: alio tran^kmt your Cauli- 
flower- 
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flower-plants out of the Winter-beds to the 
places where they are to grow, and towards 
the end of the month you muft flip your old 
Artichoke-ftocks, and plant out ibme of d^ 
cleareft and moft promifing plants for a new 
plantation ; theie will produce fruit in au- 
tumn, after thofe on the old (locks are gone. 
The particular direAions for doing this are 
exhibited in my Gardeners Di£lionary. 

Continue to plant Beans, and fbw Peale 
every fortnight or three weeks, that there 
may be no want of theie things in the Kitch- 
en during the ieafon : But now it is proper 
to plant only the Windibr-Bean ; and ibme 
of the larger forts of Peafe ihould now be 
ibwn, particularly the Spaniih Morotto, 
which is a plentiful bearing ibrt, and a very 
good Pea for eating. 

This is a proper fedbn for planting of 
Xiiquorice, the ground where this is to be 
planted, fhould be trenched three or four 
ipits deep, that the rcpts may more eaiily 
ran down, for the goodne& of Liquorioe de- 
pends on the £2e of the roots. 

Make 
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Make new hot-beds for Afparagus to fuc- 
ceed thofe which were made the laft montb^ 
for otherwife there will be a want in the 
Kitchen, one of theie beds feldom continu- 
ing much more than a fortnight in good or- 
der ; fb that in this month there ihould be 
two beds made, at about fixteen or eighteen 
days diftance, that they may fucceed each 
other regularly. 

The Cucumber and Melon-plants which 
were raisM the laft month, will now be fit 
to tranfplant ; therefore there muft be new 
beds made for them, which fhould be well 
wrought ; but the plants muft not be planted 
therein, until the violent heat of the bed is 
over, which feldom lafts above a week, ef' 
pecially if the dung had been well prepared 
before it was us'd. At this feafon you muft 
attend very clofely to your hot-beds, if you 
would have them fucceed \ for a fmall neg« 
Ie£t at this feafon will deftroy all your plants^ 
and put you greatly backward. 

The Mufliroom-beds muft now be care- 
fully guarded from great rains and fnow, 

whichj 
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which, if they are not well defended from, 
will chill the beds, and deflroy all the ipawn, 
fo that they will never recover it : Tha^lbrc 
it is the fureft method td have one or two bcdSf 
covered With frameis,which will protedl them 
from bad weathfer ; fo that a good quantity 
of Muflirooms may be obtainM in the worft 
feafbns by this method. 

Plant fome Kidney-Beans upon a mo- 
derate hot-bed for an early crop, obferving, 
when the plants arc come up, to give them 
air, whenever the weather will permit, other- 
wife the plants will draw up weak, and not 
produce fruit. The beft fort for this pur- 
pofe is the Dwarf Batterfea-Bean, which 
never runs to hdulm, and is a plentiful 
bearer. 

I F the weather be favourable, toward the 
end of this month you muft plant your Cos, 
Silefia and Imperial Lettuces, from the beds 
or borders where they grew in the winter ; 
but fome of the plants fliould be left to re- 
main for Cabbaging, becaufe they will come 
earlier than thofe which are rcmov'd. You 
Aould alfo fow fome feeds of thefe forts up.

on a fpot of good ground, to come after the 
Winter Lettuces are gone. 

The latter end of this month you may 
fow fome Cabbages and Savoys for Winter 
uie ; and upon hot-beds or warm borders 
mttft be fown fome ihiall Sallet-herbs, as 
Lettuce, CrefTes, Muftard, Rape, Radifh^ 
Turnips, &c. that there may be a conftant 
fupply of theie things for the table. 

Sow ibme Celery-ieeds upon a bed of rich 
earth, in a warm fituatJon, to come up early > 
but there (hould be very little fown at this 
ieafbn, becauie it will foon pipe and become 
ilicky, when fit for uie > fo that no more 
ihould be planted out of this fowing, than 
can be uied in a fortnight or three weeks^ 
which is as long as this early crop of Cele- 
ry will continue fit for ufe ; and you Ihould 
jsow ibw Aiparagus-feed in a bed of good 
earth, for plants againft the next year, ta 
make frefli plantations. 

Transplant Cabbages, Savoys, Leeks,. 

^Parfnips, Carrots and Beets for feed, if it 

was not done the former month, obfcrving 

(as 
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(as was there diredied) to hang up the Cab- 
bages and Savoys in a dry place for five or fix 
days, that the wet may drain oat from be- 
twem their leaves^ which^ if left in, would 
rot then). 

Pl AN T Potatoes and Jeruiidem-ArtichokeS| 
d>&rving to plough or trench the ground 
deep, that the roots may be placed at lead fix 
or eight inches below the iiirface, otherwiie 
^ey will not fucceed fo weU : Thefe fhould 
have a loamy foil^ otherwifc the roots will 
QOt be largp^ 

DuNO and trench the ground well> where 
you intend to plant Afparagus, letting it re- 
main in ridges until the ieafon for planting, 
which will be the latter end of next month ; 
but in the doing of this, you fhould be 
carefiil to make the bottom of each trench 
le^ befi^re you put in the dung, otlierwiie 
when 3rou come to make the drills for 
laying in the plants, tlie dung will be turn- 
ed up, in thoie places where it lies fhallow. 

The Caulifiower.plants which wcrepIacM 
under bdl or hand-glaffes in QSloher laft, 

D 2 ihould. 
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(hould, toward the end of this month, be 
parted, leaving only one of the ftrongeft 
plants under each gla& ; but in doing of this 
yoa muft be careful not to difhirb the roots 
of thofe plants which are left; and if they 
are grown fo large as to prefe again ft the 
glaiies, you fhould raiie the earth in a border 
about the plants two foot and a half broad, 
and five or fix inches high, that the glaffes 
may be advanced fo as not to cm(h the leaves 
of the plants : But in doing of this, great care 
muft be had that the earth doth not get into 
the heart of the plants, which will deftroy 
them. 

Th e Peafe and Beans which were fown 
in autumn, and have ftood through the 
winter, >vill now begin to advance ; there- 
fore the ground between them (hould be 
houghed, and the earth drawn up to their 
ftems, which will ftrengthcn them, and 
guard their ftems from the injury of frofts \ 
but this ftiould be done in a dry day, left the 
moifture of the earth fliould rot the tender 
ftems of the plants. 

Toward 
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Toward the end of this month, you 
may fbw fome Purflane-ieeds upon a mode- 
rate hot-bed, which will be fit for uie in 
Aprih, but this is earlier than the- gfsnerality 
of people care to eat it. 

Look well to fnails and other vermin, 
which may be deflroyed \n the holes of walls, 
&c. where they were laid up in winter, for 
the next month they will get abroad, and 
make great havock in the Kitchen^ Garden. 

ProduBs'of the Kitchen Garden. 

Cabbages, Savoys, Borecole, Broccoli, 
Carrots, Parfnips, Turnips, Beets, Skirrets,* 
Scorzonera, Salfafy, Chardons, Coleworts, 
Spinach, Potatoes, Jerufalem - Articlx>kes, 
Onions, Leeks, Garlick, Rocambole, Shallots, 
Sage, Parfley, Sorrel, Sprouts fi'om the ftems 
of Cabbages and Savoys ; and on the hot-beds 
Mint, Tanfy and Tarragon, where they were 
planted early in January ; alid in fome warm 
borders there are Radifties which were fown 
in autumn : Upon hot-beds all forts of fmall 
Sallet-herbs, as Lettuce, CreiTes, Coriander,

Turnip, Rape, Radifli and Muftard, Mufh- 
rooms on the beds which have been carefully 
defended from wet and froft : You have alio 
Endive and Celery; and on the hot-beds 
made in December ^ you have Afparagus^ 
which towards the middle of this monthf 
when there begins to be fbme funny weather 
to colour it, will be very good : You hlive 
alio many ibrts of Pot-herbs, apd Aroraatick 
Plants, as Winter Savory, Hyflbp, Thyme, 
Lavender, Rofemary, Burnet, Marygolds, 
Cliard-beet, and Pot-marjoram. 

Work to be done in the Fruit Garden. 

You may now continue to prune fuch of 
your Fruit-treqf as were not before pran'd, 
either again ft walls, e^aliers, or flandards, 
obierving to do the more hardy forts firft, and 
l<;t the tender kinds alone till lafl, when there 
will be leis danger of their fuiFering by cold* 

The Fig'frees, which were covered in 
frofly weather to {^ote^ their tender branches 
from ipjury, ihoiild be open'd in warm wea- 
ther to admit frefh air, otherwiie they will 
I?e in danger of growing mouldy, which 
would decay them, Wh e R e^ 
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Where-ever your clpaJiers are decayed, 
and have not been repairM the former months^ 
it fhould be no longer deferred, becaufe the 
buds of the Fruit-trees will now begin to 
fwelly and thereby be in danger of rubbing 
off; and fuch of your trees as have not been 
train'd to the eipaliers already^ muft now be 
pruned and fa(len*d thereto regularly, and at 
their proper diftances, that when their leaves 
do come out, there may be no confufion. 

Transplant all forts of Fruit-trcesp 
where they are wanting, this being the moft 
proper ieafon for moift land (in which it is 
not fo well to plant in autumn) but you muft 
obio've to work the ground well, and break 
the clods before planting, that the earth may 
the better join to every part of the roots. 
The heads of theie trees fliould alfo be left 
on until they begin to pufli, when they muft 
be carefully cut down, after the manner di-* 
reded in my Dictionary under the Article of 
Planting. 

Th e latter end of this month (if the feafon 
be miW) yoa muft begin to graft Pears, 

D 4 Plumbsi 
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Plumbs, Cherries, and other hardy kinds of 
fruir, being very careful that they are well 
clay'd, that the wind can't enter to the graft, 
upon which chiefly depends your fuccefs. 

You rpay now (bw the kernels gnd ftpnes 
of hardy fiuifs for flocks, to bud and gr^ft 
the more generous kinds upon, obfcrvjng to 
coyer them equally with earth, that jione 
may appear above ground to intice the mice 
or other vermin to them, which often de- 
ftroy whole beds of feeds, if they are not 
prevented. 

I N ipoift weather clc^r your Fruitrjrees 
ffoni mofs (where they are ipfefted with it) 
which at this fcaibn piay be eafily done with 
^n iron ipftrument fhap'd like a hough, an4 
hollow'd in the middle tg the fize of the 
branches, which are to be fcrapM; fothat 
there fbould be three fizes of thefe inilru^. 
0)?nts, \yhich YfiW ^ fufiipient for all the dif- 
ferent brapcjies; anfl the mofs being tepder. 
at this time, may be eafily rubb'd of, 

, The Early Fruit- frame or Forcing-frame 
Ciufl: now \k dyly attended to. giye thepi air, 
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as the ieafbn may require, as alio to keep up 
the heat, without which the tender fruit wHl 

jdrop off, and come to nothing.

If the weather be mild, you may now 
plant out your choice Carnations into the poti 
where they are to flower ; in doing of which, 
you fliould not take too much of the earth 
from their roots ; and when they are planted, 
it will be proper to {^ce the pots in a warm 
fituation (but not too near walls, or pales, 
which will draw them up weak) and arch 
them over with hoops, that in bad weather 
they may be cover'd with mats ; for at this 
feafon they fliould acquire ftrength before the 
heat comes on, otherwife they will not pro- 
duce large flowers. 

You may yet fbw Auricula and Polyan- 
thos-feeds in tubs or pots of light rich earth, 
placing them wher6 they may have the morn- 
ing fun till -/^r//, when they mufl: beremovM 
into a more fliady fituation, there to remain 
during the fummer ieaibn. 

If your Auricula's in pots were not frefli 
earth'd the tafl: month, that fhould now be 
done, in the manner diredled in "January \ 
for now their flower-buds will begin to fhcw

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i^)ace; (o diat if it be not done in a (bort 
time^ tbdr flotren will not be improved by it; 

8tir the fiir&ce of the ground of your 
Flpwer*bed$i and dkkx them frDm weed^ 
mois, and whatever filth may appear therecm^ 
which will be very ferviceablc to the flowers^ 
and add a neatneft to the garden. 

Dio and piepaie jrour ground in the 
Flower-'Nuriery for lowing of ibeds, and tx> 
recciw plants the next month, when you 
will have much bufineft of different kinds to 
do ; fi> that if you do not get thin^ in for* 
wardnefs this month, you will be {:> much 
hurry'd in the next, that many things muA 
be omitted, or but il%htly peiibrmM. 

Transplant Canterbury BeDs, French 
Honeyfiickles^Diaizies, Roie^Campions^ Fox* 
Gloves, Pinks, Sweet-williams, Perennal 
Catch-^fiy, Dcmhie Ri^ed Rcbms^ Batcha- 
lors^buttons, Oentiandkt^ Hepadca^, Cam-* 
panula's. Thrift, Scarlet-Lychnis, Cblum* 
bines, Starworts, Golden-Rodt, with many 
other fibrofe-rooted plants, into the bonders 
of your Plcafiu'c Garden, where they are de- 

fign*d 
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fign'd to flower; but this is better to be done 
9t MtchaelmaSy where the ground is dry, be- 
caufe the plants will have taken good root, 
and obtain ftrength before the dry weather of 
the ipring comes on, arid fo will produce a 
greater quantity of flowers. 

In dry frofiy nights you muft cover your 
beds of choice Ranunculus's, Anemonies and 
Tulips with mats, ta proteft them froni the 
injury of the weather, other wife they will be 
in danger of Ipoiling, at leaft their flowers 
will'notbefofair, nor numerous, and many 
times tb^ roots are deilroy'd by frofl: at this 
:(eafon. ^ 

You may now traniplant all forts of hardy 
Flowering-trees and Shrubs, as Lilacs, La- 
burnums^ Bliadder Senna^^, Scorpion Senna's, 
Rofes, Honey fuckles, Jafinines, &€, and' 
mpft forts of Foreft-frees may now be tranf-^ 
planted with &fety ; but Ever-greens fhould 
not be rcmovM till the beginning of Aprils 
when they are juft ready to pufli out their 
buds, iwhich is the Mt& feafon to tranfpknt 
theOi in* ' 

Plant 
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Pl AN T t>titch4xix ifor Edgings to bordeis ; 
but it 19 a < better ieafon in September^ e(pccial* 
\j for dry ground^ becaofe it will be firm^ 
rooted before the drought of the ipring; 
whidi is often fety deftrudive to £idi 
edgings as are kte jdanted. 

Break up your Gravel- Walks, and torn 
them ; but do not rake them until the mid* 
die of next month, by which time they wiH 
be well &ttled. 

Th£ latter end of this month you ihooU 
rake and clean the quarters of yourWfl- 
deraefi, becaufe the flowers which am nadcr 
the trees will now begin to blow; £> dbat 
thd% is a neceiiity of making the place dcui^ 
that it may appear fighdy. Theed^of 
the Grafi Walks fhould alfobecut by a line, 
that they may be even ; and the water-tafaks 
on the fides of the walks (hould be dii^ and 
rak'd, that they may be clear from uxcds 
and mois. 

Make hot-beds for your tender Annual 
Flowers, which require to be brought for- 
ward early in . the ipring, which otberwiie 

are 
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are in danger of not ripening their fieds ; as 
the Amaranthus's, Aoiaranthoides, Double^ 
flowering Stramonium^ Double-ftrip'd Bal« 
titmine^ with ibme others. You mufi: alfb 
plant ibmeTiibero&s on a hot-bed^ to come 
early in the iiimmer, provided you did not 
do it the laft month.

You flMjr 09W tran4>lafit moft ibrts of 
hardy Foreft Trees and flowtring Shrufa^ 
provided the feafon be &voiinibIey odierwtfe 
it will be better to defer it a little later, if 
you did not take off the. layers of Ehn^ 
Limes, and other hardy Foteft Ttee^ or 
Shrubs, at Micb^bnaSj it iboold now be 
done, planting them itilo the mirfery in row» 
three foot afuader, and e^bteen inches dU 
ibnce in the rows ; where they may ftaad 
five or fix jpears to obtain ftrength, in oider 
for tranfplanting where they are to remain^ 

The ground where you intend to j^t 
a nuriby of Ever-greens fliould now be care-» 
fully trenched, obierving to clean& k from 
the roots of all noxious weeds, particularly 
Couch-grafs, which, if left in the ground^ 
will mix with the roots cS the new planted 
Trees, and prove very injurious to them, 
and will be very di^ult to get cut again. 

I Where 
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Where the ground between the Trees 
in the nurfery was not dug the former month^ 
it fhquid now.be done^ obfeJ-ving (as.was 
before diredled) not to injure their roots; 
but fhorteh fuch as were extended far from 
their ftems, ill' carder to force out young 
roots nearer, that they nrtay be fitted for 
tranfplanting : This (hould be particularly 
obferved in Hollies and other Ever-greehs, 
which (hould be conftahtly dug round every 
year, cutting off all downright roots, and 
fiich as extend them&lves fi'om the plants, 
which will occafion a great quantity of ftrong 
fibres to be ient forth near their ftems, and 
render them much iafer to remove^ becaufe 
theie will maintain a ball of earth to their 
roots, when they are carefully taken up, 
the want of which renders it almoft im- 
praSicable to tranfplant fuch Trees as have 
remained many years, without having been 
dug round. 

You muft now plant Che/nut s^ and fbw 
the feeds y maji of berries of othei* hardy 
Trees and Shrubs, being carefiil to cover 
them with earth, for if any of them are left 

cxpofcd. 
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etpoibd^ it will intice mice and other vermin^ 
whereby your leeds will be eaten up, and 
your whole feminary deftroy'd. 



the latter end of this month, yoa 
ihoiild cut off the heads of your ftocks, which 
were budded with Fruit the preceding fum« 
mer^ about four or five inches above the buds^ 
always obferviiig to cut the ilock floping 
from the bud, that it may not be injured by 
the flowing of the iap from the wounded 
part of the frock. 

If this month proves mild, you muft 
graft Cherries^ Plums ^ PearSy Apple s^ and 
other hardy Fruits ; but if there are hard 
froils and drying winds, it will be better 
to defer it a little later, for fuch weather is 
very defrruftive to grafts. 

You may now plant cuttings of Currants, 
Goofeberries, and other Trees which will 
grow from cuttings, in fhady borders, ob- 
ferving to clofe the earth well about them, 
otherwife the drying winds of March will 
penetrate the ground, and defrroy them.

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Make layers of ^ yonr hardy Bxotick 
Trees^ which yoa want to increafe in thisr 
month, after all hard froils are over; for 
ibme of theie are too tender to be laid in au- 
tumn, the "^fX of the winter; facceeded by 
ifoft being v^ deAruAive to snoft of the& 
tender fdaats^ when kid. 

Work to be done in the GitEEN-HousB and 

Stove. 

I F the weather be mild, and the m Hi^^ 
you fhould begin to let air into your Green- 
houfe ; but this muft be done with care at 
firft, and never opeQ the glaiies when du: 
windis&arp, at leaft not on the fide on 
which the wind blows \ for a iharp air at 
this ieafbn will do great damage to your plants 
now they are tender. Myrtles, Oranges, 
Geraniums, and other hardy plants, muft 
now he frocpioitly refpefli'd with water s but 
let them have it moderately and often, for tf 
it be given to them in large ^lantities at th)» 
ieaibn, it will be very injurious to them* 

Pick o£F all dead and decayed leaves froin. 
your plants, and ftir the furface of the earth 

in 
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in the pot8 or tabs^ clearing diem ftom weed«^ 
and if you add a iitde very rotten Neats-dung 
upon the tops of the tubs or pots^ it will be 
fervioeafade to the plants. You (hoold at the 
lame time bnifii down all cobirtbf, and 
make die houfe cieab in every part^ neatneft 
being as neoeflary to the health of plants as 
<tf animals. 

Make bot4»eds t(^ Ibw tender Ezotick- 
&edls upon, which are bfought from Very hoc 
cort^iea, oblerving to work the dung well, 
diacdieheds may retain th^ heat) andietile 
mspaiVLy > for when the dung is not equally 
fiuitdL^ and beat down with the fork, it wih 
Ibtde in holes, whidi is a great fiuilt in the& 
bed% becaufe when tiiey are watered the wa^ 
«er win mn into tlie holes, and caule thole 
places to be over^w^t^ when the other parts 
of "the bed wifi receive little qx no benefit 
from It i But if ^ey are feeds of Trees and 
^mrf)s^ the better method is to ibw them in 
pots of earth, and [dunge them into a hot* 
bed of Tanners-bark^ becauie as theie feeds 
do often remain a long time before they vege- 
tate, fo if the heat of the bed ihould decline 

£ a too 
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tcx) muqb^ it may be increa&d again by 
ftirring and adding fomc new Tan. 

I F any of your Orange-trees have fufferVl 
by ill management,: fo much that their heads 
are decayed, you fliould now prune them 
cloie, and fhift them into fi'efh earth, and 
then prepare a moderate hot-bed in a Glafs^ 
Stove, into which they muft be plac'd to 
force them but early in the fpring, that their 
ihoots may have time to harden before winter. 
But in fhifting them you fhould be careful to 
cut off all mouldy and decayed roots, and to 
deanfe both roots and (lems from any filth 
they may have contradcd : And when they 
are placed in the hot-bed, you mufl be care- 
ful that the heat be not too great, and fire* 
quently refirefh them with water, not only to 
their roots, but over every part of their flems^ 
which willfupple their barks, and caufe them 
to pufh out vigoroufly. But when the fun 
begins to fhine with great, force, the glafles 
of the houfe fhould be fhaded with mats or 
cloths, other wife it wjll fcorch their leaves, 
and dry the bark of the flioots ; fo that they 
will greatly fuffer, if too much expos'd there- 
to; but this heading and forcing of Orange- 
trees 
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trees ihaald not. be toa often pra&Ued on 
them, for it will weaken the trees when re- 
peated too frequently ; therefore where they 
are hot in a very bad condition, it will be the 
better way to let them be fhifted if there be 
occaiion, and place them in a (hady fituation 
when they are brought out of the Green, 
houfe, where, if they are duly fupplied with 
water, they wiU break out again very fbong 
and well 

The bark in the beds of the Stoves will 
now require to be ftirrM up, and ibme frefh 
bark added to them to renew their heat, 
which will now begin to decline, and, if not 
timely renewed, the plants will fulFer greatly : 
But this muil be done in a warm day, when 
the air is ibft ; for in very cold weather the 
glaiies muft not be open'd, fb that the bark 
could not be then put in : At the fame time, 
fuch of the plants as are rooted through the 
pots, (hould be ihifted into pots a iize larger, 
but in doing of this great care muft be had, 
ndt to injure their roots, becauie at this ieaibn 
tljey will not fbon recover it. 

E 3 Wash 
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Wash and clean $he lea^ of yopi^ Cof-t 
f€c-trces and other wopdy pbiMs in the Bark* 
Stove from in&ifts and filth, «nd pick oiF all 
decayed ka?es, which, if ksft OD^ vrould in- 
fed the air of the houfe, ^hlt fiirface of the^ 
earth in the pots (hould aUb bl^ frequently 
ilirr'd, to prevent its binding, and muft al-** 
tvays be kept free from vireeds. 

The Anana-plants v^illnow fhew thi^if 
fruit apape, fo that they fhould be fi-equently 
water'd to bring them forward ; and th^ heat 
0f the Stove muft be kept up ; itx if that is 
fufier'd to decline, the plants will change 
^eir poknir, and the fruit will be rendered 
imall, and worth little. Toward the end pf 
this piopth you muft pnepare fome frefh bark 
to make the iiimmer-beds for the Anana's, 
into which they ihould be plung'd fome tim? 
the ne:i^t month. !3ut this is to be only un* 
^erflood of thoie plants which are in pots, 
gnd the fuckers of the laft feafon i for thoie 
which were planted into the Tan at Af/V^^^A 
pas for fiiiitjng mu|l pot be npw difturbed. 

The Aloes, Euphorbiums, Torch-Thi- 
HJes, Melopi-Thiftles, apd other tender fuc- 
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Ctflent plant^^ ihoukl have very little water 
given them at this feafon ; but the Ficoides^s^ 
Sedofiis, Cotyledons, and other hardy kinds 
mttft be firequendy refteffa'd : But thefe muft 
not have it in too large quamities^ becauic 
Auch wet at this feafon will often rot them. 
You muft now make frcfli hot-beds of Tan, 
to ibw the feeds o£ fitch tender Exoticks as are 
annual, or that you may have recciv'd from 
abroad ; into which you (hould plunge fmzVi 
pots filled with light, frefli earth, that the 
mould may be warm before the feeds are 
fown. This method of fowing the feeds ia 
potS| is preferable to any other, becaufe the 
plants may be (haken out of the pots, when 
they are fit to tranfplant, with the earth about 
their roots, wherdjy they will be in little 
danger of fufiering, becaufe their roots will 
be preferved intirc*

H E Tireatfaer in this month is 
generally more uniettled than 
in any other month of the year ; 
ibmetimes it proves dry and 
froily ; at other times cold and 
wet, with ftdrms of hail and ftrong winds^ 
which makes a diligent attendance upon the 
hot-beds of Cucumbers and Melons abiblute- 
ly neceffary, otherwife they often mi&any^ 
or at leaft lofe all their firft crop of fruit: 
To avoid whicb> if your beds have very 
much declinM their heat^ you (hould add a 
lining of new horie-dung round the fides, 
which will renew the heat of the beds ; and 
alio obferve to cover the glafles cloie with mats 
every night j biit in the day-time they muft 

have 
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have frefh air, in proportion to the heat of the 
beds, whenever die weather will permit (ef« 
pedally after the new dang is kid on their 
fides, which will occafion a gieat ileam in 
the beds for ibme days) without which the 
fruit'wiU drop off, and come to nothing. 

Sow Cabbage, Savoys, and Red Cabbages 
for winter ufe (if it were not done the kft 
month) and plant out all your Cauliflower 
pknts which are remaining in the winter^ 
bed&i and thoie Cauliflovirer fdants which 
were rais'd the kft month, to fiicceed thoie 
rais'd in autumn, fhould now be prick'd out 
upon frefh hot-beds, to bring them forward; 
but they flionld not be too clofely cover'd, 
becauib it vtrili draw them up weak^ andipoU 
them. 

Continue to put in Beans and Psa&eve« 
ry fortnight, that there may beafiicccflion 
of them through the &afon ; and low Ra« 
diihes,. Spinach, and young Sattet-herbs to 
fiicceed thoie before fown ; and fow fome Ce^ 
lery.&ed toward the end of this month, to 
fucceed that which wa$ Town in February.

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Yotf iDfty aow ibw IVfhtpdi Carrots^ Olii» 
O06^ I^eeks, Beets^ Boftge, Boglofi, Biirml^ 
Pilli <^^. But theft ihould bo Ibwn early in 
dM montb, e^iatty If the feil k dry^ odier^ 
wUb they ftktom grow large. Bat upoti » 
moift foil the middle or ktffir end of the 
month is time enough. 

The beginning cf thit month you fhoold 
earth up Alexanderi^ to blanch thcm^ whicb 
will render them very tender, fb that in thfw 
weeks time they will be fit for uft z Forwhsii 
^ey begin to (hoot thekr ftems l^r fiowerhig^ 
they are good for nothing. Thii is alfo thtf 
time for blanching of Dandelion, which 
fome people are very fond to eat as a j&llad- 
herb : the plants may be pfooutd from thq 
fields, and planted deep into the ground/ in 
the lame manner as is praAiied fay EndWe, 
which will Uanch it in three weeks fit for 
pie.

Slip and plant Mint, Tarragon, Pcnny- 
Royal, Camomile, Baum, &voiy. Sage, 
Rofemary, Hyffop, Lavender Cotton, Spike 
Lavender, Wormv^rood, Southernwood, and 
moft other Aromatick plants, vi^hich are now 
beginning to (hoot, and will take root better 
than at any other time of the year. 

You may now flip the ofF-fets from the 
old roots of Skirrets, and plant them in rows 
ten inches afunder, and fix inches diftance in 
the rows, obferving in dry weather to water 
them until they have taken root ; but theie 
do ieldom make fo good roots as thoie railed 
from iced. 

Your large ki^d of Lettuce-plants^ which 
have flood the winter in warm borders, mufl 
now be planted out into a more open expo- 
fure, otherwife they will draw up weak, and 
come to little. You mufl alfo fow fome feeds 
of the Silefia, Cos, Imperial, and other Let- 
tuces, in an open rich fpot of ground, to fuc- 
ceed thofe of the lafl month*s fbwing ; and 
fow fbme Endive to come early in fummer. . 

About 
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About the middk of this month you 
muft fork the Afparagus beds, being veiy 
careful not to hurt the crown of the roots ; 
but you may defer raking them fmooth till 
the 1;)eginning of next month^ whereby you 
will retard the growth of weeds ; and that 
will be early enough, provided it be done be- 
fore the buds appear above-ground ; for the 
only danger attending this kte dreiling^ is, 
the deftroying of the buds. 

About the beginning of this month, is 
a good feafon for lowing of the large rooted 
Dutch Parfley 5 which may be ibwn in drills 
about a foot afunder, and when the plants 
are come up, they (hould be thinned ib as to 
leave them three or four inches apart in the 
rows, in order to obtain good roots. 

Toward thei latter end of this month you 
may plant new Afparagus beds, if the ground 
be dry j but if it be wet, it will be better to 
defer it till the beginning of next montli ; for 
thefe plants do always take befl, when they 
are traniplanted juft as they begin to (hoot.

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You It Radi(h6s and Spinach, Which wert 
fcwn in January^ and the beginning rfJP^* 
hruary^ fliould now be houghed^ leaving 
ihcm fotor or five inches afimder, and obferve 
to ftir all the ground between thcnij which 
will deftroy aU the young weeds, and greatly 
promote the growth of the plants j but this 
work fhould be done in dry weather.

after thole upon the okl roots are gone. 

Sow Chardoons upon a bed of rich light 
earth, pretty thin, obferving to keep theiri

Toward the latter end of diis month you 
may put in fbme Kidney-Beans in warm 
borders, where they may be defended fiom 
cdd ; but this muft not be done in wet wea- 
dier, becaufe too mudi moifture at this iea-i 
ibn will rot them.

Winter Spinach in great plenty, fomc 
Cabbages and &ivoys are yet remaining; 
Sprouts from the ftalks of Cabbages and Sa- 
voys in great plenty, and very good ; Broc-* 
colly Coleworts, Borecole, Red Beets, Chard 
Beets^ Carrots, Parfhips, Turneps, Potatoes, 
Jerufalem Artichokes, Celery, Endive, and 
all forts of yoiang Sallet-herbs ; and upon the 
hot-beds Cucumbers, Afparagus, Peafe, Kid« 
ney-beans, Purfiain, &c. You have alio on 
warm borders, Mint^ Tarragon, Tanfey and 
Clary, with Sage, Parfley, Mary golds, Bur-' 
net. Sorrel, Hyffop, Winter Savory, Rofe- 
mary, Baum, and other kinds of Pot-herbs. 

Work to be done in the Fruit-Garcej/. 

You muft now iinifli pruning all your 
tender forts of Fruit-trees, as Peaches, Apri- 
cocks, Neftarines, &c. for their buds by this 
time (if the ipring has been mild) will be 
very turgid, and in danger of being rubb'd 
off, in nailing the branches. When you have 
finiih'd the pruning and nailing of the trees, 

F the' 
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the ground (hould be dug about their root^ 
to looien it and deflroy the weeds. And 
when the trees are in blofTom^ if the weather 
fhould prove very (harp, and the nights frofty , 
i( will be prqper to cover them with mats, 
canvas^ or reeds, to guard them ftom injury ; 
hut thefe coverings (hould be taken off at all 
times when the weather is mild, otherwife 
they will fprce out the (boots too feon, and 
render the bioflbms £) weak, that the lea(i: 
ipclement weather will deilroy them : It will 
alfo be proper, in very (Uy (eafons^ to (prinWte 
iome water gently over the branches of your 
Frait-trees (especially in paild weather) which 
will (h-engthen the bloom, and forward the 
fruit, and aUb be of great fervic? to the trees. 

You may yet tranfplant Frait-trees upon 
a mofl foil ; but if your ground be not ready 
by the middle of the month to receive them, 
it will be proper to take them up and pnine 
their roots, and then lay them in the ground, 
covering their roots and ftems with litter^ to 
prevent their being dry'd by the (im ^jfA 
wind ; thi^ will retard their (hooting, and 
their roots will be prepared f<^ {»i(bing^ by 
which method there will be Ut^ danger of 
their fucceeding. This 
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Thi$ is the principal month for grafting 
moft ibrta of Fruit-trees, beginning with the 
6»rly kim}6, and endiog with Apples; but 
this muft be perforjau'd earlier or later^ accord^" 
hig to the &a£)n. 

Cut off the heads of thoiie flocks which 
Hrerc inoculated the laft fummer, leaving 
about four inches above the bud to attract 
the iap, (and> if need be^ to^iilen the (hoot 
to, to prevent its being blown out) and after 
this is dooe, the ground between the trees 
ihoiold be dug to bury the weeds and loo&o 
i^ for the roots of the pkuts to find nourifh* 
ment. 

Djrbs s and freib earth your beds of Straw«- 
berriesi pulling off their fbings^ and clearing 
them from, weeds, wJiich will caufe them to 
produce a gr^uer quantity c^ fruit ; and dig 
hetwoeen the jkiws of Raipherries, (whece. it 
was not bcfone done) tQ make the ground 
dieaa and loo&n k, tibat the roots of ite 
plants may penetrate the better into it.

Your Fruit-trees which were planted the 
laft autumn, with their heads entire, fliould 
now be headed down to three or four eyes ; 
in doing of which you muft be very careful 
not to difturb their roots : To prevent which, 
you fliould place your foot clofe to the ftem, 
and hold the lower part of the tree faft with 
your left hand, while, with a iharp knife irt 
your right hand, you cut off the head. You 
fhould alfo cover the ground carefully with 
mulch, or rather with fomc grcen-^fward, 
turning the grafi downward, which will pre- 
vent the fun and wind from penetrating the 
ground to their roots, the negledt of which 
has deftroy'd many new-planted trees.

I N this month you may traniplant moft 
forts of fibroie-rooted plants, as Carnations, 
Pinks, Sweet Williams, Rofe Campions, 
Lychnis's; Thrift, After's, Golden Rods, 
P^ennial Sun - Flowers, Canterbury- Bells, 

F ^ Peach- 
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Peach- leav'd Bell-flower, French Honeyt- 
luckles, Daizies, Buphthalmums, Leucan-r 
themums^ CQlumbincs, Hieracium's, Jicpa- 
tica's, Praxinella's, Ragged Robin, Whole- 
fomc Wolfsbane, with mapy other forts ; tho' 
Jf the foil be dry, it would have been bettpr 
if done at Michaelmas^ becaufo they would 
have tal^cn rQot in the ground, and fo be bet- 
px enabled to refift the dropght, and alfo to 
produce a greater Quantity of powers. 

Stir the earth 6f your borders, and beds 
of flowers, "which were planted at Micbaelr 
maSy with a narrow trowel, apd be very 
careful in doing of this, not to injure the 
roots, nor the flower-buds, which now begin 
%o appear j this will prevent the growth pf 
weeds> and, when raked oyer fhiooth, will 
f'endcr the beds more agreeable to the eye. 

Your choice Hyacinths, Anemonies, Ra? 
nunculusX and Tulips, will now begin to 
fliew their Flower-buds, when they fhould 
be carefully covered with mats or canvas in 
bad weather 5 for at this feafon the nights are 
pften frofly, and if the Fbwers are expos'd, 
fheir buds lare frequently pinched, fo that 
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they will not open fo fair, as thoie which 
are protedled. At this time there fhonld be 
^aU flicks put down by the roots of the 
fine Hyacinths^ to which their fiems (houkl 
be fiiften'd to iiipport them, otherwiie their 
flowers, being very heavy, will bear dovm the 
ftalks^ and ipoil their beauty. 

Plant ibme roots of common doobk 
Anemonies to flower late, after thole whidi 
were planted in autumn are paft, and if the 
ieaibn fhould prove dry, refie(h them now 
and then with water, otherwiie they will not 
£icceed well. 

The Boxes and Pots with ieedHng Auri. 
cula's (hould now be plac'd in a (hady fitua* 
tion ; for the plants will begin to appear, and 
if they are exposed to the full Urn but one 
day, while they are young, it will deftroy 
moil of them : You muil alfo refreih them 
with water in dry weather, but give it to 
them very gendy, Icil you waih them out of 
(he ground.

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blighting winds and frofty nights, which will 
otherwife pinch their Flower-buds, and fpoil 
their blowing ; You muft alio refrefh them 
now ^nd then with water in dry weather, 
but do not let the wet get into the centre of 
the plants, left it injure thfs Flower- ftems. 

Dig up the ground in your wildernels 
quarters, and between flowering (hrubs, if it 
h^th not been done the former month ; This 
will looien the ground, and encourage the 
ihrubs to flower ftrongly, and render the 
place free from weeds, for neatnefs is always 
to be defired in every part of a Garden ; but 
in doing of this, there fhould be great care 
|:aken not to cut or injure the roots of fuch 
flowers as are planted between thenif 

Give frefb earth to the Carnations which 
were planted out for good at Michaelmas^ and 
pick oflF all decayed leaves ; this will greatly 
^rengthen thjem, fpr flowering. 

Yd u r Pots of double Rofe Campions, 
Campanula's, Scarlet Lychnis's, &c. which 
were planted at MicbaelmaSy fhould alfo be 
pic}^ 'd from all dead leaves and filth, and the

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earth ob the tops of the pot^ takep out, and 
the pots refilled with frefli rich earth, which 
wijll ftrengthen them greatly for flowering. 

Clean t}]^ flower-beds and borders of 
weeds, and gently flir the furface of the 
ground, to clear off Mofe, fisfr. This will 
add a neatneis, and be of great iervice tathe 
flowers^ 

r Toward the latter end of the month )roa 
may fbw the feeds of all hardy Annual Flow- 
ers, in the borders of the Pkaiure- Garden ; 
fuch as Fios-Adoni?, Venus Looking-glafi^ 
Venus Navel wort, Sweet-fcented Peafe, Tan- 
gier Peafe, Lobel's Catchfly, Dwarf Lychnis, 
Dwarf Annual Stock, Candy Tuft, Oriental 
Mallow, Lavatera's, Ketmia Veficaria, Con-p 
volvulus Minor, Convolvulus Major, Sweet 
Sultans, Dwarf Poppy, with many others. 
The beft method is tP ipw the jeeds thp in 
little patches, where they are to remain, for

Gilliflowcrs, Wall -Flowers, 
Sweet'i Williams, Pinks, Whole-blowing Car- 
nations, Tree Primrc^, Polyanthus's, Greek 
Valerian, Veronica's, with fome others* And 
this is a propo: feaibn for fowing your choice 
Carnation and Pink feeds, being careful not 
to bury the feeds deep in the ground, and 
place the pots or tubs where they may have 
the tndming ftin. Upon a moderate hot* 
bed you may now few the feeds of Marvel of 
IVm, French Marygold, Female 6al£imine^ 
I/Ove Af^le, African, Convolvulus Major,

month be cold, and north or eaft windi 
reign, with dry weather, it will be better 10 
wait till next month, when the feafoa is 
more ^vourable.

I N this month you fliould fow the feeds of 
Ever^greens, fiich as Firs, Pines, Ever-green 
Oaks, Cedars of Libanus, Cyprefs, Juniper, 
Bays, and fome other ibrts; as alio of ieve* 
ral other hardy Exotick-trees, as the Acacia's 
from Virginia, Perfimon, Liquid Amber, 
Virginia Walnuts, Occidental and Oriental 

Plane Trees, Saflafras, Virginia Dogwood, 
Larch Tree, Arbor Juda, American Cyprcfi, 
Black Haw, all the ibrts of Medlar, Laza* 
roles, and fome others : The method of ibw- 
ing each ibrt is fully inierted in the Gar^ 
deners DiSHonary. 

You may now traniplant moil forts of 
Ever-green and Exotick-trees, provided the 
feafon proves favourable^ otherwife you had 
better defer it until the beginning of the next 
month, always obicrving to do it when the-

Water yourOraugc^trecs, Myrtles, Bays, 
Amomum Plihii, and other leis tender Exo^ 
tick-trees, frequently, but do not give it to 
them too plentifully i and begin to inure 'em 
to the air by degrees, opening the glaffes when- 
ever the air is foft and mild ; but in cold days, 
or when the air is (harp, it Should not be ad- 
mitted to them 3 for by being made tender 
by the houfe, a little (harp air will be preju- 
dicial to them, until they are become a little 
hardier. , 

Wash and cleanfe the leaves and ftenis 

of your Orange-trees from the filth which 

they have contradled, during their confine- 
ment in the houfe, and take the earth out 

from the tops of the tubs or pots, .filling 

them up again with frefh rich earth, which 

will ftrengthen them greatly^ and prepare 

them for flowering. 

Toward the end of this month (if the 
weather be favourable) you may take out 

your 
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your tubs of Ba]r% Oleanders, Launiftinus'^ 
Leutiicus, and other hardy kinds^ placing 
them near a hedg^, in a fituation where tht^ 
tnay bfe well defended from cold winds ; and 
this will thin the houfe of plants, and give 
rtefn to thofe that renaain j to have a greater 
(hare of free air.

If any of your Orange-trees have decayed 
heads, they (hoold now be fliifted and pnm'd 
in cloie^ and placed upon a hot-bed of tan* 
ners-b^k, to force tb:m out again ; treating 
them in the manner diitded in die former

You may alfo head down iiich Myrtksj 
Bays^ and Laoraftinus's^ as have ragged or 
decayed heads, obierving to give them a very 
moderate warmth^ jufl to make them puib 
again^ and then let them have ai much free 
air as poffible. By this method you may re* 
new their head^ which, with often pruning^ 
may be reduced mto e2a(ft order^ and the trees 
rendered beauttfril. 

Sow the kernels of Granges^ Lemons, an J 
dltrons, for flocks to bud the fcverai kinds 

Q of 
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of thoie fruiti upon ; if thefe &re taken front 
rotten fruits^ they ark better than thofe fronii 
found ones ; and they {hoiild be fown in 
^ta^ and plugged into moderate hot-beds of 
Tahners.bark^ refreshing them often with 
^ater, which will bring them on prodigi- 
ouflys but in very hot weather the gkfiet 
ihould be covered with mats. 

Make fome hot-beds of Tanners-bark in 
order to tran^lant fuch tender Exotick plants 
as are cotM up from the feeds fbwn the for- 
mer month y and when the beds are in due 
order^ you fhould fill fome fmall pots with 
firefh rich earth, and plunge them into the 
Beds^ that the earth may beconie warm be- 
fore the plants are placM therein ; which 
Ihould be done the day after the pots are 
J)lung'd, otherwife the earth will become too 
A?y; When the plants are planted, they mufl 
be gently water'd, and the gjaffes fliadcd until 
they have taken root j after which they fhould 
be frequently refrcfli'd with water, and the 
air mufl be let into the beds proportionably 
to the warmth of the fcaibn.

And now you fliould 
plant cut your Cauliflower-plants^ which 
were raised in February ^ for a latter crop. 

Continue to fow all forte of young Sallet*^ 
herbs, as Radi(h, Rape, Turnep^ Muftard, 
&c. every week ; for at this ieafon they wiU 
foon be too large for ufe : But you fhould 
obierve, as the heat of the ieafon increafes, to 
(bw them in a more (hady fituation, for in 
fummer they tlirive beft on a North border. 

Sow fome Cos, Sile^a, and other kinds 
of large Lettuces, to fucced thofe which 
were fown the former month : But thcfe 
fliould have a moift foil, otherwife (if the 
fummer Jfhoijld prove dry) they will not 
cabbage. ^ 

G 4 Transpjlant 
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Transplant your young Celery-plants 
Into beds of rich earth at about three inches 
^iftancc, obfetving to water them duly until 
they have taken root 5 but in doing of this, 
you ihould not draw up all the plants clean 
put of the feed-bed, but only thin them, 
taking out the large ones, and leave the 
finalter plants to get ftrength. 

Hough the ground between your rows of 
Beaps and Pcafcf, and draw the earth . up to 
their ftems, which wiU jftrengthen them, 
and, by clearing the ground from weeds, the 
plants will thrive the better. 

After a fliower of rain draw the earth 
up to the ftems of your Cabbage and Cauli- 
flower-plants, which were planted cither in 
autumn, or early in the Ipring, This is ab- 
folutely neceflary, to guard their ftems frpiji 
the fun and wind, which dry and harden 

• • • 

them 'y but you muft be careful in doing of 
this, not to draw the earth up into their 
hparts, which will deftroy them.

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Be careful to deftroy ihails and flugs^ 
which at this feafon are invited abroad by 
gentle fliowers of rain, when they may be 
e^fily taken ; for if they are fuffbr'd to re- 
inain^ they ^vill increafe greatly, and become 
very troublefome, and dcflxuftivetomanyof 
your crops, 

Ip the nights prove cold, you miift he 
capful to cover the glafies over your early 
Cucumbers and Melons; for the youn^ 
frait is very fubje A to drop o|F where the bedg 
are grown cool, or proper coverings are want- 
ing. 

Sow Turnips on a moift ipot of ground, 
to fucceed thofe which were ib wn the laft 
month; and thoie then ibw'd (hould now be 
hough'd cut to a proper diftance, and the 
weeds between them deftroy'd. 

Your beds of Mint, Tarragon, Parfley, 
&c. fhould now be carefully weeded ; for if 
the weeds are permitted to get above the 
plants at this feafon, they will draw them up 
weak, and Ipoil them. And if the fcafcm 

fhould 
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fhould prove dry, they (hould be watered, 
which will greatly promote their growth. 

You may now plant cuttings of Mint^ 
Tarragon, (ic. to make new beds, the old 
ones often decaying, after they have flood 
two or three years. 

Tjransplant fome of your Sileiia, Cos, 
and other large kinds of Lettuces, which 
were ibwn the former month, observing. to 
water them till they have taken root. 

The Cabbages and Savoys which were 
ibwn the lad month fliould now be thina'd, 
and prick'd out into beds, that they may ac- 
quire Arength before they are trani^lanted 
out for good ; and the ieed-beds muft be 
weeded, otherwife the plants will draw up 
tall and weak. 

Sow Hemp and Flax, and Pole Hops; 
at the fame time you ibould clear your IJop- 
;^rounds from weeds, and make up the hills. 
You may alfo fow fome late Rouncival^ and 
Iglgc Grey Peafe^ \^ the open fields, for win* 
ter provifipPf 

Tfi» 
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Th b latter end of this month you (hould 
look over your Artichokes, and draw out all 
the young plants which have been produced 
fince the fiocks were ilip'd^ for if theie are 
permitted to grow, they will rob the plant* 
which were left for fruity and caufe the fink 
to be finall. Somp of the befl of thefe plants 
may be trim'd and planted where there are 
any wanted to repair a young plantation ; but 
as thcie late plants do rarely produce fruit the 
fix^ year^ fo they are ieldom planted, except 
there be great want of them. 

Sow ibme more Celery-feed about the midr 
die of this month, to fucceed that which waa 
fown the former month i but this (hould be 
fown on a moift fyot of ground, and in dry 
weather carefiilly water'd, otherwi^ it will 
not come up. 

You mufl; alio ibw fbme Finochia-feed, 
to fucceed that which was before fown ; for 
when it is fit for uie, it will not continue 
more ^ban eighteen or twenty days before it 
will run to feed \ fo that there is an abfolute 
f^eceflity ^f having a fuccefliop. 

Produ^s 
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ProduBs of the Kitchen Garden. 

Sprouts of Broccoli, Cabbages and Sa- 
troys arc now very good, if they arc gathered 
bdforc they run up to feed. All jforts of young 
Saflet'-herbs, Spinach, Radifbes, Afparagus, 
Cblcworts, Parfley, Aliianders, Chard Beet, 
Sorrel, Burnet, Thyme, Hy£fop, Winter Sa- 
vory, Pot*Maijorani, Marygolds, Brown 
Dutch and Cabbage Lettuces, Chervil, Young 
Onions, Leeks, Borage, Sage, Roiemary, and 
Ibmc Parfhips and Carrots, where they have 
been preferv'd in fand ; for where they have 
lemainM in the ground, they will have j^rout- 
cd, after ^ich their roots will become fticky 
and toqgh. Young Carrots, which were fbwn 
in aututpp, are now in prime : Upon the 
hotbeds Cucumbers, Peafe, Kidney-Beans, 
and Purflain : And toward the end of the 
month you have Peaie on warm borders, and 
ibme Cabbage Lettuces, 

Work to bi done in the Fruit Garden. 

Th e beginning of this month you may 
^aft fome late kinds of (ruit, provided th# 

^foQ 
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jfeaibn be backward ; but if the fpring isear* 
ly^ it will be too late for this work. 

Look carefully to your young fmit-trcet, 
obierving td water them in dry weather; and 
if you observe their leaves beginning to curl 
up, you ihould water them gendy all over : 
This may be pra Ais'd to great advantage on 
old trees, when you find their leaves curlingi 
but you muft not do it in the heat of the day^ 
left the fun fhouki fcorch their leaves; nor too 
late in the evening, eipecially if the nights 
ase cold. Where you ob&rve the fhut-tiees 
to be greatly infeiUd with inieds, you (hould 
fteep a good quantity of tobacco ftalks in 
water, with which die trees (houkl be waflu 
ed, whkhy if carefully done, will deflroy 
the inieds, and not do any injury to the 
trees^ or if the curled leaves are taken ofi; 
and ibme tobacco dud thrown on the 
branches, it will deflroy tlie inieds^ and may 
in a day or two afta be waihed off ag^nw 

Those fruit-trees which were inoculated 
the laft fiimmer, and have fucceeded, fhould 
have the flocks cut down to three or four 
inches above the bud (if it was not done 

the 
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the former month) for now the buds will 
b^in to (hoot. 

Toward the end of this month you muft 
begin to look over your walls and efpaliers of 
frttit-trees, training in the regular kindly 
iboots^ and difplacing all foreright and luxu- 
riant ones^ where they are produced . You may 
now thin your Apr icocks^ where they are too 
thick ; for the fooner this is done, the better, 
thoie will thrive which are left on. 

Plant cuttings of Vines in the places 
where they are to remain, ohferving always 
to have a knot of the old wood to the bot- 
tom of each, and bury^'them in the ground, 
that the uppermoft eye may be even with 
the furface of the ground ; if this be rightly 
cbferv'd, there will be no danger of their 
Succeeding. 

Look over your Vines againft the walls, 
rubbing off all fmall dangling (hoots, which 
are now beginning to pu(h out ; and where 
two (hoots are produced fronl the fame eye^ 
the weakeft fhould now be broken off, in 
order to encourage the fruit on the remain-- 

ing 
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ing branches : At this time k great quandtf 
of Vines may be look'd over in a very fliort 
time, and much labour iav'd^ whicji vroiil4 
be occafionM were thefe fhoots permitted to 
remain on a mondi bnger. 

Yo0R beds of Strawberrks moft now bt 
carefully weeded; and if the feaibn proves 
irery dry, it will be proper to water theody 
otherwi& they will produce but little fruit 



Kbep the Ixirders near your fiuit-^tiees 
clean from weeds and large growing pbtttB^ 
for thefe rob your trees of their nouriihment. 
You ihould al£) keep the ground dean be* 
tween your rows of Vines in the Vineyard } 
and now the ftakes (hould be fix'd to them^ 
and the branches £aftenM thereto ; which it 
better dian to let the ftakes remain to diem 
all the winter^ becaufe they would decay 
more in the winter than the fununer ; and 
the Vines do not require to be ftak'd in that 
&^fon. 

In the middle of this month yoo mnft 

entirely uncovo* thofe Fig-trees which were 

ikreen'd from the froft in winter i but thb 

I ihould 
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Ibould be done by degrees ; fot the young fruit 
viriU be in danger^ if they are fuddenly ex^ 
|iOs'd to the open air. 

Your fruits in the. forcing-frame muft 
now hatie a large fhare of frefh air in pro- 
portion (o the h^t of the weather ; and their 
branches (hould frequently be fprinkled over 
with water, which will be ferviccable to the 
trees, and cauie the fruit to be fairer; and if 
their roots are now and then watered, it will 
be very fcrviceable to them^ eipeciaUy if they 
are on a dry foiL

Work to he dbne in the Nursery* 

The beginning of this month you may 
&fely tranfplant moil forts of Ever-greens, 
as Hollies, Yews, Laurels^ Alatumus's, PhiU 
Ijrrea, Box, Ever-green Oaks, Firs, Pines^ 
Cedars, Junipers, &c. obferving, if poflible, 
to do it in a cloudy day, or when there are 
ifaowers of rain, becauie the iun and wind 
are apt to dry the fibres of their roots, whik 
they are abore ground, which is very inju« 
rious to them. You fliould obierve to water 
them well to lettle the earth to their roots, 
and cover the furface of the ground with 
mulch, to prevent the fun and wind from 
penetrating to the roots of your plants. 

You may now fowEver-green Oak Acorns, 
and the feeds of Firs, Pines, Cedars ; as alio 
ieeds of moft Exotick - trees, which are 
In-ought from Carolina^ Virginia^ and moft 
northern parts of America. The particular 

H /dire^ions 
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diredlions for doing this are exhibited in my 
Gardeners DiSiionary. 

The beginning of this month you may 
graft Hollies^ and about the middle you may 
inarch Firs, Pines, Junipers, CSc. by which 
method you may propagate fome of the 
icarte ibrts ; but the Trees thus rais'd will 
never grow fo large as thoie rais'd from 
feeds. 

Yo u ihould now look over your Grafts, 
And obferve where the loam is much crack'd 
to renew it, left the drying winds penetrate 
to the Grafts and deftroy them. And bok 
' over your buds which are now (hooting, and 
where you obferve their tops infcfted with 
inieAs, and their leaves curl'd, you (hould 
pull them off before the infedts ipread too 

Keep the ground clean between your 
rows of Trees in the Nurferv, for if weeds 
are permitted to grow this month, they will 
foon over-top young trees, and greatly wea- 
ken them ; for there is nothing more pre- 
judicial to trees, than fufFering the weeds toi 
grow amongfl them. ' I p 
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If ihis month fliould prove dry, yon muft 
diligently water your feed -beds of Ever- 
greens, Foreft-trees and Shrubs ; as alio the 
young plantations which were drawn out of 
the leed-bed ; as alio the flocks for Fruit- 
trees, which have been lately planted; fbt 
theie being fmall, the Jbn and wind will 
foon penetrate to their roots, and dry them 
up. 

Th£ beds wherein you fowed &edseithdr 
in autumn, or the laft month, {hould now 
be carefully weeded ; for the young Trees 
will many of tliem begin to appear, fo that if 
the weeds are permit^ to grow, they will 
greatly endanger them. The tubs or pots 
of Cedars which are beginning to come up, 
muft now be i;emoved to a ihady fituation, 
foff too much fun will ibon deflroy thele 
youfig plants. 

Work to be done in the Pleasure Garden^ 

Your Gravel-walks which were broken 
up and turn'd the laft month, ihould now be 
tak'd level and roird, that they may be ready

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for ufej and your Grafs- walks muft now 
be duly mow'd , for this is a feafon when 
moft people delight to walk out, fo that the 
Walks of the Garden ought to be well kept. 

Clean the borders of your Pleafure-Gar- 
den from weeds, and tie up all your tall 
growing plants to flicks, to prevent, their be* 
ing broken or blown down by wind. 

Yd u may now fow fuch Annual Flowers 
in your borders, as do not require any arti- 
ficial heat to bring them forward, as Candy- 
tuft, Venus Looking-glals, Lupines of feve- 
ral forts, Sweet Peafe, Tangier Peafe, Dwarf 
Lychnis, LobePs Catch-fly, Venus Navel- 
wort, Convolvulus Minor, Nafturtium Indi- 
cum, Flos Adonis, Lavatera,Oricntal Malfdw, 
Carthamus or Baflard SaflE-on, Hieracium^ of

ieveral forts, Jacea's, with feveral other haidy 
kinds of Annuals, which thrive better if fown 
where they are to remain, than if they are 
tranfplanted j therefore they fhould be fown 
thin in patches upon the borders of the Plea- 
fure-Garden, and when they are come up^ 
they (hould be thinn'd, leaving but few plants 

in 
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in each patch to flower, that they may be 
the ilrongcr. 

Iw this mpnth you (hould ibw mod forts 
of hardy Perennial and Biennial plants in 
your Flower-Nurfery, which were not fown 
the former month, as Canterbury-BoUs, Co?- 
lumbines. Sweet Williams, Pinks, Carnations^ 
Hollihocks, French Honey-fuckles, Stock- 
GiUiflowers, Wall-FIowcrs, with many otljcr 
ibrts, which are rais'd to fupply the borders 
of the Pleafure-Garden, 

Th £ beginning of this month you may 
make fome flender hot-beds to ibw fuch of 
the Annuals as require a litde warmth to 
bring them forward s but will do better, if! 
rais'd under mats than under glafles, which 
draw them too much ; and though they are 
ibmewhat later in this management, yet there 
is no inconvenience in that, becau& they are 
defign'd to come in autumn, when tho'e is 
a fcfu'city of other Flowers, which renders 
them the more acceptable : Of theie are the 
African, jPreqch Marygqld, Convolvulus Ma- 
jor, BaMamines, Marvel of Peru, Sweet Syl- 
^, Indian Pink, with fome others, 

H 3 You 
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Yo u muft now make frcfh het-beds for 
tranfplanting your tender Annuals, as Ama- 
ranthos*8, Amaranthoides's, Double- ftrip*d 
Balikmines, S?r, which muft be brought for^ 
ward at this feafon, otherwife they will not 
af rive to any degree of ^auty, which chiefly 
^onfifts in their ftrength. 

Put feme more roots of Tuberofes into a 
moderate hot-bfd, to focceed thoie which^ 
were planted the former month, that thera 
may b« a continuance of their Flowers thro' 
tbe&affoa. 

Your t^be o^f Seedling Auricula's and Po^ 
ly^nthus^s muft be carefoUy ikreen'd ftom, 
^ ioitiv ^t if they are exposed to ks full 
hpat but oQe day, it will deftroy them while 
tfaqr aie young $ you muft alfe frequently re« 
6e£h them with water. 

Sbt fticks to your Carnations, which n.ow 
b^n to fhoot up their fpindles for flowering, 
^x^^L hSxxi then) to preycnt ^beir being brokea

Your 
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Yo 17 R fine Auricula's will now begin to 
ihew their beautiful flowers ; therefore the 
pots ihould be remov'd under faoK covert^ 
to preierve them from wet, which wookl 
wa(h the mealine& from off their Flowers, m 
which great part of their beauty confiiU: 
They (hould alfo be defended from the heat 
of the fun, which would haften their decay ; 
but they mufl have as much ixK air as po£- 
fible, otherwiie they will draw up very wettk^ 
and thofe of them from which you would 
fave ieeds, (hould be remov'd into the open 
air as fbon as they are fully blown^ and 
placed where they may have the morning 
fun and a free air, without which they wiU 
not produce good feeds. 

The beds of fine Ranunculus's, Anemo* 
nies. Tulips, and Hyacinths, which are now 
in flower, ihould be cover'd either with mats 
or cloths, to defend them from wet, and the 
heat of the iiin, by which method they may 
be ]^e&rvM a much longer time in beauty : 
but you mufl obferve to open them every 
morning ^nd evening, . that th^y may enjoy

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as much free air as poffible, without which 
thev will not do well. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
may take up the roots of Saffi-on, Colchicums, 
and fuch other bulbous - rooted flowers as 
Mow at Michaelmas^ whofe leaves are now 
dc^ay'dy fo that the focner they are taken 
up, they will be the better. Thefe may be 
kept out of the ground until July^ when they 
muft \k planted again.

8u€H of 3roor Orange-trees or other Bx«v 
tick-plants as want ihifting, fhould now be 
remov'd, and thofe which rehire larger pots 
or tubs mufl: be placed therein, obierving, 
when you take than out of die tubs or pofeB^ 
to parr off all moukiy or decayed roots^ and 
wafh their ftems and heads, to cleanie them 
fifom the filth they have eontraded by re^ 
maining in the heuie j and when they are 
new planted, they (houki be duly watered, 
and (haded in the heat of the day from the 
violence^ of the fun. By removing them early 
in this month, they will have time to make 
new roots befbfc they are ^ abroad, and 
wlH have flrength to produce their flowers ift 
pleirty. 

Those trees which are not removed dlis 
ieafon/ (hould have the earth taken out of 
(be top and fid<:s of the tubs or pots^ and 

\ fiira 
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fiird up again with freOi rich earthy and 
ftems and heads clean'd as before, this 
ftrengthen them greatly for flowering; 
but you (bould never apply any hot kinds of 
4ung to the furface of the earthy as is by 
ibme unikilfbtly done, to the deftru£lion of 
dieir trees : If therefore you would lay any 
dung upon the furface of the earth, it (hould 
be rottep Neats-dung ; but this ibould npt hp. 
done in too great quantities. 

Open the windows of your Green-Houfe 
SQoft part of the day, when the air is mild, 
for at this ieafon the plants require a large 
fliare of fire(h air> Qtherwife they will draw 
Dp weak^ and produce but few flowers, and 
will be lefs able to bear the open air, when 
they are removed out of the houie. 

You may now graft Oranges, Jafinines^ 
and other tender plants by approach; but 
fiich as will take buds, are better if propa-» 
gated that way; for trees inarch'd feldoiT) 
unite fo well with the graft, and rarely grow 
f9 fo large a fubftance* 

The 
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Thb bark-beds in the Stoves^ which have 
declined their heat^ and were not rtnew'd the 
former months (hould now be flirred up with 
a fork almoft to the bottom, and ibme ixxSx 
bark added thereto, which will renew dieir 
lieat ; at the fame time you (hould (hift iiich 
o{ your plants as require it into larger pots, 
giving them irefli earth, and then phmge 
them down into the bark again immediate^; 
but this muft be done when the air is warm, 
becauie there will be a neceflity to open the 
glafTes pretty often^ and if the air be iharp, 
it will injure the plants. 

Your Anana*s or Pine- Apples muft now 
be carefully tended, obierving to refrefh them 
often with water, as alio to preierve a kindlj 
heat in the beds, and cover the glades every 
night to keep them warm ; but when the fun 
is very hot, they (hould have air admitted by 
rai(ing the gla(res a litde, otherwi(e they will 
be in danger of (corching : And the young 
plants which are for the next year's fruit, 
(hould be (hifted into the pots they are de* 
(igned to remain in until Michaelmas^ when 
they muft be planted into the tan.

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Shift fuch of your fecdling Exotick- 
pkms fts require it into iai^ pots^ und ftir 
«p die bark of the beds to renew ^ir heat, 
o&d then plunge the pots down again, ob- 
icrving to water and (hade them until they

Th e CofFce-trecs will now begin to (he^ 
their flower-buds, therefore you fhould keep 
tiieir leaves and ftems free fi-om filth by 
wafhing it off, whenever it appears ; and 
refrefh the trees ofien with water, which will 
cauie them to flower flrong.

Work to he done in the Kitchen- 

Gardem. 



F the weather in this month proves 
hot and dry, it greatly retards the 
growth of moft efculent plants ; 
and particularly the Beans and 
Feafe which are in flower (eJpecially on dry 
lands) fui^ greatly \ moft of their bloflbma 
Ming oiF before their maturity, io that they 
are not fucceeded by fruit. But when this 
month happens to be wet, the markets are 
plentifully ftock'd with moft ibrts of garden 
ware. But this docs not only increale the 
quantity of plants, but alio as great plenty 
of weeds, whereby the labour of a Kitchen- 
Garden 
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Garden is more than double of what is re- 
quired in a dry feafon \ for if the young crops 
are neglected but a very ihort time in moift 
weather, the weeds will get the better of 'em# 
and weaken 'em io much as they will hardly 
recover their foU ftrength again, nor will the 
plants (with all pofiible care afterward) ever 
arrive to the fize they would have grown to, 
provided they had not been ihinted »by the 
weeds. Befides, many forts of weeds will 
perfect their ieeds in a (hort time, which, 
being (hed upon the ground^ will occafion t^ 
great deal of labour for ievcral years to ex- 
tirpate them again. Among theie are Shep- 
herdVpouch, Groundiel, Dandelion, Fumi- 
tary, Pimpernel, and fome others. And thoib 
of them which do not feed fb early, will (if 
let iland) eftablifh them&lves fo firmly, as 
to occafion much labour to gpt them out of 
the ground : fo that it is certainly the befl 
way to clear all forts of crops from weeds as 
^n as poflible in the ipring, and to keep 
them conflandy fb.

The fame caution is neceflary in regard to 
your dunghills ; for at this &a£)n there will 
be great quantities of weeds produced there-

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on \ as alio upon the heaps of compofl:, which; 
if not ckftroy'd in time, will (bed their feeds, 
frbereby the garden will be plentifully ftock'd 
Uwd the oKLfiurt^ which is carried into it. 

I N the begtrintt^ of this momh you ihoold 
ibw Purfiaiat in. the open ground, and Endift 
for blanchir)g) and continue to fow all the 
fofts df fmatt Sallet-^herbs every three or four 
^y$y otherwife there will not be a fupply of 
jflH^ brrbs which are young ; jfbr at this fea«r 
^a f hey id^xx grow too large for ufe ; But 
tbe/e ihould be Sown in a noirth bonder^where 
they bay« Uttlt: fpn.

Plak X. Kidoey-Beans for a fecond crop, 
fhe large Putch fprt is the beft for this fca- 
ion, becaufe they will conticitic bearing much 
longer than any other, and are better tafted ; 
and about the twelfth day of this month ;}^ou 
(bould fow CaulijSowers for winter ufe, ob*- 
ferving to ihade t^ bed with.mtMis^ and kee^ 

the 
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the ground moift, otherwile the plants will, 
come lip very Iparingly. 

Im itDoift vreather piaot oot Cablx^ and 
Savoys for winter uie, and tranfjrfant Celeryi 
into drills for blanching, which will come 
early, if planted in this month. 

The crops of Spinach and Radiihes being 
now gone, the weeds fhould be cleared &om 
the CattUflower and Cabhtge^plants, or Beans 
which were planted^ 6n the &me grooDd ; and 
in moift v^reather draw fome eartk about the 
flemsof the plants, which will keep the roots 
moiA, and prevent the fiin and wind from 
dfying their ften^, whidi, if permitted, wHl 
^Tcatiy reeard the growth of the plants; but 
in doing of this, ^iat care fiioold be teken 
not to rai& the efarth (o high about them, as 
tc^ fall into the €^n«er of the leaves, whie^ 
will ktifely disflroy the Cauliflower-plants. 

Transplant Radifhcs for feed, placing 
them in rows three feet diftancc, iand tw^ 
foot afunder in the rows from each other, 
obferving to makfe cfeiMi^e of fuch only^ as have 
Ibng, flraiti wdl-tidout'd roots, and imafl 

I 2 tops. 
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tops, rqcding alljiich as arc forked or £hort-^ 
rooted ; for which reafon U is, that the moft 
curious Gardeners never five feeds from fuch 
as remain where they were fown, becapufe 
they can't judge of their roots.

The Cucumbers and Melons which are 
under frames, muft be carefully (haded with 
mats in (he heat of the day, for the fun is of- 
ten too violent at this feafon for them through 
glaficsj nor will they endure the open air, to 
which many perfons do often expofe them ; 
for. being brought up tenderly, their vines do 
harden anddry, when expofed to the full fun. 
But fuch; plants as have been raisM under 
^and-gjaffes for the fecondcrop, fhouldhave 
full liberty to grow, by raifing the glaflfcs up- 
pn !tl}rfe! bricks or forked Aicks, and the ends 
^ the fdants laid out from under the glailes ; 
]but this mufl: UQt be done too ibon, eipecially 
if the nights are cold, which, if it fhould 

» 

io happen after the plants are laid out, they 
muft be cover'd with mats every nighty to 
prevent their being nipp'd by the cold. 

. The early Cauliflowers will now begin to 
jappear; ia^ the center of the plants, therefore 
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they fhould be carefully look'd over every 
day, breaking down fome of the inner leaves 
of fiich as appear in flower (as it is ufually 
term'd) to preferve them white ; for if they 
are expos'd to the fun and air, diey wUl 
change yellow in a fhort time. 

Hough winter crops of Onions, Carrots, 
Leaks, Parfnips and Beets, to clear them from 
weeds ; for by flirring of the ground, the 
plants are greatly forwarded in their growth : 
keeping fuch crops clear from weeds in this 
month, will be of great fervicc to them, and 
fave much labour the fucceeding months. 

Transplant Silefia, Imperial^ Cos and 
Brown Dutch Lettuces into north borders, tQ 
fucceed thofe planted the laft month ; and to- 
ward the end of the month you may fow 
fome Brown Dutch and Common Cabbage- 
Lettuces to fiipply the table in Auguft an4 
September } but this muft be in an open fi- 
tuation, and if they are not traniplanted, but 
jfowed thin, and the plants houghed out to a 
proper djftance, they will do the better. 

I 3 Sow 
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Sow Finochia in drills about eighteen 
inches of two feet afiinder, to fucceed that 
which was Town the kfl month^ and draw 
the earth up to the plants which are almpfi: 
foil grown, to blanch them. N.B. This 
fhould have a light, rich, moift foil, when 
ibwn at this feafon, otherwiie it is apt to run 
to feed. 

You may yet plant flips of Sage, Rofe- 
mary, Hyflop, Lavender, Marum, Maftick, 
and moft other Aromatick plants, obferving 
to (hade and water them until they have taken 
root ; but it is better to plant them juft be- 
fore they (hoot, becaufe thofe (hoots which 
have been produced the lame feafon, are ten- 
der, and feldom take fo well. 

The early Cabbages do now begin to turn 
their inner leaves for cabbaging, which may 
be forwarded by tying their leaves together, 
either with a withy or bafs-mat, as is pradlis'd 
by the Gardeners near London. 

Look over your Artichokes again in this 

month, and pull up all the plants from the 

roots 
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coots which have been produced fince the 
Aocks were flip'd, for thefe will draw the 
DourUhment from the plants intended for 
fruit, and caufe them to be fmall. Yott 
fliould alfo cut off all the final! Artichokes 
which are produced from the fides of the 
ilems of the Artichokes, for if thefe are per- 
mitted to grow, they will render the Arti- 
chokes on the top very finall. Thefe the Gar^ 
jdeners term Suckers. 

Sow Turnips, when there \& a profpeft of 
lain in a fhort time, which will bring up the 
plants J^eiy foon ; and hough thofe Turnips 
which wei^ ibwn the laft month, learing 
them about e^ht or fen inches afiinder,whicii 
will be fufficient for thefe whkrh ar^ intended 
jto be drawn very ypung. 

Toward the latter end of the montl/ 
ihould be fbwn Broccoli for Spring ufe, and 
a latter crop of Kidney-Beans fliould be 
planted, to £icceed thofe • before direfted^ 
which will becopie too old hj the time thefe 
are fit to gdther^ 

I 4. Sow 
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Sow Cucumbers in the open ground, to 
produce ibme fruit for pickling, and plant 
out Gourds and Pumpkins upon Dunghills, 
&c. where they fliould be allow'd a large 
compa^ to ipread, otherwife they will inter- 
fetie and fpoil each other. 

Your Onions which were planted for feed 
will be now in flower, therefore you fliould 
provide a parcel of ftakes, which fhould be 
drove into the ground, at about eight feet di- 
ilance in the rows, and ibme lines fhould be 
faften'd from flake to flake, to fupport the 
fiems of the Onions, otherwife they will be 
broken down by the wind, whereby the great** 
cfl part of them will be ippiled. 

The fame care fhould be taken of your 
pabbages, Carrots, Parfhips, Savoys, Broc- 
jQoM^ and Leeks, which were planted for 
feed, and are now run up to flower ; for 
when the feeds are formed, it will render 
tjieir heads too heavy to be fupported by their 
ilems ; fo that they fhould always be fup« 
ported by lines and flakes before they are out 
of flower. 
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ProduBs of the Kitchen Garden. 

Radishes, Spinach, young Sallet-herbs, 
Icvcral forts of Cabbage-Lettuce, Sorrel, Mint^ 
Baulai, Winter Savory, Borage, Buglofi^ 
Spring Coleworts, Tragopogon, the young 
(hoots of which are by fome preferred to Af- 
paragus, young Onions, Sives, Afparagus, 
Peafe, Beans, fbme early Artichokes, Cauli^ 
flowers, early Cabbages, young Carrots from 
under Walls or Hedges, Cucumbers, Melons, 
Purflain, and Kidney-Beans on hot-beds, 
with many other ibrts of Spring-herbs. 

Work to be done in the Fruit Garden. 

I N the beginning of this month you muft 
look over your Wall and E^lier-trees, and 
carefully diiplace foreright fhoots, and fuch 
as are luxuriant qr ill-placM, and train itich 
kindly branches as you would preferve, r^u- 
Jarly to the Wall or Efpalier, which will pre^ 
vent your trees from growing into confiifion, 
and fbengthen the frait-branches, as alfb ad- 
mit the fun and air to the fmit, which are 
pften obftruifted by the luxuriant growth of 

the 
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the branches^ to the great prejudice of the 
fruit 

. Where Apricocks and Peachts ai« too 
thic^ they Should be thinned the beginning 
of this month, obferving never to Ica^e two 
jDf VDSfit fruit together (a^ is too often prac- 
tiaM by covetous pcrfons:) Tho' there be bqt 
a fmall crop on the trees, this «rUl (nake thofe 
which are left on much larger and better flar 
vour'd> and render the trees ftronger for fiic- 
jceeding years ; whereas when they are over- 
charged with fruit, they are ofteA fo piuch 
weakened, as not to be recoverable in thrers 
pr four years, notwithftanding they maybe 
under the moft fkil&l management : Befides, 
one dozen of fair well- flavoured fruit is pre- 
ferable to five or fix dozen of finall Hl-nou- 
ri(h'd fruit, and will fell for more money in 
the markets. The diftauce which ifaould be 
allow'd to all ibrts of fruits^ muft be propor- 
tionable to their ufual ^zes ; for inilance, for 
middling or fmall Peaches and Ne(3:arine$, 
^ve or fix inches afunder is iufiicient, but for 
the large fortseight inches is iiiUiieaf m)ugh. 
This mju^l alio be proportioh'd to the ibiength 
of the trees ; for w^ak trees iboiild ha:ve a lefs 

number 



Dumber of fruit left on tbfm than thofe which 
are ftrong, becauie tfaey ut more capable of 
nouriihing them ; and fuch branches as am 
Wicaky muft not have much fruit left on 
them, becaufe they cannot be well nouriibed^ 
and often deftroy the branches* 

You muft now look carefully over your 
Vines, and Aop fuch ihoots as have fruit oa 
them at the iecond or third joint fae]rond die 
fruit, and train the branches cloie to the wall 
}n a regular order 3 hut fuch (hoots as aredo-^ 
jGgn'd for bearing the Aiooeoding y ear» ihould 
not be flopt until the latter end of the next 
xnonth. You muft now mb off all weak 
trailing branches cloie to the places where 
they are produced ; for if thcfc are fuficr'd 
to renutin^ it will occaiion a great confu/ion 
of branches, and weaken the bearing Oioote* 
If this be duly obiery'd, there will never be 
any neceffity for divefting the fhoots of their 
leaves to let the air and fiin to the fruit, a6 is 
by fome unikilful peribns top much pradis'd, 
to the injury of the fruit and branches. 

I N moift weather you muft carefully look 
after ihails^ efpecially in the evenings and 

mornings, 
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mornings, or after warm fliowcrs, when they 
will come froni behind Wall-trees, and out 
of their places of (helter, fo may be eafily 
taken ; for thefe are great enemies to choice 
fruits* 

If the feafon (hould prove dry, you muft 
not forget to refrefh all fuch trees, as have 
been lately planted, with water ; in doing of 
which it will be proper to fprinkle the water 
over all their branches, which will be of great 
icrvice to them in waihing off dud and filth, 
which their leaves may have contraAed, and 
open the pores of the (hoots, which in very 
dry weather are many times almofl clofed, 
whereby the trees fufFer greatly ; nor is the 
water, when poured to the root only, capa- 
ble of relieving them when in this condition ; 
and this is one reaibn why rain is much more 
efiedual than artificial watering. 

Keep the borders about Fruit-trees clear 
from weeds, and all ftrong growing plants^ 
which will exhauft the goodnefi of the foil, 
to the great prejudice of your trees > and this 
feould alfo , be carefully obferv'd in the Nur- 
^ for the &me reafon, 

About 
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About the middle of this month you 
muft look over your Vineyard-Grapes^ dif^ 
placing all dangling (hoots, and flopping 
thoie which have fruit upon them, which 
muft be ^ften'd to the ftakes, to prevent 
their being broken by winds ; but the (boot! 
for the next year's bearing muft be trained up 
to the ftakesy and not ftopp'd until the next 
month. 

You muft alio obferve to keep the ^ooxA 
in the Vineyard very clear from weeds^ and 
ix&x no forts of plants whatevef to grow be- 
tween the rows of Vines ; ; for nothing can 
be more prgudicial than pamitting this in 
Vineyards. 

Toward the latter end of the month 
you (hould break off the clay from thoie 
trees which were grafted in the ipring, and 
looien their bandage^ otherwife they are fub- 
jed to break off where they are pinchM with 
th^bais. , .

* In this mon A you muft carefully kde^ Ait 
ground houghed between your young trees, 
for nothing is more injurious to them, than to 
fuffer weeds, or any other plants, to grow 
wnongfl them i for thefe rob the trees of their 

nourifh-> 
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nourifhment ; and if weeds are permitted to 
get ftrength in this month, it will be great 
troufcfe to root them out afterwards. Nor 
iboiild yon plant anj Kitchen-herbs betweett 
your rows of trees (at k by ibme onfltilfiil 
pGr£3ns pra^is'd) for theie will draw all tht 
nouriflament from the trees, and render them 
wd^C and unhealthy. 

TfiiE middle of this month yoaitliift look 
over yonr grafiEs, and take off the loam froiii 
them^ and thofc which wem feAendd vrhh 
bindage, ihould now be untied, otberwife the 
graft will be pinched at the ftock, ttA be in 
dai^erxif breaking off with the wind.. Yo(^ 
ihouldiiUb look orer your trees, whkh were 
budded the lafl: feafon, and where yoU oUervs 
the leaves t^o curl up by being infefled with 
infefi^ you fhould' take them off, oth^rwiie 
they will fpoil ifae upright ihoot^ •' 

WniKE your buds or grafts have mad6 
v^orous ihoo^ ^exwiil be proper to fupport 
dxm.wkh ihort ijtakeS) otherwiie they will 
be ii\dangir of beihg broke out of the flocks 
fay fbon^ winds;

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Your feed- beds muft now be carefully- 
weeded^ and in dry weather frequently re- 
freflied with water^ otherwife the young 
plants will be fo ftunted, as not to make any 
progrcfs the &me feaibn. Your young plants 
of Cedars^ Firs, Pines, ^c. muft now be 
often refrefhM with water, but it ihouldfioc 
be given to them in large quantities^ but ra- 
ther often and moderate. You muft alio ob- 
ferve to ftiade them from the fun, to which if 
they are too much expofed while young, it is 
often very deftmdive to them, as are alio the 
drying winds, which frequently reign in the 
Ipring, and are very often the deftrudion of 
numbers of thefe plants^ by pinching of their 
tender ftems. 

You may now make layers of the Double 
and Single Virgins Bower, and of other climb- 
ing plants, for many of thefe will not root 
from the woody (hoots, but the tender branches 
of the iame year's growth^ if layed in this 
month, will take root very well. You may 
alfo lay down Alaternus^s, PhiUyrea's, and 
fome other Ever-green Trees, which do alfo 
take root better from young (hoots, than from 
dder branches. I f 
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If thjs month ihould provo vgy diy, yoa 
mu^ continue to w^ter fuch Evcr-grppn^ 
fto^ other young Trees, as were remQv'4 the 
\^ ieafon, otherwiie they will ^aSpc greaUy. 
You (houl4 2^ renew the muloh round thp 
Trees, to pievent the fiin apd wind fron^ 
frying the ground. 

Work to be done in the Flower-Garden. 

T|iE beginning of this month yqu ihould 
take pp your choice Hyacinth-ropts, whidi 
are paft flowerings and lay them horizont^y 
in a bed of earth to ripen^ leaving their leaves 
and ftems out of the ground to decay, in the 
manner diccdiied in my Gardeners LfiSHonqryy 
under the article Hyacinth. 

811 APB your choice Tulips, RaounculMs's, 
^jnemonies, and other curipus flowers now 
blowing, from the fun duripg the heat of the 
(lay> which will continue them in beauQr 
much longer than if they are fully expoftd 
to the weather. 

K Tak^ 
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Take up the roots of the Saffron, whole 
leaves are by this time decayed, and ipread 
them on mats in the fhade to dry ; after 
which they may be kept in bags until July^ 
when it will be a proper feafon for planting 
them again. But you fhould preierve them 
from rats and mice^ otherwiie they will eat 
them up. 

Clean the borders of your Flower-Gar- 
den from weeds, which, if permitted to grow 
at this feafen, will be the more difficult, and 
cauie a deal of trouble to extirpate after- 
wards. 

About the middle of this month you 
may plant out your hardy Annuals, fuchas 
Marvel of Peru, Sweet Sultan, French and 
African Marygolds, Female Balfamine, Cap- 
ficum, Brown Jolly, and feveral other forts, 
which, if artfully difpos'd, will afford an 
agreeable pleafure, after the beauty of the 
Ipring is paft.

Sow Dwarf Annual Flower -feeds in 
patches upon the borders of the Flower.Gar- 

den^ 
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den, where they are intended to remain, as 
Candy-Tuft, Venus Looking - glafs, Venus 
Navelwort^ Dwarf Annual Stock, Dwarf 
Lycbnb, Lobel's Catch*- fly, Convolvulus 
Minor, and Snails and Catterpillars, with 
many other kinds i as alio plant the ieveral 
kinds of Lupine, Sweet-icetited Peafe, Tan- 
gier Peafe, Seeds of the Indian Naflurtiuni, 
Large Convolvulus, and other climbing An* 
nual Plants, where they may have room to 
fpread, and have fome fupport, in which 
places they will flower, and make a beautiful 
appearance. 

Transplant fuch Biennial andPct-en- 
nial Flowers as were fown in the Flower*. 
Nurfcry in March and jlpril^ into beds of 
frefti earth in the Nurfcry, where they may rc*^ 
main till the latter end oiAuguJi^ or the be- 
ginning of September y when they muft be rei. 
mov'd into the borders of theFlower-Gardcn : 
Of fhefc forts are Cantferbury^Bclls, French 
Honey-fuckles, Sweet-Williams, Pinks, Co- 
lumbines, with many others. 

Tie up the ipindles of Carnations, diveft*. 
ing them of all flde pods, whicb> if permitted 

K 2 to 
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to rehiain on, would weaken the top and 
principal flower : And alio flick and faflen 
the ftems of all tall flowers which arc to 
blow, otherwife they will be in danger of 
being ^oken by the winds. 

Make a frefh hot-bed for your Amaran-* 
thus's, Double-fbrip'd Balfamine^ and other 
tender Exotick Annuals, and put them into 
hrge pots of good earth, placing them upon 
the hot-bed, and fill up the interflices with 
earth ; if care be taken ci them at this time, 
they will be very flrong and beautiful. 

Your Auricula'is, which are now paft 
flowering, fhould be removed into a fhady 
fituation, (but not under the droppings of 
trees, which will rot them) in which place 
they muft remain^ until the heat of fummer 
is over. 






Transplant Stocfc-Gilliflowera, Wall- 
flowers, Seedling Pinks, Carnations, and other 
Perennial Seedling Flowers j and fow fomc 
feeds of Annual, Scarlet, and Purple Stock- 
Gilliflowers, which will produce fhorter 
plants, and many times will endure the cold 
better than thofe which are larger. To- 
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Toward the latter end of the month you 
may take up Early Tulip-roots, and ibme of 
the forward Anemonies^ if their leaves arc 
decayed, after which they fliould not be per- 
mitted to remain in the ground. 

Plant fome Tuberole-roots upon a mo- 
derate hot-bed, to iiicoeed thoie planted in 
March and Aprily by which method you 
may continue a fucceiBon of this fragrant 
flower untill the end of OStober in beauty. 

Your pots of Seedling Iris's, Narciffus's, 
Tulips, and other bulbous-rooted flowers^ 
fhould be now remov'd into a fhady iituation^ 
(if it was not done in April) where they Aiuft 
remain until autumn, nothing being more 
injurious to thefe young roots, than to be ex- 
posed to the violei>ce of the lim in fummer^ 
^efpecially if they are in tubs Qr pots. 

Th« young plants of Venice Mallow, 
Oriental Mallow, Lavatera's,Scabious's, Sweet ' 
Sultan, Indian Pink, and China Starwort, 
may now be planted into the beds or borders 
i?.f idle flower-Garden, where they will make 

K 3 a beau- 
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a beautiful appearance when they flower. 
But this work (hould be done in moift wea- 
ther, and the plants fhould be (haded until 
tliey have taken pew root 

Place your pots of choice Carnations 
upon the flage to proteft them from vermin, 
which will other wife infeft them, and will 
harbour about the pots, fo as not to t)e eafily 
deftroy'd.

In the middle of the day, if the weather | 
prove hot, you fliouldlhade the glaffesofthe 1 
Stove, and the hot-beds, where your choice I 
Exotick-plants are plac'd, and let 'em have [ 
free air, in proportion to the warmth of the I 
feafon j and fuch of your Exotick- plants as \ 
want Ihifting, fhould now be remov'd, and ] 
fome of them placed in larger pots, giving j 
them frelh earth, and then plunge them into I 
the hot-bed again, obferving to fliade the I 
gtalles until they have taken frefh root. 

Toward the latter end of the monl 
make cuttings of Ficoides's, Sedums, Cotyle-, 
dons, Cereus's, Euphorbiums, and other fuc?. 
culent plants, laying them in a dry fliady 
place a week or more before they are planted, 
that the wounded part may be healed upj 
otherwife they are fubjedl to rot ; and whi 
they are planted they fliould be placed (fuel 



1 
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of them as are hardy) in a fliady fituation for 
a week or more ; but thole which are tender 
muft be planted in pots, and plung'd into a 
moderate hot-bed of Tanners-bark, obferving 
to fhade the glaflcs in the heat of the day, 
and refrefhthem with water as they may re- 
quire. 

Cleanse the leaves of Aloes, and other 
tender Exotick-plants, from duft and filth, 
which they have contracted in the houfe the 
laft winter, and cut off all decay'd leaves of 
thofe plants, for now the wounds given to 
them will foon heal: This is alio a proper 
time to cut off the heads of thofe forts of 
Aloes which grow with large ftems, and fel- 
dom afford off-fets; fo that there is no other 
method to propagate them, than by taking 
off their heads for planting, and thereby 
caufing their ftems to fend forth a frefti (hoot 
or two; but you muflobferve to leave three 
or four good leaves upon the ftem to draw 
the fap, otherwife the ftem will decay with- 
out producing any new head ; you muft alfo 
keep them in the houfe, and not expofe them 
abroad to the wet, until the wounds are per- 
feflly heal'd J and if you plunge them into 
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n moderate hot-bed^ it will facilitate their 
Aooting* 

Br t KG out ill your hardy Exotick*plant9^ 
jbch as Ciftus'Sy Geraniums^ Alaternoides's, 
Sorrel-tree, Amber-tree, Anemonoipermos% 
Hermannia's^ yellow Indian and Spanifh Jaf- 
mines, Polygak fruteicens, Myrto-Cifhis, Fa- 
bago's, Rhus'% Oleanders, African Scabious's, 
Pblomis, Spring Cyclamens, Lentiicus's, with 
feveral other forts, which will now bear the 
open air ; bat yoo fhould obferve to place them 
in a (hady fituation for a fortnights for if they 
are immediately expos'd to the full fun, it will 
change their leaves to a brown colour, and 
cauie the plants to appear very unfightly. 

Those Exotick-plants which are continu'4 
in the houie^ muft now have a great ihare of 
frefli air (e4>ecially if the feafon be warm) 
otherwiie they will draw very weak, and 
change to a pale languid colour ; and if the 
glafies are (haded in the heat of the day, it 
will be better than to expofe them too much 
to the fun. You fhould alio obiervetocleanfe 
their leaves and fhoots from infers, which 
w:0 very apt tp ip^^ them in the houfe^ 

.efpeciajly 
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efpeciaUy where ^ plaiit8 ztt much crowded; 
and if thefe are not wafh'd off in tim^ thqr 
will gnKUiy injure the plants, eipecially the 
Co^ibe-tree, which is now ntsx^ flowerings 
and is frecpently infefled with theie finall 
^larmin, which a£ firft appear like daft upon 
the leaves, which (hould be ioimediatcfy 
waih'd off, otherwiie they will ^ead in a 
ihort tinM over moft parts of the plants. 

If the ieaibn fhould prove cool, and the 
bark-bed, in which your Anana's are placed» 
(hould abate of its heat, you muff ftir it up 
again, and mix a little new bark with it, 
which will renew the heat, and be of great 
fervice in forwarding the fruit, but this is qq- 
ly to be underfiood of fiich plants as are in 
pots, for thoie which are growing in the bark 
muft not be ftirrM ; and at this time you 
ihouldihift thoie plants which are to produce 
fruit the fucceeding year into larger potS;, 
that their roots may have room to ipread.

^ H E be^ning of this month 
] you muft tranlplant Cabbage 
F and Savoy plants, which are 
I to iiipply the Kitchen in win- 
ter, either on an open Ipot of ground, 
or between rows of Beans, Cauliflowers, 
tSc. which will be taken oiF the ground 
in a fhort time, and then the new-plant- 
ed plants will have room to grow \ and 
being (haded by the other crops at firft plant- 
ing, they will take root Iboner than if they 
were planted in an open iltuation : And by 
thus obferving to put one crop to fucceed an- 
other, a ikilful perfon will produce more 
things 
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things from one aae of land, than fome 
odbers can from two or three, which is what 
e^fffj poffeOy who ii acquainted with the 
London Gardeners PraStice^ muft be con- 
vinced of. 

Th s Cauliflower-plants which were ib wn 
the laft month for winter uie^ fhould be now 
prick'd out into beds ^)f rich earth, obferving 
to 0iade them until they have taken root, 
and bp fare to water them duly> otherwi& 
they are apt to fiunt, and be infefted with 
in&ds. 

HouGu and clean Carrots, Parihips, Tur« 
nips. Onions, Leeks, Beets, and all other 
late crops ; for if the weeds are permitted to 
grow at this ieaibn, many of them will fhed 
their ieeds in a (hort time, and become trou- 
bleibme hereafter, and the larger forts will 
overbear the crops, and draw them to their 
great prejudice. 

You may yet make flips of Sage, Rofcr 
mary, Stoechas, Lavender, Hyflbp, Winter 
Savory, and other Aromatick-plants ; tho' it 
l^d been better if done earlier in the year^ 

becau& 
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becaufe this month often proves hot and dry, 
and the plants having long tender (hoots, are 
in greater danger of mifcarrying. 

Plant out young plants of all forts of 
fweet herbs which were fown in Marcbj as 
Thyme, Hyflbp, Sweet-Marjoram, &c. and 
alfo Clary, Burnet, Sorrel, Marygolds, and 
many other forts, obierving to allow them 
loom enough to ipread, which will render 
them much flronger than thofe which remain 
in the feed- beds. 

Clear and hough the ground whereon 
your earlieft Cauliflowers grew, which \vill be 
all gone by the middle or latter end of this 
month. And if you have ridges of Cucunx- 
hers or Melons made between the rows of 
Cauliflowers (as is the practice of the London 
Gardeners) you (hould dig all the ground be- 
tween the ridges, and lay out the vines in re- 
gular order ; this will not only loofen the ground 
for the roots of the plants, but alfo defl:roy the 
weeds, and render the furface of the ground 
wholfomer for the vines to lie upon : But in 
doing of this you fhould be very careful not 
to bruife or break the vines, which would 

L be 
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be vciy injurious to them, and (if poffible} 
let it be done in moift weather. 

So wTurnips upon a moift Ipot of ground, 
and when there is a proipeft of rain in a litde 
time, which will bring up the plants in a few 
days ; for in dry weather the feeds will remain 
in the ground, and not vegetate; befides, if 
the plants do come up, and the weather be 
very hot and dry, the Fly will take themr 
and deftroy them in a fhort time. 

I N the beginning of the month you may 
fow fome Broccoli-feed for the fecond crop, 
^nd Finnochia, to fucceed that which wa$ 
fown in the middle of the former month ; for 
in very hot weather this plant will not remain 
good above a fortnight, before it will run to 
feed ; fo that if it be not often fown, there 
will be a want to fupply the Kitchen. 

Tr AN SPL AN T Celery into fhallow trenches 
for blanching, allowing about four or five 
inches Ipace between each plant in the rows^ 
and make the trenches three feet afunder, that 
there may be room enough to earth up the 
plants when they are full grown,.

• Plant Kidney-Bcans to fucceed thofe 
which were planted \nAprtl\ and fbw Brown 
Dutch, and Common Cabbage-Lettuces, for 
a late crop ; and traniplant fuch Lettuces as 
were fown in Maj^ obferving to place them 
in a fhady fituation, but not under trees, nor 
too near walls or other buildings, which will 
draw them up weak, and prevent their cab« 
baging. 

Transplant Endive in an open moift 
ipot of ground for blanching, alldwing the 
plants a foot diftance each way, that they 
may have room to fpread ; and fow fome 
Endive-feed for a latter crop. 

Continue to fowfmall Sallet-herbs eve- 
ry three or four days, fuch as Crefles, MuA 
tard. Turnip, Rape, Radilh, &c. for at this 
fcafon they will foon grow too large for ufe. 

You muft now thin the Finnochia-plants 
which were fown the former month, obferv- 
ing to allow them room enough to grow, 
otherwife they will draw up weak, and never 
fwell at bottom ; but the plants which arc 
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taken out ftiould notbetranfplanted, for they 
rarely are good for any thing, being very fub- 
jedl to run to feed, before they arrive to any 
iize. 

The Broccoli which was fown in May^ 
fhould be now prick'd out into beds at about 
three inches afunder^ where they will grow 
ftrong, in order for planting out the next 
month ; for where they are fuffer'd to grow in 
the feed-bed too long, they draw up weak, 
and never produce fo good heads, as thofe 
which are fhort and ftrong in their flems. 

Weed and thin the plants in your Cucum- 
ber-holes which were fown for pickling, ob- 
fcrving to leave but four of the ftrongeft and 
beft iituated plants in each hole, and at the 
fame time earth up their fhanks, which will 
greatly flrengthen them, and give them ibme 
water to fetde the earth about them. 

In dry weather gather feeds of all forts 
that are ripe, fpreading them upon mats or 
cloths to dry, before they are rabb'd or beaten 
out of their huiks or pods. 

Gather 
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Gather herbs for drying of fuch forts as 
are now in flower, and hang them up in a 
dry fhady place, where they may dry jcifure- 
ly, which will render them better for any 
purpofe, than if they wcic dried in the fun. 

Your Melons which are now fetting, 
ihould be (haded in the heat of the day with 
mats, if the weather be warm, otherwife 
their fmit will drop ; and you (hould be care, 
ful not to give them too much water, which 
18 often injurious to them. 

Gather up Snails in the morning and 
evening, and after fhowers of rain, at which 
times they will come abroad from their holes 
and places of harbour, io that they are eafily 
deftroy'd. 

The weeds which now come up in mofl 
Gardens, are Wild Orachs, Nightfliadc, 
Thorn- Apple, Groundfel, Sow-Thiftles, Qfr. 
which, if permitted to grow amongft crops, 
will foon out-grow them, and fpoil whatever 
plants are near them. 

L 3 You 
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You may now tranfplant Leeks out of the 
feed-beds into the places where they are to re- 
main, obferving to water them untill they have 
taken root : This is often pradtis'd in fmall 
gardens, where an early crop of Beans or Cau^ 
liflowers have been produc'd on the lame 
ground, before the Leeks are put on it. 

The young Afparagus beds, which were 
planted in Marchy (hould be kept very clean 
from weeds, which if permitted to grow, will 
foon weaken the roots, and fometimes deftroy 
them.

Work to be done in the Fruit-Ga*dek, 

Be cm to inoculate Stone-fruits toward 
the middle of the month, doing it in an even- 
ing, or in cloudy weather: The fir ft fort, which 
is fit to bud, is the Maiculine Apricock ; and 
fo proceed to the other forts, according to 
their times of ripening their fruits. 

You muft now look over your Wall and 
Eipalier- trees again, and rab oflFallforeright, 
ill-placed, or luxuriant branches, and train 
the others regularly at equal diftances to the 
wall or efpalier ; but be not too ofiicious 
with the knife at this feafon, neither fuflfer 
any of the leaves to be puU'd from the 
branches, which will expofe the fruit too- 
much to the lim in the day, and cold in the 
night. 

Where Peaches and Nedlarines have been 
left too clofe together when they were thinn'd, 
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they fhould qow bq ta^^n off, being 
careful not to fuifer two or more fruits to 
grpw nearer th^ four or five inches apart, 
which will greatly improve the fruit, an4 
firengthen the tree. 

Look carefully after Snails and other ver- 
min, which infeft your choice fruit, apd, 
if not timely prevented^, will fpoil it in a (hort 
t|me at this ieafpn. 

In dry weather water fuch trees as were 
traniplanted the former feafon, obferving to. 
preferve mulch upon the furface of the ground 
^bout their roots, to prevent their being dry'd 
by the fun and wind, and fatten thofe (hoots 
which have been produced either to the Wall 
or Efpalier, in the order they (hould grow ; 
for if they are permitted tp grow loofe, they 
will be in danger of being broken by winds^ 

Observe to keep the ground about your 
trees clear from weeds and all other plants \ 
for if they are fufFer'd to grow, they will ex- 
)iauft the nourifhment of the ground, to the 
great injury of the trees i and the fruits which 

fuch 
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fuch trees produce, will not be near fo large^ 
nor well-tafted, as thofe which are produced 
from trees where no plants are fuiier'd to grow 
about them. 

Your Vines fliould now be look'd over 
again, and the branches which are loofe muft 
be faflen'd to the wall ; and all fide- (hoots or 
weak trailing branches muft be entirely dis- 
placed, that the fruit may enjoy the benefit of 
the fun and air, which is abiblqtely necefiiary 
to promote their growth ; but this is often 
negledted in many gardens, and the branches 
permitted to hang fi-om the wall, and en- 
tangle with each other, fo that when they 
are put in their proper places to the wali^ 
their leaves will often have their back parti 
upward, whereby the fruit will be retarded, 
untill they have obtain'd their proper pofition 
ag^in : And it is this negle(^ which occafions 
tjie late ripening or ill tafte of the fiiiit, and 
alfo renders the wood ibft and pithy, fo th$^t 
^t feldom produces fruit the following year. 

The Vineyard fhould alfo be thus ma- 
naged at this feafon, fattening the ihoots to 
l^e ftakes in regular order^^ fo that each may 

cquallr 
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equally have the advantage of fun and air, 
and keep the ground perfeftly clear from all 
other plants or weeds, vsrhich, if permitted 
to grow, would greatly prejudice the Vines. 

Fruits in PrimCy or yet lafting. 

St R A WB E R R I E s of fevcral forts. Currants, 
Goofeberries, Kentifli, Duke, Flanders-heart, 
White-heart and Black-heart Cherries, Maf- 
culine Apricock ; and in the forcing-frame. 
Peaches, Nedarines, and Grapes; and in the 
Hot-bed, Anana's or Pine- Apples. 

Golden Ruffet, Pile's Ruflet, Stone* 
Pippen, Deux Anns or John-Apple, Oaken 
Pin, and fortie other Apples, where they arc 
carefully preferv'd. 

As alfo the Black Pear of Worcefter, 
Lord Cheney's Green, Englifli Warden, and 
Bezy du Chaumontelle Pears. 

Work to he done in tbe Nuksek Ys 

You muft obfcrve in this month (as wag 
idir^i^ed in (he former) to keep the ground 

l)etwecQ 
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between yoav rows of trees in the Nurfery 
intirely clear from weeds, for thclc are very 
injurious to the Trees, and nothing can have 
a worfe appearance, than a Nurierj over« 
grown with weeds; therefcx'e this caution 
cannot be too often repeated : Ob&rve alio 
to keep the feed-beds clear from weeds. 

Toward the latter end of the month yoa 
muil begin to bud Apricocks, and fbme early 
Peaches and Nedtarines, but in this you muft 
be guided by the condition of the trees fiont 
whence the cuttings are taken ; for if the 
Ipring has proved very dry, the buds will 
not eafily part firom the (hoot, in which cafe- 
it will be proper to defer this work a little 
longer. 

Observe to renew the mulch about your 
new-planted trees, where it is decayed j for 
at this fcafon, if the weather proves dry, the 
moifhire of the earth will be exhaled, and 
the young fibres will be dry'd up, vvhere this 
work is not carefully perform'd. 

You may yet lay down the tender fhoots 
pf y irgin's-bowcr, Granadilla's, &c. obferving 
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to water the layers in dry weather^ which 
will greatly promote their taking root. You 
may alfo make layers of feveral hardy Exo- 
tick -trees, which, if laid in the young 
woody will many of them take root ; fo that 
whatever icarce plants you have a mind to 
increafe, may be tried this way, fince we 
ftrp not alTured what plants will not take root 
in this management. 

Trim up your Ever-greens according to 
the ufes for which they are defignM, for if 
you fufler them to grow rude in fumxner, 
they cannot be fo fafely reduced afterwards -, 
befides, the ruder they grow, the more naked 
they will be near their items. 

Work to be done in the Flower-Garden* 

Transplant Annual Flowers out of the 
hot-bed into the borders of the Flower-Gar- 
dtn, fuch as Capficums, Balfamines, Con- 
volvulus's, Love-Applc, Africans, French 
Marygolds, Amaranthus's, Indian Pinks, &c. 
obferving to do it in a cloudy day, or in an 
evening, and give them fome water to fettle 
the earth to their roQts, 

You 
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You muft now lay down your CarnationSp 
Pinks, Double Sweet- Williams, and fuch 
other fibrofe-rootpd plants, as are propagated 
by layers, being carefiil to water them as foon 
as it is done ; but it muft be given to them 
very gently, otherwife you will endanger the 
wafhing them out of the ground, or breaking 
them, and this watering (hould be frequently 
repeated, which will greatly facilitate their 
rooting. 

This is a proper feafon for taking up and 
tranfplanting the roots of Cyclamens, Fritil- 
laria's, Dens Canis, Saffron, Narciflus's, and 
fuch other bulbous-rooted flowers, as do not 
fucceed well if their roots are kept any time 
out of the ground. 

Cut oflF the ftalk of fuch flowers as have 
done blowing, and whofe ftalks are decaying ; 
and tie up fuch flowers as are yet to blow, 
efpecially your tall autumnal plants, which 
are often broken down by the wind, if they 
are npt timely fupported with ftrong flakes. 

Take 
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Take up your Hyacinth-roots out of the 
beds wherein they were laid the former month 
to ripen, and ckar them from filth, laying 
them upon a mat in a fhady place to dry ; 
after which they may be put up into drawers 
or boxes, where they may enjoy the free air, 
without which they will grow mouldy and 
decay. 

It is now time to take up the roots of 
Tulips, Anemonies and Ranunculus's, whofe 
leaves are decayed, and fpread them upon 
mats in a (hady place to dry; then clean 
them from filth, and put them up in boxes 
or bags untill the feafon for planting them, 
being careful to put them out of the reach 
of rats and mice, otherwife they will eat 
them up. 

Yo u R Carnations which begin to break 
their pods, fhould be opened in two on three 
different parts, that their flowers may expand 
equally on every fide, otherwife they will 
throw their leaves out on one fide of the 
pods : You mufl: alfo obferve to cover them 
with glafies loon after their pods are open, 

to 
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to fkreen them from moiflure and the heat 
of the iim, both which are very injurious to 
them ; and look carefully after Earwigs and 
Ants, for if theie can come at the flowers^ 
they will deftroy them in a (hort time. 

Transplant fuch forts of Perennial or 
Biennial fibroie-rooted plants^ as were not 
done the former month, into Nurfery-beds, 
where they (hould be allowed room enough to 
grow till autumn ) which is the proper iea- 
ion for placing them in the borders of the 
Flower- Garden to remain : Of thefe kinds 
are French Honey- fuckles, Pinks, Sweet- 
Williams, Stock- Gilliflowers, Columbines, 
Dames Gilliflowers, Cantcrbury-Bells, Holly- 
hocks, Scabious*s, Gfr. All of which muft 
be raifed in the Flower-Nurfery the firft 
feafon, and then brought into the Flower- 
Garden to blow. 

Plant cuttings of Lychnidea's, Double 
Sweet- Williams, Double Scarlet Lychnis's, 
Pinks, and fuch other fibrofe-rooted plants 
as you want to increafe, which, if planted 
in a bed of light rich earth, and {haded 
^nd duly watered, will take root very well. ;

Work to be done in the Green-House and 

Stove. 

Your Orange-trees, being now in flower, 
ihould be conft:antly fupply'd with water, to 
encourage them to fet their fruit, and the 
earth on the furface of their tubs and pots 
fhould be ftirred, and fome rotten Neats-dung 
laid thereon, raifing it round the outfidc of 
the tubs or pots, fo as to make a hollow to 
contain the water j but you fhould never lay 

any 
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any new dung upon the pots, nor put any 
dung into the water to inrich it^ as is by too 
many perlbns done, to the great prejudice of 
their trees; for theie flrongly impregnated 
waters, inftead of affording nouri(hment to 
the trecis, do cauie their leaves to change to 
a pale yellow colour, and the trees are apt to 
flower out of their proper feafoii, which rcn* 
ders them weak, and m^ny times deflroys 
them in two or three years time- The beft 
water for theie trees, is fuch as is taken from 
rivers or ponds, where it is fully expoied to 
the fun and air ; fb that if you have .no other 
than fpring or well water, it fhould always 
be expos'd to the fun and air two or three 
days before it is uied. You muft alfo gather 
off the flowers as they blow, leaving but a 
few upon each tree for fruit, and thofe upon 
the flrongeft branches, and where they are 
beft fituated to (land. 

Pl AN T cuttings of Myrtles in a bed of 
light rich earth, obferving to water and fhade 
them untill they have taken root \ and now 
you may plant cuttings of Geraniums, CytiC. 
lus's, and many other Exotick-plants, which 
are fhrubby, treating them in the manner di- 

M 2 rciSed 
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reded qnder their ieveral heads in my Garde^ 
iters DUUonary. 

Yo u may now (hift any of your Green- 
faoufe plants into larger pots, ob&rving to 
pare off all the mouldy and decayed roots 
which generally grow round next the fides of 
the pots, and take out as much of the old 
earth from the ball as you can conveniently 
without leaving their roots too bare. When 
they are new planted, they (hould be placed 
in a (hady fituation, and where they may be 
defended from flrong winds, untiH (hey have 
taken new root ; after which they may be 
temoved to the places where they are to re- 
main during the fummer leafon. 

Take off cuttings fix)m the fcvcral kinds 
of Ccreus's, Sedums, Euphorbiums, Ficoides's, 
Cotyledons, and other fiicculent plants, lay- 
ing them in a fhady part of the Stove for 
about a fortnight, that their wounded parts 
may heal over before they are planted, other- 
wife they will be in danger of rotting. 

Stir up the bark in thofe hot-beds which 
have been long made, and add fbme new 

bark 
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bark to them^ which will renew their heat^ 
and plunge the pots down again immediately ; 
but this fliould be done in ibft, warm wea- 
ther, when there is little wind, left by ex- 
poiing the plants in cold weather to the open 
air^ they (hould fufler, 

I N fine weather you (hould give air freely 
to your moft tender Exotick plants, but it 
will be proper to (hade the glafles of the 
Stove in the middle of the day, when the 
iiin is very hot. 

Transplant (uch (eedling Exo tick- 
plants as were raisM in the fpring into larger 
pots, and fuch of them as are very tender,' 
(hould be plunged into afre(h hot- bed, to pro- 
mote their growth ; but thojfe which are hardy 
will only require to be (helterM untill they 
have taken root, after which time they may 
be removed to the places where they are to 
remain the fummer (eafon. 

Yo u may now take up the roots of the 
Canary Campanula, and all the bulbous roots 
which come from the Cape of Good Hope^ as 
the Hasmanthus, African Corn -Flag, blue 

M 3 Tube- 
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Tubcrofe-rooted Hyacinth, Lillies, and fe- 
veral other forts whofe leaves are intirely de- 
cayed, when they fliould be parted and plant- 
ed into pots of frefli earth immediately, pla- 
cing them where they may have the morning 
fun till eleven o'clock, and give them now 
and then a little water in very dry weather ; 
but do it fparingly untill they pufti forth new 
leaves, for much wet at this feafon, when the 
roots are almoft unaftive, will rot them. 

This is alfo a proper feafon for tranlplant- 
ing the roots of the Guernfey and Bella- 
donna Lillies, their leaves being intirely de- 
cayed ; and at this time frefli roots fliould be 
procured from abroad ; for thofe which are 
taken up after this time, do feldom thrive fo 
well. Thefe roots fliould be planted in pots 
filled with the following compofl:, viz. one 
third part frefli earth from a pafture, a third 
part of fea-fand, and a third part of lime- 
rubbifli. Thefe fliould be well mix'd, and 
the bottoms of the pots cover'd with ftones, 
to make an open pafl&ge for the water to 
drain oflF; then fill the pots with the com-p 
poft, and place the roots therein, and fet the 
pots in a fituation where they may enjoy the 

morning 
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morning fun, but give them little or no wa- 
ter untill their leaves appear. 

Your Tuberofes which were planted early 
will now begin to flower, when they may be 
removed into pots, (preferving as much earth 
as poflible to their roots) and placed where 
they are defign'd to remain for flowering, 
obferving to refrefli them often with water; 
and thofe which were planted later in order 
to fucceed thofe firfl planted, mufl have as 
much free air as poflible, and be frequendy 
water'd, which will render them ftrong, and 
caufe them to produce a greater quantity of 
flowers. 

Th e Anana's mufl: now be fi-equently re- 
frefli'd with water^ and in hot weather (hpuld 
have much free air, for if the glaflTes are kept 
too clofe down, their leaves will be fcorch'd, 
to the great prejudice of the plants, and the 
fruit will be lefs delicate ; but if they have 
too much water, and the glaflfes left open in 
the day-time, (as fome have injudicioufly 
done) tile plants will fuflfer as much that 
way J for upon proportioning the quantity of 
sir and water equally, depends the whole 
fiicceis. M 4 In

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In the middle of this month 7011 tnay be* 
gin to take out of the Stove ibme of the 
hardier ibrts of Aloes, and other fuccuknt 
plants, placing them at firft in a (h^dy (itua^ 
tionfy where fnails and other vermin are not in 
fiQO great plenty, for when they are expos'd 
t6 (be violence of the fun as foon as they ar^ 
lafcen out of the houfe, they change colour, 
dnd appear unfight)y, fo they fhould be 
Infured to it by degrees ; and if fnails can 
jSome to them, they will gnaw their leaves, 
4ad greatly deface them. After thef Stove 
is thinned of fome of theie hardier forts, the 
others fhould be placed at a greater diftance 
on the flands, and cleaned from filth, by 
which they will enjoy more air, and be ren^ 
der'd ftronger and mo^e vigorous.

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Work to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

S H E beginning of this month low 
the laft crop of Kidney-Beans, 
where they may be defended 
from morning frofts in autumn, 
finr this crop will continue bearing till Mi~ 
tbaelmm, provided they are not injured by 
froft. If the ground is very dry when thefe 
are planted, it will be proper to Ibak the 
Beans fix or eight hours in water before they 
are planted, which will, greatly fecilitate their 
growth : The beft fort of Bean for this plant- 
ing is the large White Dutch, which will con- 
tinue bearing untill the froil deftroys the 
plants. 

Cl-EANSS 
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Cleanse the ground where your Summer 
Cauliflowers grew, from their leaves and any 
other rubbifli which may be there ; and if 
you have Cucumbers for picklers, between 
the wide rows (as is the common pradice of 
the London Gardeners) you muft draw up the 
earth round the holes with a hough, forming 
it in a hollow like a baibn, to contain the 
water given them ; and if there are Cabbages 
for winter ufe in the narrow rows (which is 
dlfo praAisM) they (hould have earth drawn 
to their ftems, and the whole ground intirely 
clear'd from weeds. 

About the middle of this month you 
fhould fow Spinach for winter uie^ as alio 
Coleworts, Carrots and Onions, to ftand the 
winter for fpring ufe ; and Turnips (hould 
now be fbwn in the open field for winter ufe. 
Tranfplant Savoys, Broccoli and Cabbages 
for ipring ufe, and plant out Cauliflowers for 
the autumn crop. 

Plant Celery into drills for blanching 
.(if it be of the Italian fort, but if it be the 
Tijrpip-rootgd fort, it is better to pfept it on 

level 
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level ground) and plant out Endive for blanch- 
ing. Continue lowing all forts of fmall SaU 
kt-herbs, which at this feaibn do ibon grow 
too large for u&. 

In dry weather obferve to water aU foch 
^knts as have been lately tranfplanted, and 
be fure always to do this in an evening, for 
one watering at that time is of more iervice 
than three at any other time of the day^. the 
moiilure having time to penetrate the ground 
(and reach to the extreme fibres of the root^ 
by which they receive their nouriihment) be^ 
fore the fun appears to exhale it; whereas 
when it is given in a morning, the fun com- 
ing on foon after, the nu)ifture is drawn up 
before it reaches ihe root. 

You muft now diligently deftroy the weeds 
in every part of the Garden, which, if (uf- 
ier^ to remain, will foon perfedt their feeds; 
ftnd when thefe are permitted to icatter upon 
the ground, they will fill it with feeds for 
a fcven years crop, to the no fmall trouble of 
(he Gardener, as alio to the great injary of 
the ctxips^ Obfcrve alfo to clear your dung- . 
hills frond weeds, for thefe are (06 often neg^ 

leaed^ 
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leded, and if the weeds are permitted to 
feed tbferc, they will be brought into the 
Gardea, and be as troublefcme as if chey 
had £;:attered in the Garden, which is what 
;few people regard, tho* it is a thing of 
gceat moment, as is alfo the keeping the bor- 
ders round the outfide of the Garden free 
from weeds, efpecially thofe which have 
downy feeds, for thefe will be wafted by the 
winds into the Garden, and prodvcc^aplenii- 
iul crop. 

Gathbr feeds of all forts that are ripe, 
cutting off their flalks, and ipread them up- 
on mats or cloths in a dry airy place, that 
they may harden, and then rub or beat them 
out of their hufks or pods, and put them up 
in a place where vermin can't come to them 
to ddlroy them. 

PuxL Up Onions, Garlick, Rocamboles, 
Shalots,&r. when their leaves begin to wither, 
and ^eid them thin in a dry airy place, that 
they may be perfcdriy dry before they are laid 
up for winter ufe. 

Trans- 
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Transplant fome Chardons out, where 
they are to remain untill they are fit for uie : 
Thefe fhould be planted in rows fix feet 
aiunder every way, that there may be room 
to earth them up when they are fiill grown* 

Con T I N u E to earth up Celery, which was 
planted in the drills the former month, as it 
advances in height; but be carefiil not to 
draw the earth up into the heart or middle of 
the plants, for that will flop their growth, 
and rot them. And tie up the Endive, which 
is full grown, to blanch it, obierving alwa)^^ 
to do this work in dry weather : for if the 
leaves are moift when they are tied, they 
will rot. 

Pull up the flalks of Beans, Cabbages^ 
^c. and the haulm of Peafe, and other legu« 
minous plants which have done bearing, that 
the ground may be clear i for if theie are 
permitted to remain, they will harbour ver- 
min, to the prejudice of your other adjoin- 
ing crops. 

Your 
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Your Melons, which now begin to ripen,' 
fhould have very litde water given them, bo- 
caufe it would render them watery and ill- 
tafted; tho'fuchperibns who are fond of very 
large fruit, do find their account in fiipplying 
their plants conftandy with water in great 
plenty, efpecially in hot weather ; but thefe 
perfbns do not regard the quality of their 
fruit, fo much as the fize of them. 

In this month you may repair your young 
Aiparagus-beds which were planted the laft 
fpring, by plandng frefli plants where any 
of them have failed ; but this (hould be donq 
in moift weather. 

The Cucumbers which were brought up 
under hand-glaifes, being now in full bear- 
ing, muft be duly water'd in dry weather, 
otherwife they wiU be exhaufled in a (hort 
dme, and decay. 

Transplant the Celery into beds, which 
was fown in May^ that the plants may ac- 
quire ftrength before they are planted into 
drills : And tranfplant feme Endive, to 

fucceed 
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fucceed that which was planted the fcH-mer 
month.

Cauliflowers, Artichckes, Gabhagcs, 
Carrots, Beans, Peafe, Kidney^Beans, Tur- 
nips, Lettuce, Cucumbers, Melons, and all 
forts of fmall Sallet, as Radifli, Rape, Muf. 
tard, Crefles, Purflain, and in fome places 
Celery and Endive 3 Finnochia, Onions, Gar- 
lick, Rocambole, and moft forts of herbs for 
diftilling. 

Work to be done in the Fruit-GardeN 

and Vineyard. 

The beginning of this month you muft 
look carefully over your Wall and Eipalicr- 
tfees, rubbing off all foreright fhoots that 
are produced, and train in all fuch regular 
flioots as are defign'd to remain clofe to the 
Wall or Eipalier in their due pofition, where* 
bjT the fruit will have the advantage of fuii 
ind air to ripen them, and give thfem their 
proper flavour. If this be rightly executed^^ 
there will be no occafion to diveft the branched 
of their leaves, as is by. fome unfkilful per- 
fons praftis'd, to the great prejudice both oC 

N their 
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•their fruit and trees : Nor can I here forbear 
repeating what I have eiiewhere often taken 
notice of, n)iz. not to fuffer fruit-trees to re- 
main n^leded till this ieaibn^ (as is too com- 
monly pra£tis'd) and then to fummer-prune 
them, as it is called, when they cut off all 
the luxuriant branches, and (horten thofe de- 
iign'd to remain, and then nail them cloie to 
^e wall^ fo that from being (before this drejf- 
fing) in a very rude diforderly way, they are 
reduced into an exadt order at once; but 
hereby the fruit, which was gready (haded 
by the luxuriant growth of the branches, is 
iuddenly expoied to the fim and air, which 
hardens their outward ikins, and retards their 
growth 5 whereas if the (hoots had been con- 
ftantly trainM to the Wall or Efpalier, the 
frait would have continually been under an 
equal coverture of leaves, and io coniequendy 
ieis liable to fufier from any extremes i and 
will alio be confiderably earlier, than when 
they are managed in the other way : So that 
as this practice is too generally fbllow'd^ I 
think it can't be too much expoied, and the 
proper diredions cannot be too often incuU 
cated. 

In 
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In the beginning of this month you muft 
bud all forts of fruits^ which were not done 
the preceding months obierving always to do 
it in an evening, or in cloudy weather. 

Hough aridclcah your Nurferies of young 
trees from weeds, as alio the borders near 
your Frait-trees ; for if they are permitted 
to grow at this feafon, they will rob the trees 
of their nouri(hment ; and cut off all fuckers 
which ariie from the roots of the trees^ as 
they are produced, for thefe injure them much 
if they are fufier'd to remain. 

Look carefully after Snails in the mom^ 
ings and evenings^ but efpecially after a 
ihower of rain, when they will be tempted to 
come abroad j and may be at that time eafily 
taken ; for theie vermin do great mi&hief to 
Stone-fruit4 

Place glafe phials filled with honey- wa- 
ter in different parts of your walls^ to deftroy 
the Wafps and Pifmires, which would infeft 
your choice fruit, but are, by the fwcetnels 
of the water, tempted into the phigls, and 

frequently drowned. 

N a The 
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The Vineyard muft now be carefully 
look'd over, and all dangling (hoots and wild 
wood muft be diiplaced, that the fruit may 
not be too much coverM with leaves ; but by 
no means diveil any of the fruit-branches of 
their leaves, (as fome unfkilfiil perfbns too 
often praftife) for thefe are abiblutely neccjf* 
Ikry to the growth of the fruit ; nor will 
there be any occafion for this pra Aice, where 
the fhoots are duly placed, and the wild wood 
conflantly rubbed off as it is produced. Where 
this method is begun early in the ieaibn, and 
conflantly purfued as there may be occafion^ 
the fruit will be forwarded above three weeks 
(as I have experienced) and will be much 
fairer and better tailed, than in the contrary 
management; for when the fhoots of the Vines 
are permitted to bang looie from the walls or 
flakes^ their leaves will take a contrary 
direftion, which, upon having their fhoots 
afterwards tied up, will have their back-fide 
upwards, and untill thefe leaves are turned 
into their proper pofition, the fruit will be 
at a fland, and make no progrefs in their 
growth, which is commonly eight or ten 
days in effe(fling ; fb that the fruit lofes eight 

or 
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or ten days in the principal ieaibn of its 
growth^ which, together with being too much 
ihaded in the former months is fcarceiy ever 
to be retrieved in this climate. 

You muft al£} keep the ground conilantly 
cleafd from weeds and other plants between 
the rows of Vines, which is alfo of great con- 
ibquence in this country ; for where there are 
other plants ftifferM to grow, they not only 
rob the roots of the Vines of their nouridi- 
ment, but alfo by perfpiring do caufe a damp 
in the air about the Vines, and prevent the 
/on and wind from drying the fuiface of the 
ground, whereby the fruit is filled with erode 
Qour}0unent, and render'd leis delicate.

Continue to bud Apricocks, Peaches, 
Nedtarines, Cherries, Plums, Pears, &c. 
This fhould, if poffible, be performed in a 
cloudy day, or in a morning or evening, 
when the fun is not violent, becauie the cut- 
tings are very apt to (brink in very hot fun- 
fhine, which caufes the buds to adhere too 
ck>iely to the wood, unlels they are put in 
water, which is what moil people prad:iie % 
but this is not fo proper, for thofe buds 
which are cover'd with water will be fo much 
iaturated with moifture, as to prevent their 
attrading from the ftock, fo that they often 
mifcarry : Therefore, when it is neceflary to 
put them into water, there (hould be only 

N 4 thfi 
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xHfK^ lowsr part of the cuttings immeried aboufi 
an inch, for the upper part will attraift the 
water better than if the cuttings are intirely 
cpvcr'd. 

In about three weeks after the flocks are 
budded, you (hould look over them to loofc^ 
the bandage, otherwiie the buds will bp 
pinch'd and deftroy'd. 

Observe to keep your Nurfcry clean 
from weeds at this feafon, for now the vveeds 
y^ill foon pipen their feeds if they are per- 
p^itted to ricnxain, which will fill the ground 
ib as not to be clear'd again for years. 

You muft continue to train your Ever^ 
green-trees for the purpofcs they arc dcfign'd, 
imd where any of your Forcft^trees (hoot top 
yigoroufly near their roots, thofc branches 
fnay be pruned o^ to incourage their heads. 

Keep your beds wherein your young 

itocks and trees were fown in the fpring, 

clear from weeds, and in very dry weather 

fijpply them with water^^ which will gready 

>romote their growth.

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About the middle of this month^ if the 
feaipn proves moift, you may fafcly tranf* 
plant moil forts of Ever-green^ees ; as you 
may alfo traniplant young icedling Fines an4 
^irs^ from the pots or cafes in which they 
were, fown, but the beds where they arc 
planted fhould be ibaded with mats every 
day untill they have taken root ; where this 
is obferved, the plants will foon be rooted, 
and make a great progre6, io that it is by 
piuch the fureft feafon for this work.

and Wilderness, ' 

. Take up the t»ilbs of fuch late iiowert 
gs were not fit the laft months iiich as Or^ 
pithogalums. White Lillies, Martagons, an4 
fome other forts ; and tranfplant the roots of 
{^eriSan and Bulbous Iris's ; as alio Fritillaria's, 
Hyacinth of Peru, Dens Canis, Narciffus's, 
and fuch other bulbous-rooted flowers which 
wiU not endure to be kept fong above 
grpuad ; and this being the time ihey are not 
in adlion, is the moil proper time for tran£r 
planting them, before they put forth new 

fibres. 
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fibres, after which time it will not be proper 
to remove them. 

Continue to make layers of Pinks^ Car- 
nations, Sweet* Williams^ &c. where it was 
not done the former month ; but the fooner 
this is done the better, provided die (hoots 
are ftrong enough to lay down. 

Transplant ftich Biennial or Peren« 
nial fibrofe-rooted flowers as were ibwn late 
in the ipring, fuch as Pinks, Carnations, 
Stock -Gilliflowers, Wall -flowers. Holly- 
hocks, French Honey-fuckles, Canterbury* 
Bells, and fbme others^ which fhould be 
planted in Nurfery-beds, where they may 
have room to grow untill Michaelmas j when 
they fhould be tranfplanted into the borders 
of the Flower-Garden. 

Cl E AN your borders diligently firom weeds^ 
but efpecially fuch forts as foon ihed their 
Iceds ; for if they are permitted to ftand un- 
till their feeds are fcattqr'd, it will be a con* 
ibnt trouble for feveral years to extirpate 

them. 

Gatub* 
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Gather the feeds of all £xts of flowers 
as they ripen^ and preierve them in their 
hafks or pods untill the feafon for ibwing 
them ; but you ihould dry them carefully 
before they are put up^ otherwiie they wUl 
grow mouldy and decay. 

Cut down the flalks of iiich flowers as 
begin to wither and decay^ and tie up all 
tall growing plants, which are yet to flower, 
left the winds blow them down, and break 
them. 

Inoculate Roles, Jafmines, and other 
forts of curious flowering (hrubs and trees, 
this month being the principal feaibn for 
that work. ^ 

Cut and tritp hedg^, clip box-edgings, 
mow grafs-plats, and keep the walks con- 
ftantly rolled \ and the weeds (hould be taken 
out of them, for if they are fufler'd to re- 
main at this ieafon, they will feed in a little 
(ime, pid fill thf walks with weeds. 
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Your choice Carnations being now in 
flower, fhould be carefully attended, to open 
|he pods when they begin to burft on the con- 
trary fide^ that they may blow equally 5 for 
if this is not done in tin^ie, the leaves will 
come all cut on one fide of the pod, and ren^ 
der them ill-fhaped. You muft alfo guard 
them from infcfts, which .will deftroy them 
in a fliott time, if they can come to them ; 
land they (hould be cover'd with glafies or 
b^fofis, to keep off the wet, and the fcorch*!- 
ing heat of the fun. But in all this there 
inuft be great diligence in managing them 
according to the temperature of the ieafbn, 
where perfons would excell in the largeneis 
and beauty of their flowers; therefore, thefe 
are not fo proper for perfons who. have other 
bufinefs on their hands, but rather for thofe 
who want fome fuch ita|y employment to 
divert themielves. 

: You may now incteafe the Double Scarlet 
liychnisj, by planting cuttings of it in a (hady 
bordpr of light frefb earth, obferving to rc- 
frefh them with water according to the 
drought of the feafon,

Toward the latter end of this month yoti 
may take off the layers of Pinks, Carnations, 
Sweet- Williams, &c. which have taken root, 
and plant them either into pots or borders of 
good frtfh earth, where they may continae 
untill you have conveniency of planting them 
where they are to remain for flowering ; for 
it is not proper to let them continue too long 
upon the old roots, becaufe if they fhouldl 
not be found, the layers would be infeded by 
them ; but when you plant thefe out, they 
muft be carefully watered and fhaded nntill 
they have taken root.

The latter end of this month you fliould 
fow Ibme feeds of Annual flowers, in warm 
borders, to fl:and the winter, that they may 
flower early the next fummer ; by which me- 
thod you may obtain good feeds of many 
forts of plants, which, if fown in thefpring, 
do not conftantly produce good feeds, fuch as 
the Great Blue and Flefh-colour'd Lupines, 
Swcet-fcented Pea, Sweet Sultan, Indian Sca- 
bious, Dbuble Larkfjiur, Dwarf Annual- 
ftock, Venus Navelwort, Xeranthemums, Ja- 
cea*s, with fome others. Thefe plants will 
I hot 
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not only come earlier to flower, but will alfo 
grow much larger^ and produce their flowers 
in much greater plenty than if they were 
£)wn in the ipring. 

Your choice Auricula's (hould now be 
kept clear from weeds, and all decay'd leaves, 
which, if fufier'd to remain upon them, would 
rot and ipoil them ; and they fhould be placed 
in a fhady fltuation, but not under the drop* 
pings of trees. 

Th £ ieedling Auricula's which catne up 
the laft ipring, muft now be planted out into 
tubs or pots fiird with rich earth, and placed 
in a (hady fituation ; and as they are finally 
io they mufl be treated tenderly, giving them 
water gently, and be careful that they are not 
drawn out of the ground by worms, nor 
eaten by Snails or Slugs, both which vermia 
are great enemies to them. 

Keep the walks and quarters of your wil- 
derncis free from weeds and litter, and fuch 
trees as grow too much out of order may be 
pruned, fo as to render them beautiful \ for 
this is a feafon when wildernefles and fhady 

walks 
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walks are chiefly frequented, {o that they 
fhould be well kept^ otherwiie they will be 
diiagreeable. 

In this month you may bring your mod 
tender Annual plants out of the hot-beds, 
fuch as Amaranthus's, Amaranthoides, Dou^ 
ble Balfamine, and fome others; which 
fhould now be placed in the Parterre-Garden, 
to fupply the borders where the Spring* 
flowers grew.

Shift liich Exotick-plants as have beea 
rtis'd fromfbeds ift thei^ing, putting them 
i0to larg)sr pots^ according to their variow 
growth, and plnnge fuch of them as ape ten^ 
fler into the hot-bed of tanners-bark, obierv- 
ing ta water them, and (hade the gkifies, un« 
tiU they have taken new root, after which they 
mail have air and water in proportion to tl^^ 
heat of the weather. 

WikSH and ddtn the leaves and tender 
flioots of yoar chokib Eiiotick^laDts from 

O ^ filth 
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filth and infedls, both which do commonly 
infeil them at this feaibn (efpecially thoie in 
the Bark-Stove) and if they are not clean'd in 
time, the plants will fuffer greatly, and the 
infers will Ipread themfelves over moft of 
the other plants, fo as not to be eafily de- 
ftroy*d. 

In hot weather you fhould give your ten- 
der Exoticks as much fi-ee air as poflible, es- 
pecially when there is not much wind ftir- 
ring ; and in the middle of the day it will be 
proper to (hade the glafles of the ftove, when 
the fun is violently hot, otherwife the earth 
in the pots will dry too feft. 

Stir up the bark of fiich beds whofe heat 
begins to decline, and add a little new bark 
to them, which will renew the heat, and 
caufe it to continue a confiderable time long- 
er : at the fame time fuch plants as require 
it, (hould now be (hifted^ giving them larger 
pots if their roots require it. 

The Anana^s will now ripen very faft, if 
the feafon is warm ; therefore when the frait 
is cut from the plants, the pots with the old 

plants. 
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plants fhould be plung'd into a warm bed, to 
force out the fuckers early enough to take off 
before winter, in order to which, they (bould 
be frequently watered, other wife they will 
make but indiJSerent progreis. 

Make layers of the Spanifli, Arabian, 
and Azorian Jafmines ; as alfo of all the ten- 
der forts of Granadilla, which will eafier take 
root at the tender joints of the new fhoots^ 
than from the fhoots of the former year : but 
you muft obferve to plunge the pots into 
which they are laid, in a hot-bed, otherwife 
they will not fucceed. 

Gather all forts of Exotick feeds as they 
ripen, and ipread them upon papers in a dry 
place to harden and dry, after which they 
fhould be carefully preferv'd in their pods or 
hufks, uniill the proper feaibn for fowing 
them. 

Such of the tender Annuals as will endure 
the open air, fhould be now fet out of the 
hot-beds, in fome well-ihelter'd fituation; 
where they will produce ibods better than if 
J^ept qo^ftantly in the beds. 

O 3 Whekb 
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Where ^ny of ygtir tender Stove {JanOS 
are very much infeiled by iniedls, or have 
contra^fced much fiith upon their leaves, you 
Should wa(h them dean, and expofe them to 
the open air in a w^rm (icuation, where^h^ 
may be fhelter'd from ftrong winds, which 
l^iU foe of great iervice to the plants; but 
where the plants are much infefted with in- 
fefts, you ftould wafla thenj with water ia 
i^hich there has been a good quantity of to* 
foacco (talks fteep'd, which will efiedually 
^eftroy (be infers, -where it is carefully ap- 
plied. You fliould alio ke^ ibme of the top 
glaffes of the Stove conftantly drawn down, 
both day and night, for at this feaibn moft 
plants do pcrfpirc freely, which, if pent up 
tpp dpfe, will caufe them to look fickly, and 
eccafion their leaves to change their colour^ 
fo chat in&As wHl foon attack them.

; muft ibw Onions, to iupply the 
i table early in the Ipring for Sal- 
i lets, &c. and left the winter 
ihould prove fevete, it wilt be propo* to fow 
a few Welfh Onions at the iame tiow; for 
tbefe will endure the greateft cold, when the 
common fort are all deftroy'd ; but they are 
ftronger than the common Ibrt, which is the 
only realbn they are not fo much efteem'd. 

You muft alio fow Spinach to fland the 

winter, to fupply the Kitchen in winter and 

luring. Thp beft ibrt to endure cold is the 

prickly 
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prkkly kind, which is what mod people 
ibw at this ieaibn, it being much hardier than 
the round-leav'd kinds. 

About the fifth or fixth day of this month 
you fliould £>w your Early Batteriea Cab- 
bage-ieed ; for that which is fbwn earlier 
will ran to feed in the ipring^ if the winter 
ihoukl prove mild : And if it is fown later 
than this time, the plants will not have 
ftrength to refii( the cold^ nor will they 
come fo early^ provided they do ftand thro^ 
the winter. 

Tu^ tenth or ^kwnth day of this month

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In moid weather tran^lant Endive and 
Celery for blanching, which fhould be well 
water'd to fettle the earth to their roots ; and 
if the weather fhould alter to drought, they 
muft be duly water'd untill they have taken 
root 

You may now transplant fome of the 
Lettuces which were fown the former month, 
to fupply the Kitchen in autumn: Theie 
fhould be planted in a warm fituation, left 
the frofts, which often happen early in 
OBoberj fhould injure them : They muft 
alfb be duly water'd untill they have taken 
root* 

Toward the latter end of the month you 
ihould fow feveral forts of feeds which re- 
main a long time in the ground, which, if 
£)wn in the fpring, do often mifcarry; as 
Chervil, Angelica, Lovage, Mafterwort, 
Scurvygrafs, Fennel, Alexanders, Swcet-Se- 
ieli, and fome others^ which always Xucce^d 
better when fown at this feafon, than when 
they are fown 1n the Ipring. 

YouK 
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Your beds of ColcwBrts, Gfr. which were 
(own the laft month, fhould be carefully 
weeded; and if the plants aie very thick, 
fome of them (hould be drawn out, and trani^ 
planted into another ipot, that thoie which 
remain may have more room to grow. 

Cut off the flowering branches of moft 
forts of Aromatick-plants, as Lavender, Roie* 
mary, Savory, Hyilbp, &c. that they may 
make new (hoots before winter ; but do not 
perform this work in dry weather, for many 
times the pknts are defiroy'd by it, when 
there happens to be a k)ng drought. 

Pu L L up Onions, Garlicky Rocambole, and 
Shallots, when their leaves begin to wither 
and fall ; and (pread them thin in an airy 
place to dry before you put them up where 
they are to remain for winter ufe. 

In dry weather you muft earth up your 
Celery which is large enough, ob(erving not 
to bury the hearts of the pknts, for that will 
rot them. You muft alfo tie up your En- 
dive, which is full grown, to blanch ; this

All your winter crops, asPiurfhips^ Leeks, 
Beetle Giibbages^ &e^ QaoikXA be confiantlf 
kfpt ckar from weeds, which,, if fiiffer'd m 
gpw, will gceatly injuce your crops, and 
foQO; fcatter (heir feeds at tfaiS' firafon, 

whBiieb|f 
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whereby your ground will be plentifully 
ftockM with weeds^ which cannot be rooted 
out in many years. 

Th £ dunghills (hould alfo be clearM from 
weeds, particularly Atriplex's and Night(hade, 
which at this feafon are very common upon 
almoft every dunghill ; and if the feeds are 
permitted to icatter, when the dung is car-^ 
ried into the garden^ the feeds will be mix'd 
therewith^ and thereby fill your ground with 
weeds; therefore theyfhould be pulled up^ 
and cafl into an heap to rot at fome diflance 
firom the garden or dunghill ; for if they are 
only hough'd down^ and permitted to lie 
upon the dunghill, (as is by fome pradiied) 
the feeds will ripen as they lie, and be almoil 
as bad as if they had been fuiier'd to grow to 
maturity. 

You may in this month plant flips of 
Sage, Rofemary, Stoechas, Lavender, Maflick, 
and other Aromatick-plants, where it was 
omitted in the fpring ; but thele will not be 
near fo flrong, nor capable of refilling the 
cold fo well, as thofe planted in the fpring^ 
and therefore (hould be fhelter'd, if the win- 
ter ftiould prove fcvcre. Cut 
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Cut iiich herbs as are now in flower to 
diftill, or to dry for winter ufe, always ob- 
iferving to hang them up in a dry, fhady 
place ; for if they are dried in the fun, they 
iPi^ill fhrink up, and be litde worth. 

Continue to ibw the feeds of Creflfcs,' 
Rape, Turnip, Radifli, Muftard, and other 
kinds of Sailet- herbs every week, that the 
table m^y noli be tihfurni(h'd ; for ihefe fooa 
^o^ too lirge for life.

In this molifh you muft tranfplant fbmc 
Chardons, to fucceed thofe which were plant- 
ed the fornier tobnth, obferving to ^lace 
them fix foot afundcr every Way, as was thew 
direded. 

Gat li^Ek all forts of Kitchen-Garden feeds 
Which are nbw ripfe, fpreading them upon 
mats to diy, and thfc'n beat or rub them out 
of their hulks ot* pods, and piit thein up till 
the feafoiis for fbwihg thehi. 

Your Radifli-feed, which is now in pod, 
mull be guarded, to prevent the birds from 

P devour- 
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devouring it, which they wiU do in a fhort 
time, if they are not deftroyM. 

Sow Turnips for a latter crop, which may 
be done any time before the twentieth day of 
this month ; but thoie which are ibwn later 
do ieldom apple well, eipecially if the au- 
tumn proves cold. 

Earth up your Finnochia^ which is fuB 
grown, to blanch it, that it may be fit for 
u/e ; and continue to tranfplant Celery into 
drills, that you may have a fuccefiion to fup- 
ply the table through the feafon.

You fhould alfb deftroy Sparrows and Tom^ 
tits, which will peck your choice Pears, Figs 
and Grapes, as i^ft as they ripen, where they 
are not defended ; and you ihould fix fbme 
phials with honey- water on different parts of 
your trees, to deftroy the Wafps, which will 
drown themfelves by attempting to drink of 
the water. 

Wrt ERE any branches of your trees do 
projeA from the wall, or have been di^laced 
by winds, &c. they fhould be carefully 
fkflen'd to the wall in their due pofition, that 
the fruit may receive the benefit of the fun 
to ripen it ; but do not pull off the leaves of 
the trees (as is by fbme perfons pradifcd) for 
this cxpofes the frait too much, whereby it 
become^ hard, and feldom ripens kindly. 

P z Your 
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Your vines in the vineyard, and thofe 
again ft the walls, fliould now be gone over 
for the laft time, pulling off all trailing 
branches which have been lately produced ; 
s^pd faften thoie branches which are looie 
in their proper places, that the fruit (which 
is now ftill grown) may receive the benefit 
of the fun and air to ripen it. You ihould 
alio obferve to keep the ground clear from 
weeds between your rows of vines, that the 
j&in may dry up the moifture of the ground 
every day, fo that the reflexion of beat qfiay 
be greater to ripen the fruit. 

Untie the buds of fruit-trees which were 
ipoculated the l^ft month, otherwise their 
bandage will pinch the bark of the ftocks, 
and prevent their growing equally in the part 
where the bud is put in. You flbould jjfo 
obferve to clear the lower part of your ftocks 
from ftioots, and keep the ground clwr from 
weecje near the roQts of your fruit-trees.

The beginning of this month you fliould 
look carefully pver the flocks which were 
budded the laft month, and looien the ban- 
^age^ left the buds fliouId be pinched there^ 

by; 
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^y ; and where there are any fhoots produced 
below the buds, they fhould be cut off. You 
fhould alfo look over your trees which were 
budded the former year, or grafted in the 
ipring, cutting off all fuch (hoots as are pro- 
duced below the buds or grafts ; for if thcfe 
are permitted to grow, they will ftarvc the 
buds or grafts. 

Keep your ground clear from weeds be- 
tween your trees, and train up the fevcral 
forts of Ever-greens, Foreft-trees and Shrubs, 
for the fevcral purpofes they are defign'd, 
but do not trim the ftems of ftandard trees 
too clofe, for if they have not fome fmaH 
flioots left on the fides of their ftems to de. 
tain the fap, they will not be able to fupport 
their heads. 

Toward the end of this month you may 
plant cuttings of Laurels, and Honeyfuckles 
in a ihal^ border, obferving to keep them 
conftantly refrefli'd with water, for if they 
Ihrink with drought, they feldom recover 
flgaip. 

V A YoiT 
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Yoir fhould now begin to clear and trench 
the ground, where you intend to plant put 
llocks, or young Foreft- trees in autumn, 
that the rain may foak and mellow the ground 
before the feafon of planting^ and if your 
Jlrand is ftifF, the laying of it a month or fix 
weeks in ridges before it is planted, will mel^ 
low the clods, and render them much eafier 
to be broken, than if it was newly dug.

Transplant the layers of Carnations, 
Pinks, and Sweet- Williams, which by this 
time will have tajcen good root, if timely 
laid.

Cut down the ftalks of luch plants as 
have done flowerings and are decayed; and 
faflen all tall growing plants to flicks^ to 
fupport them from being broken or blown 
down by ftrong winds, which often reiga 
at this ieafon. 

Your pots of Annual plants muft now be 
duly watered in dry weather, otherwiie they 
will foon loie their beauty ; and iiich of 
them as are tender, (hould be remov'd into 
flielter when the nights begin to be cold, 
that they may perfeft their feeds, which in 
bad feafons do feldom ripen well, if they are 
not protecfted from the inclemency of the 
weather. 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
fliould begin to prepare your beds to receive 
your choice Hyacinths, Tulips, and Ranun- 
culus's, that the earth may fettle before the 
coots are planted, otherwife, when the earth 
finks unequally, there will be holes on the 
tpps of the beds, which will detain the wa.

iftay have the ntofhing iiin, obferving to i6^ 
fttih them now and then wifli a littfe yFfiitt 
in dry weather ; which if duly obferVed, thfet*if 
will be no occafion to give them any artifi- 
cial heat to encourage them to take foot, for 
at this feafon th^ are greatly diipo&d to iend 
forth roots. 

The feveral kinds of tender Eidtick-^lidtS^ 
which are cotiftahriy prfifei'ved ih the Bafk- 

Stoves, fhotrW ixbw be lliif ted, that they maj^ 
rtiake ftrortg rcotis before winter ; for if thfey* 
are fhifted too late in the feafdft, th^ da tibt 
recover it before the cold dottles on, whidi' 
checks their growth, fo that they will fldt 

appear 
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appear fb vigorous, nor will they be ib ftrong 
to maintain themielves in winter ; but if they 
are not (hifted at this feaibn^ their roots will 
be &} matted in the pots^ that they will grow 
mouldy in winter, and decay, which has of- 
ten been deifaiidtive to many choice plants. 

Your beds in which your Anana's are 
placed^ fhould be now refrefhed with fome 
htdti Tanners-bark (provided it was not done 
the former month) for the evenings at this 
ksSon do begin to grow cold, and if the heat 
of the beds do alfb decline, the plants will 
not thrive ; and this being the principal iea- 
fon of their growth, it will prevent their 
ftrengthening themfelves for fruit the follow- 
ing year ; nor will the heads or ofF-iets which 
have been newly planted, be fufBciently for- 
nifh'd with roots before winter, if the beds 
are not kept in a kindly temper of warmth ; 
and as the nights grow cold, the glafies 
fbould be covered with mats, to keep them 
warm. Thofe plants which are to produce 
fruit the following year, fhould now be 
fhifted into the pots, where they are to re- 
main, for if they are dilhirbed later in the 
ieafon, they will not have time to make good 

Q^ roots 
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mine, Indian yellow Jafinine, Laurel-leav'd 
Jafmine, and Ilex-IcaVd Jalminc, Apocy- 
nums, Acacia^ Senna Alexandrina, Caf- 
fia's of feveral forts, Hedy&rums, Vibur- 
nums, Elichryfums, Indian Nafturdum with 
a double flower, Jacobea's, Doria's, Senecio 
folio retufo, Canna Indica, Fabago's, Tra- 
chelium umbellatum Azureum, LJmonium 
Aiplenii folio, Limonium Siculum Gallas 
ferens, Tomera, Convolvulus's of feveral 
forts, Plumcria, Phytolacca, Solanoide^ Po. 
Hums, Solanums, Lotus ai|;entea Cmica, 
Martynia, Indian Arrow-root, Jaiminoi- 
deSf Lilio-afphodelus Americanus, I^paya, 
Conyza's, Cercus's, Euphorbiums, Melon- 
thiftles, with fome others.

If^ork to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 

I H E beginning of this month you 
; muil prick out your Cauliflower 
I plants which were (ovm the laft 
! monthj placing them either u{^ 
on old Cucumber or Melon beds j for if they 
are put upon beds without any dung under 
them, the worms will draw them out of the 
ground j but if the leaibn [»:oves cold^ and 
your plants are backward, it will be proper 
to make fbme new beds with warm dung, 
which will bring them forward : The diftancc 
which thefe plants fhould be allow'd in thefc 
beds is three inches, from row to row, and 
;^i}t two inches afunder in the rows, which 
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will be fufficient room for them to grow till 
OBober^ when they muft be traniplanted 
again into their winter-beds. 

The Chardons which were planted out in 
^uly fliould now be earthed up ; in doing of 
which you muft carefully tie up their leaves 
with a Hay-band, then lay the earth up to 
each plant, about eighteen inches high, be- 
ing careful not to bury their hearts : This 
work ihould always be perform'd in diy 
weather. 

You may now make mufliroom-beds, in 
doing of which you muft obferve to make 
choice of fiich dung as hath lain about three 
weeks or a month on a heap, whereby its 
great heat is loft; and let your knobs of 
igawn be laid to dry in a fhady place three 
or four days before you put them into the 
iDcd. 

Hough and clean Turnips and the Spi- 
nach, which was ibwn the laft months from 
weeds, cutting out the plants where they arc 
too clofe, obferving, if poffiblc, to do this in 
dry \yeather, otherwife the weeds wiU take 

root 
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root again, and be very troublefome. You 
fhould alfo weed the beds of Onions, Carrots, 
Cabbage-plants and Coleworts, which wer« 
fown the laft month ; for if the weeds arc 
permitted to grow, they will foon over-top 
the plants, and fpoil them. 

» 

Earth up your Celery as it advances in 
height, obferving always to do it in dry wea- 
ther 3 and be careful not to earth it above the 
hearts of the plants, becaufe that would pre- 
vent its growing tall, and many times occa- 
fion its rotting. 

Th e bcgmning of this month you may 
iafely tranlplant mod forts of perennial Aro- 
matick plants, as Rofemary, Lavender, Stoe- 
chas, &c. which will take root again before 
the froft comes on to prevent them. 

Continue to fow fmall Sallet-herbs, fuch 
as Radifb, Turnip, Creffes, Muftard, Cher- 
vil, &c. but as the cold increafes, they fhould 
have a warmer fituation, otherwife the morn- 
ing frofts will loofen the ground, and caufe 
the herbs to turn their roots out, whereby 
they will be deftroyM. 

Qjj. Gather 
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Gather all forts of feeds as they ripen, 
and ipread them to diy upon mats or cloths ; 
and then beat them out of their hufks, and 
put them up in a dry place untill the feafons 
for lowing them. 

I N moill weather you may traniplant your 
Colcwort-plants, which were fown in Jufyy 
into the places where they arc to remain till 
ipring: Andyoufhould alio traniplant your 
Cabbage-plants ip^rhich were fown the begin- 
ning oiAuguJiy that they may acquire ilrengtb 
before they are planted out for good. 

Transplant fonse of your late-fown 
Endive on borders under warm walls, pales9 
or hedgeis, to ftand till February before it 
is blanched; and in dry weather tie up 
iiich Endive as is full grown^ to blanch it 
for uie. 

If the feafon ihould prove dry, you fhould 
water your laijt crop of Cauliflowers, which 
are to come the next month, otherwiic their 
heads will be very imall, eipecially if the 
ground be dry. *

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Continue to keep all your late crops dear 
from weeds.; fqr if they are not well clean'd 
before the great ra;ias jof ^ij|tumn fall, it will 
be difficult to deflroy the weeds aftprward^ . 

Toward the latter end of this month you 
fhould tranfplant Lettuces of &veral forts 
upon warm borders^ where they may remain 
tp cabbage early in the fprin? ; but you may 
plant them pretty clofe together at this iea- 
fon, becauie, if they live through the winter^ 
part of them may be tranfplanted put in the 
fpring into an open ipot of ground^ where 
they will grow larger than thofe left in the 
borders, but will nqt be fit for ufe fb ibon 
by a fortnight or three weeks^ which is an 
advantage in having them continue £> much 
longer to fupply the table. 

Yp u rnay now cut down the haulm of 
Alparagus, which is beginning tp wither, 
and clear the weeds off from the beds into 
the alleys, where they fliould be bury'd, and 
the earth of the alleys fhould be laid upon 
the beds to new mould them ; and where 
the beds want dunging, there (hould be fome 
2 very' 
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very rotten dung taken out of old Cucumber 
and Melon beds, and laid upon the Aipara- 
gus beds, after the weeds are houghed off, 
and then covcr'd over with the earth from 
the alleys. 

If there fliould happen much rain at this 
fcafon, your Cauliflower-plants muft be pro- 
tefted therefroiti, otherwife it will rot their 
tender flems, and decay them in a fhort 
time. 

Most of your fummer crops being en- 
tirely clearM from off the ground, you fhould 
in dry weather hough and clear the ground 
from weeds, which will preferve the ground 
neat untill you (hall prepare it for frefh crops. 

At the end of this month you may plant 
fome Beans, and low fome early Peafe, in 
warm borders, where, if they abide the win- 
ter, they will produce their crops early the 
fucceeding fpring. 

Transplant your latter crop of Celery 
into drills, which ftiould always be planted 
on* dry ground j for as this is to remain till 

th? 
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the Ipring, fo it will be in danger of rotting 
on a moift foil. 

You fhould now transplant the laft crop 
of Brocx:oli where it is to remain^ that it may 
acquire ftrength before the froft comes on to 
check it ; and you (hould draw earth up to 
the flems of your former crops, which will 
gready proteft them from the froft. 

ProduSts of the Kitchen-Garden. 

Cabbaqes, Carrots, Artichokes, Parfhips, 
Potatoes, Shallots, Onions, Leeks, Gariick, 
Chardoons, Celery, Endive, Cabbage-Let- 
tuce of feveral forts, Scorzonera, Salfify, 
Muflirooms, Cucumbers for pickling, Me- 
lons, Kidney-Beans, Rouncival Peafc, Mar- 
row-fat Peafe, Garden-Beans planted late. 
Beets, Turnips, Radifties, Sprouts, and all

Work to be done in the Fruit-Garden. 

Yo V R fruits fliould now be gathered as 
they ripen ; for thofe which are in eating this 
month ieldom continue long good ; but to- 
ward 
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ward the end of the month moft forts of 
winter fitiit will be fit to gather j but you 
ibould always fufier them to remain as long 
«pon th^ trees as the weather will permit ; 
for when they are gathered too early, their 
il^in$ will fhrivel^ and the frait will not keep 
well ; and there will be no danger of their 
fuffering upon the trees untill the mornings 
begin to be firofty, when you muft not let 
the frait hang longer, becau& if the froil 
ihould pinch their fkins it would greatly 
injure them. You muft always obfcrve to 
gather your fruit when the trees are perfe<5}:Iy 
dry, othprwife your fruit will not keep, 

The latter end of this month you may 
lafely tranfplant moft forts of fummcr fruit- 
trees, altho' their leaves have not yet fallen, 
luch as Chprries, Neftarines, Peaches, Sum- 
mer Pears and Apples : Yop may alfo begin 
to prune Cherries, Peaches, Nedlarines, Grapes 
and Figs at the end of the month, eipecially 
if their leaves begin to decay ; and by per- 
forming this work early, the wounds will 
heal before the cold weather comes on, and 
the garden will be clear from the litter which 
is pccafion'd by the leaves falling. 
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The Grapes of the vineyard, which are 
now almoft ripe^ muft be guarded from bird^ 
which will make great havock of them wher0 
they are fufier'd to feed upon them without 
moleftation ; and where the birds have peck'd 
any of the Grapes^ the flies and Waips will 
immediately attack them^ and eat them up. 

Transplant Strawberries, Raipberries, 
Gooleberries and Currants toward the end of 
this month, if the weather proves moid; 
otherwiie it will be better to defer it untill the 
next month. 

Your fruits againft the wall of your 
Forcing-frame muftnow be pran'dand trained 
doie to the Wall or Efpalier,^ that their buds 
may be preparing before the feaibn for apply* 
ing the heat.

Work to be done in the Nursery.

Th e be^nning of this month you may 
'plant cuttings of Laurel in ihady borders, 
obierving to water them frequendy in dry 
weather, which will promote their taking 
root ; for at this ieafbn there is little dango: 
of their growing, provided th^ are duly 
watered. 

You may alio plant cuttings of Honey- 
fiickleSy Gooieberries, Currants, and ieveral 
other hardy Trees and Shmbs, which will 
grow from cuttings, for at this ieafon they 
generally fucceed better than in ipring. 

The ground where you intend to plant 
out your young Stocks, Trees, and Shrubs, 
fhould now be well dug, (if it was not done 
the former month, that the rain may foak 
into it, and moiften it before the trees are 
planted. 

Toward 
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Toward ^e end of the month you may 
traniplant moft forts of Fruit-trees^ Foreft* 
trees, hardy Shrubs, CSc. obierving to re* 
move thoie firft^ whoie leaves are moft de- 
cayed ; but if die feaibn (hould prove dry, 
they muft be now and then water'd, other- 
wile their bark will (brink ; and thofe trees 
which are thus early removed will pu(h out 
new fibres in a fortnight or three weeks time : 
But theie trees (hould be well (upported with 
flakes, otherwiie the ftrong winds will blow 
them out of the ground in winter^ and de- 
ftroy their young roots. You (hould alio lay 
ibme mulch upon the (urface of the ground 
about their roots, to prevent the froft from 
penetrating the ground, which would gready 
damage the new fibres ; but this need not be 
done till the frofty weather begins. The trees 
thus managed will be fo well ietded before 
the (iicceeding (ummer^ that dry weather will 
not injure them near (b much as thoie planted 
in the ipring ; for which reaibn moft good 
Nurfery-men chuie to plant out their quarters 
of ftocks for Fruit, Foreft-trees, and Flower- 
ing-ihrubs at this ieafon, becauie where there 
are large quantities it would be very expen- 

five 
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^ve to water them. But for yery moift land^ 
it will be better to defer this planting till 
ipring, becaufe the wet in winter Will rot th6 
tender fibres of new-planted trees^

tFork to be done in the Flower-^a&den. 

l3iG the borders of your Flowcr-Garderi, 
and, if they require it, add fonle frefh earthy 
or very rotten dung to them, and plant aU 
forts of hardy flowers therein, obferving to 
liiix thetn in fuch a manner, that there may 
be a regular iiicceflion of flowers throughout 
the feafon, in the diflfcrent parts of the Gar- 
den. 

Now is the time for traftiplanting your 
biennial and perennial flowers, which were 
ibwn in the Flower-nurfery, into the borders 
of the Pleafure-Garden, where they are dc; 
fign'd to flower. 

Yo u R layers of Pinks^ Carnations, and 
Sweet- Williams, which have not been trans- 
planted fi-om the old roots the former month, 
fhould be no longer deferred, becauie if they 
are not planted early in September^ they will 

R not 
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not have time enough to take root before the 
frofty weather comes on, fo that they will be 
in danger of fuffering thereby. 

Plant early Tulips in a warm fituation, 
where they may be defended froni cold winds, 
in which places they will flower in March^ 
or earlier, according as the feafon is more or 
leis favourable. 

You mull now plant your choice Hya- 
cinth-roots, in doing of which, youi (hould 
take the earth out of the bed about fyL inches 
deep ; then make the bottom level, a,nd draw 
the lines acrois at the diilance which the roots 
are to be placed, that they may ftand in rows 
at equal diilances, and then place thi^ roots 
exadtly in the middle of each ^uare, anfl lay 
the earth on them gendy, being careful not 
to difplace the roots ; the beds mufi; be iillecjl 
up about five inches thick with earth, above 
the top of the bulbs. 

Your box-edgings, which are ^ovvn too, 
thick, ihould now be taken up and partqd^ 
and planted do\yn again ^ and tfaoie edgings 

^hic^ 
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which were planted the laft feafbn, and have 
not fuccecdcd well^ may now be repaired. 

Prepare your beds for the choice Ane- 
monieS) Ranunculus's and Tulips, the begin* 
ning of this month, if it was not done the 
laft ; for the earth ihould be allowM fome 
time to fetde, before the roots are planted,' 
otherwife it will fettle unequally afterwards, 
when there will be danger of lofing the roots 
in thofe places where the beds do ietde in 
botes, becaufe the wet will be detained there, 
which will rot them. 

The beginning of the month you fhould 
plant fome of your ordinary double Anemo- 
nies in warm borders, where they may be 
fcreen'd from cold winds, in which pkces 
they will flower early in the ipring, provided 
the ieafbn proves favourable. 

Slip and plant out Polyanthus's, Primrofcs, 
London Pride, Thrift, and all forts of hardy 
fibrofcroMed plants, which are propagated 
by partitig their rciots ; obferving to clofe the 
earth faft to their roots when yoti pliant them, 
otherwife the worm^ Will draw them oiit of 
the ground, • \ Kz CvT 
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Cut down the ftalks of fuch flowers as 
are decayed, and if you do not traniplant 
them^ dig the ground about them, and add 
fomc rotten dung, or frefti earth to the bor- 
ders, which will greatly ftrengthen their 
roots. 

Yo u may yet fow the feeds of Iris's, Tu- 
lips, Crown Imperials, Hyacinths, Fritil- 
laria's, Colchicums, Cyclamens, Ranunculus's, 
Anemonies, and moft other bulbous or tube- 
rofe rooted flowers, tho' it were better if done 
the middle of the laft month, efpecially if 
the feafon was moift, otherwife it is as well 
this month, provided it be done early. Thefe 
feeds fhould be fbwn in pots or tubs, filled 
with light fre(h earth, and the feeds fliould 
be fbwn pretty thick, obferving not to cover 
them too thick with earth, efpecially the Ra- 
nunculus's and Anemonies, whofe feeds are 
very thin, and fubjedl to rot if buried too 
deep. Thefe pots mufl be placed to have 
the morning fun untill the beginning of the 
next month, when they mufl be removed 
into a warmer fituation. You muft al£> ob- 
ferve, if the feafon ihould prove dry, to re- 
fiefh them gently with water* Sovir 
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' Sow the feeds of Auricula's and Pplyan- 
thus'Sy in pots or boxes of light rich earth, 
being very careful not to bury the feeds too 
deep, which often deftroys them, or at leaft 
will caufe them to remain in the ground un« 
till the fecond fpring, before the plants will 
come up. 

Toward the latter ^nd of the month, 
you may plant your choice Anemonies, Ra*. 
nunculus's^ and Tulips, obferving always to 
do it in fhowery wciather, when the earth is 
not over dry, for if it fhould continue dry 
weather any confiderable time after the roots 
are planted, they will grow mouldy and de- 
cay. Thefe roots muft be planted about four 
laches afunder, and the Anemonies and Ra- 
nunculus's fhoiild be cover'd about two 
inches with earth, over the top ,of their roots, 
but the TuUps (]bould have at leail fix inches 
pf earth above their roots, which will ^ufe 
them to flower very ftrong. 

I F the feafon (hould prove very wet, you 
^ould fhelter your pots of choice Auricula's 
^d Carpations therefrom, or elfe lay the pots 

R 3 (cjowa 
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down on one fide, that the wet may ran off, 
for great rains at this feaibn will fill the 
mould in the pots fo full of moifture, that it 
will not dry again before winter, and fo will 
rot your choice flowers. 

Toward the end of the month you may 
traniplant moft forts of hardy flowering-trees 
and fhnibsy which will fucceed better at this 
leaLn than in the ipring upon dry grounds, 
and will not require {o much watering the 
fbUowing iiimmer ; for they will at this fea- 
fen take root in a (hort time, and (o being 
well rooted before the drought of the ipring 
comes on, there will be litde danger of their 
mifcarrying thereby. 

This is a proper ieaibn for parting and 
tranfplanting all the forts of flag-leav'd Iris's, 
that they may be well rooted before the 
ipring, otherwife they will not flower well 
the following fummer. You may alfo part 
the roots of the early flowering Afters and 
Virga Aurea's, which are beginning to wi- 
ther, and plant them out into large borders, 
allowing them proper room, otherwife their 
roots will fpread over whatever plants grow 
near them. '' This 
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This is the beft kaSon for tranfplanting 
all forts of hardy wood plants and flowers in- 
to Wildernefe quarters, where they will make 
a fine appearance the ipring folbwing.

and Stove. 

Yo u R tender forts of fucculent plants^ 

which were removed out of the Stove in fum-

mer, muft now be carried in again, eipecialr 
ly if the iealbn proves wet, or the nights cold, 
for by the feivourableneis of the weather thefe 
plants are fbmetimes permitted to remain 
abroad untill the end of this month ; when 
at other times the weather will oblige you to 
carry them in at the beginning of the month, 
for much wet is very prejudicial to them, and 
a pnall mof nmg-froft would deftroy or gready 

damage 
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damage many of them ; therefore you mud: 
be dire(3:ed by the ieafon when to remove 
your plants into the houfe. 

If the bark-beds in which your Pine-Ap. 
pies are plunged, have loft their heat, they 
ihould be re&efhed by ftirring the bark up 
yvith a dung-fork, and adding fbme frefhbark 
thereto, whicji lyill renew the heat j and if 
the nights prove cold, the glaiTes diould be 
carefully covered, that the plants may be 
kept in a growing ftate ; for it is better to 
keep them in the bark untill the middle of 
OSober^ if the feafon be not too cold, than 
to plaqe th?m in the Stove too early y becaufe 
whenever you remove them into the Stove, 
there muft be fires made every night, which 
will dry the earth in the pots fo faft, that they 
will requirjB to be fi-equendy watered, which 
i^ not fo proper for thefb plants at this feafon ; 
but this is to be underftood of fiich plants 
only, as are placed in a dry Stove in winter, 
fpr thofe which are defigned to be planted in- 
to the Tan for the next year's frait, fhould 
be now fhaken out of the pots and planted as 
they are defigned to rjcmain, that they may 
make good roots before winter, for upon this 
jdepends their producing of large fruit. To- 
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Toward the ktter end of diis month yoa 
ihoukl remove your Oiangp-trtes into the 
Green-hoofey obferving always to do it in a 
dry day, when the leaves have no moifhire 
Bpon them; and place them thinly in the 
houie, and as near the windows as pofiible ; 
for there will be no oocafion for placing them 
where they are to fland during the winter, 
imtill the Myrtles, and other hardy plants are 
brought into the houfe, which need not be 
done untill the end of OBober^ unlefs the 
nights (hould prove very cold and frofty ; for 
the longer you can keep thefe plants abroad, 
the better they vvoU thrive, and be in lc& dan- 
ger of fttflb-ing in winter. 

You R other kinds of Exotick.pIants,which 
are to be placed in the Stove, or in Glais-caies 
without fires, muft be removed into fheltcr 
as the fcafon grows cold, beginning with the 
tendcrcft firft, and fo proceed on to the more 
hardy kinds, and never place them in exaft 
order untill they are all houfed. 

The latter end of this month, or the be* 
ginning of the next, you (hould prepare your 

|anr 
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tan-beds in the Stove, to receive the tendereft 
Exotick-plants, which fhould be placed there- 
in, when the bark begins to warm ; but you 
muft be careful not to fuf!er the bark to heat 
violently, for that would injure the roots of 
the plants, and endanger their health ; becauie 
when they, receive damage at this feafon, it is 
almoft impoflible to recover them in winter ; 
therefore if you find the bark too hot, you 
muft not plunge your pots therein untiil the 
heat be abated. 

When you place your Exotick-plants in 
the houfe, you (hould obfcrve to pick off all 
decayed leaves from them, and clear their 
leaves and branches from filth or infeds, 
which if permitted to remain upon them, 
will greatly injure them ; and you muft ftir 
the earth in the pots with a fmall trowel, 
being careful not to injure the roots of the 
plants.

|F your Afparagus beds were not 
1 dreis'd in the former month, they 
' {hould now be done, by cutting 
! down die witber'd haulm, and 
houghing the weeds from off the beds into the 
alleys; then dig the alleys, and cail the earth 
over the beds, burying the weeds in the alleys; 
but where the beds want manuring, you 
flx>uld Ipread fome very rotten dung over them 
after the weeds are cleaned off, and then l^read 
the earth of the alleys thereon. 

In dry weather you fliould continue to 

earth up Celery and Chardoons to blanch 

them; 
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them s and draw up fome Endive, which is 
foil grown, to plant dowp on the fides of the 
ridges to blanch, becaufe the cold at this &a- 
fon increafing, will injure it, where it remains 
above ground ty'd up to blanch, as was di- 
redled in the former months. 

Transplant your Brown Dutch and 
Common Cabbage-Lettuces upon warm bor- 
ders, near walls, pales, or hedges, to abide 
the winter ; as you may alio fbme Cos, Sife- 
iia, and Imperial Lettuces ; but it will be 
proper to plant fome of all thefe forts upon 
beds, to be cover'd with frames or mats in 
winter, becaufe, if the froft fhould be vtty 
fevcre, it will deftroy thefe fortSj where tjbSy 
are exposed to the open air. 

You R Spinach, Carrots, Onions, &c. which 
were fown the end of, jfufy^ or ip Augufty muft 
now be kept clean from weeds; for if they ar^ 
permitted to grow, they will pvo'rrun and ipoU 
your crops, efpecially the Spinachj^ which wiU 
rot off where-ever the weeds fpres^d Over it. ^ 

Plant Beans,, and fow Peafc upon dry 
grounds, and in warm fituatio»s, whidi 

ihould 
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ihould be repeated twice d^is month; the firft 
at the beginning, and the other at the end of 
this month, becaufe if the firft fliould be too 
forward to ftand the winter, the other being 
later fown, may fucceed. 

About the middle of this month you 
fliould traniplant your Cauliflower plants into 
the places where they are to abide the win- 
ter ; fome of which fliould be put under bell 
or hand-glaflfes, if you have any, obferving 
to plant two plants under each glals, becaufe 
if one of them fliould fail, the other will be 
fiifficient ; for in the fpring, if they both 
live through the winter, one plant mufl: be 
tranfplanted out. Thefe plants which are 
put under glafles, will come earlier than 
thofe which are wintered in beds, and tranf- 
planted out in the ^ring. You may alio 
plant fome of thefe plants on warm borders, 
near walls, pales or hedges, where, if the 
winter doth not prove very fcvere, they will 
ftand very well. 

Your Cabbage-plants, which were fown 
in the beginning of Augujl^ fliould now be 
tranfplanted out for good (elpecially thofe of 
the early Batt^rfea kindj) but it will be pro- 
per 
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per to have fome plants in a warm iituation 
rcferv'd, left the froft (hould deftroy thofe 
which are planted out for good. As to the 
long-fided Cabbage, which is a later fort, 
that need not be planted out for good till 
February. 

If you have fown any beds of Welfh Oni* 
ons, you (hould clean them from weeds ; for 
at this feafon their blades will intirely decay, 
io that many perfons have fuppo&d the Oni- 
ons were dead ; but in fix weeks or two 
months after^ they come up again very ftrong^ 
and will refift the fevereft froft; fo that when 
all the common fort of Onions is deftroy 'd by 
thecoldy theie will remain^ which was the 
occafion of their being fo much propagated 
in the gardens near London fome years fince ; 
but their ftrong flavour renders them lefs 
cfteemM at prefent. 

You muft now fow all forts of Sallet- 
herbs upon moderate hot*beds, either under 
frames, or arch'd over with hoops, where 
they may be cover'd with mats or doths^ to 
protedt them from froft, otherwife they will 
be deftroy'd thereby, as foon as they appear 

above 
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above-ground. But if you have many bell or 
hand-glafles, you may fow thcfe feeds under 
them^ notwrithftanding the two Cauliflowers- 
plants which are under each glafs ; for if the 
feeds are not fown too near the ftems of the 
plants, or the falleting be not fufFered to re- 
main too long about them, it will not injure 
them, this being conftantly praftis'd by the 
Gardeners near London with good fucceis. 

Some of your Colewort.plants,which were 
late fown, fhould now be planted out where 
they are to remain for fpring ufe, that they 
may fucceed thofe which were planted out 
the former month. 

Your Cauliflowers which were fown in 
May will now begin to fhew their heads, 
therefore you mufl: diligently look over them 
, two or three times a weekj to break down 
fome of the inner leaves upon them, which 
will protedl them from the froft or wet, both 
which, as alfo their being expos'd to the fun, 
will change their colour, and caufe them to 
be unfightly* 



Ttt 
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The ftemsof your Broccoli-plants fhould 
no w be carth'd up, to protcdl them from froft ; 
but you muft be careful that tlje earth be not 
drawn into the hearts of the plants, for that 
will deftroy them. 

Toward the end of this month you fiiould 
cut down the leaves of your Artichokes clofe 
to the furface of the earth, and trench the 
ground between them, obferving to lay a good 
ridge of earth over each row of plants, to pro- 
tedl them from frofl ; but by no means lay 
any new dung about them, as is by fbme un- 
fkilful perfons too often pradlisM, which ren- 
ders the plants hard and woody in the ipring, 
and caufes them to produce fmall and ill-nou^ 
rifh*d heads; but where the ground wants 
amendment, you fhould bury Ibme very rot- 
ten dung between the rows, when you trench 
the ground, which will greatly flrengthcn 
your plants. 

You may now fbvv fome Radifhes upon 
warm borders to come early in the Ipring 
and if you mix fome Carrot-feed with the 
Radifh-feed, if the Radifhes fhould be de- 

ftroyU 
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jftroy'd, the Carrots may ftand, and come 
early in Mayi 

Make fome moderate hot-beds to plant 
Mint and Tanfey upon, that you may have 
both forts for ufe foon after CbriftmaSy when 
they are often requirM at the table; and thefe 
beds will continue to produce untill thofe ia 
the open air come in. 

You may alfo make hot-beds for Alpara- 
gus, which will come in December j but it is 
better to flay untill December or January^ 
for the Afparagus will not be near fo large nor 
well-coloured^ which is produced in the mid- 
dle of winter, when there is little fun, as 
thofe which come in February. 

Your Mufliroom-beds muft be now care- 
fully guarded from wet and froft, either with 
frames and glafles, or with thatch ; for if the 
wet foaks into the beds, it will dcftroy them. 
If this be carefully obferved, you may con- 
tinue a crop of Mufhrooms all the winter* 

At this time the dung of your Melon and 
Cucumber beds^ which were made the laft 

S 2 ^V^^Zy 
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fpring, fliould be laid on the quarters of the 
Kitchen-Garden, as fhould alfo the c^ung of 
the lay-ft^Il, that it may be fpread en the 
furface, ready to be dug into the ground, 
when the quarters are trenched. 

ProduSisof //!?^ Kitchen-Garden. 

Cabbages, Savoys, late Cauliflowers, 
fome Artichokes, Carrots, Parfnips, Turneps, 
Onions, Leeks, Potatoes, Rocambole, Shallots, 
Beets, Skirrets, Scorzonera, Salfafy, Celery, 
Endive, Chardoons, Chervile, Corn-Sallet, 
Rape, Radifb, Muftard, Crefles, Lettuce, 
and all forts of young Sallet* herbs; and on 
warm borders fome Cabbage Lettuce, Spinach, 
Coleworts, Borecole, Muflirooms, Sprouts, 
with Sage, Rofemary, Thyme, Winter Sa- 
vory, and many other Aroma tick plants.. 

Work to be done in the Fruit-Garden. 

The beginning of this month you may 
pmne Peach Trees, Neftarines, Apricocks, 
and Vines, which is a much better time than 
to ftay untill the fpring, as is the common 
pra<5lice; for if this work be performM early 

in 
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in autumn, the wounds will heal over before 
hard frofts cx)me to injure the (hoots, and fo 
will be in no danger of decaying; and by cut- 
ting off all the ufelefs part of the branches at 
this fcafon, thofe which arc left will be the 
ftronger, and the bloffom-buds will be better 
ncurifli'd; for when the (hoo;s are left to 
their full length till fpring, the buds upon the 
upper part of the branches will be larger than 
thofe upon the lower part, which are thofe 
defigned to be left in pruning; befides, by 
pruning at this feafon, you may dig and clean 
your borders before win-er, and fo will have 
lefs bufinefs to do in the fpring, when your 
ground is to be crept. 

You may alfo continue to prune Pear?^ 
Apples, and Plums, untill the middle or latter 
end of the next month, according as the ier-^ 
fon proves fa vourcvble ; but you fhould never 
perform this work in frofty weather, bccp.ule 
then the fhoots would perifh at the place where 
they are cut. 

« 

This month the Grapes in the Vineyard 
(hould be gathered, which flbould always be 
done in dry weather,when there is no moifture 
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on the Grapes ; you fliould alfo be careful not 
to put any unripe or decayM Grapes among 
the good ones, for thofe will fpoil your wine. 

Those Grapes which are defigncd to be 
preferyed (hould now be cut, with a joint of 
vine to each bunch, and hung up in rows fo 
as not to touch each other, in a warm room, 
where fires are pretty conftandy kept, in which 
places they will keep till February. 

If your foil be dry, this is the beft fcalbn 
for tranfplanting all forts of fruit-trees; and 
if you provide yourfelf from the Nurferies, 
you may have much greater choice at this 
icafon, than in the ipring, when the Nurfe- 
ries are generally clear'd of the beft trees : But 
in planting you ftiould not head down thofe 
trees which are defigned for walls or eipaliers 
untill the fpring, the roots only (hould be 
prun'd, and when the trees are planted, their 
branches fhould be faften'd to the wall, pale, 
cipalier, or flakes, to prevent their being 
loofen'd by the winds ; and fome mulch flioijld 
be laid upon the furface of the ground about 
their roots, to prevent the froft fi:om penetra- 
ting to them. ^

Plant Goofcbcrrics, Currants, Rafpber- 
ries, and Strawberries, that they may take 
root before winter ; for thofe which are plant- 
ed at this leaibn will produce fruit the follow- 
ing fummer, whereas thofe which are planted 
in fpring have feldom ftrength enough Xo 
produce any (or at kaft very few) untill the 
fecond year, 

Yo u may now tranlplan t flocks of all kinds 
of fruits into the nurfery to graft or bud the 
more generous kinds of fruits upon ; in do- 
ing of which, if you obferve to mulch the 
groynd about their roots to keep the frpft out^ 
it will be of great fervice to them. 

Your beds of Strawberries fliould now be 
dreiied ; in doing of which you muft clear 
them from weeds, and cut off their ifa-ings ; 
then dig pp the alleys, and, after breaking 
the earth ^ne, you fhould fpread a little over 
the beds, being careful not to bury the plaqts. 
You fhould alfo clear your Rafpbcrries of pl4 
wood, and dig up the ground between the 
rpws, which will make the place neat^ and 
grpatly encourage the plants. 

S 4 youR 
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You R Currant-buflics may now be pruned, 
and then their branches may be tied up with 
a withy, and the ground between them dug, 
which may be planted with Coleworts or 
Cabbage-plants, to remain till fpring, in which 
place they will fometimes abide the winter, 
when they are dcftroy'd in more open fitua- 
tions; for the Currant-bu(hes will prevent 
thefroft from penetrating fo deep into the 
ground, as it will where the ground is entire- 
ly clear: You may alfo prune Goofeberry- 
bufhes, and dig up the ground between them ; 
and where there is room you may plant 
fome of the like fort of plants, which will 
be gone in the fpring, before the bufhes do 
put out their leaves. 

Preserve the ftones or kernels of fuch 
fort of fruit as you intend to propagate for 
ftocks, in fand, untill the feafon for (owing 
them ; but you muft place them out of 
the way of mice and rats, which will dc- 
flroy them if they get to them ; and when- 
ever you put any of them into the ground, 
the fame caution muft be cbfcrved, for thefe 
vermin will foon deftroy all your kernels, 

where 
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where they can come to tfaem, if they ard 
not prevented. 

You fliould now gather aH feft9 of Winter 
Fruit, but this fbould always be done when 
the trees are perfedly dry, otherwi&thc bvAt 
will not keep fo well. Your choice forts of 
Winter Pears (hould be laid in a heap in a 
dry place, for about eight or ten days^ to ^eat; 
after which time, they (hould be carefully 
wiped^ and each ibrt put up into a ftpia^'ate 
bafket, and ciofely covered over to e^cclude 
the external air, in which method they wiH 
keep much better, than where they are ipread 
thin on fhelves.

Work to he done in the Nursery. 

The beginning of this month you (hould 
continue to trench the ground for planting 
out young Stocks, to graft and bud your fe- 
veral Lrts of Fruits upon : As alfo to plant 
out flowcriiie, Shrubs, and other Wilderneis 
Trees. And about the middle of the month 
you may begin tranfplanting of them into 
quarters, placing them in rows, allowing 
them a proper diftance, according to their fe- 
veral ibrcs. 

This month is the moft proper ieaibn for 
tranfplanting all forts of hardy trees, eipecial- 
ly in dry foils : For at this time they will foon 
pu(h out new roots, which will be eftablifhed 
before the drought of the fiicceeding fummer, 
whereby the trees will be in much lefs dangef 

of 
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of fufiering than thofe tranfplanted in the 
ipring. But you muft be careful to ftake all 
ftandard Trees ; and thofe planted againfl: 
waHs, pales, or efpalicrs, (hould be faftened 
thereto, otherwife the wind will turn them 
a fide, and thereby tear the tender fibres, to 
the great injury of the Trees. 

I N dry weather cany dung into iiich parts 
of the Nurfery where it is wanted, and 
fpread it upon the furface of the ground 
round the ilems of your young trees ; this 
will keep the froft out of the ground, and 
the rains of winter will wa(h in the falts 
to the roots of the trees \ and in the ipring, 
when the ground is dug between the trees^ 
the dung may be buried. 

Yo u may now put into beds the ftones 
of Mufcle Plums for ftocks, obferving to co- 
ver them an inch thick with light earth, and 
then lay fbme light mulch over the furface 
of the bed, to keep out the froft, and pre- 
vent the mice from getting to them. 

This is the proper feafon to fow Acorns, 
which will Iprout if they are kept long out 

of 
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of the ground, and arc thereby foiled. You 
may alfo few Beach*Mafl: fo foon as it is 
ripe, for this will not keep long out of the 
ground. Hawthorns of all forts, Yewber* 
ries, and Hips of Rofcs (hould now be fown, 
obierving to cover the beds as was diretfled 
for the Mufcie-Plums ; thefe feeds, fown at 
this feafon, will often come up the fucceed- 
ing ipring ; whereas thofc fown in the fpring, 
if they do grow, will not come up untill the 
ipring following^ 

This js alfo the beft feafon for fowing 
Maple-feed, for thofe which are kept out of 
the ground till ipring dp rarely grow. 

Prune all forts of foreft trees, and flower- 
ing fhrubs, in doing of which you (hould 
always cut off the branches clofe to the ftems, 
and not leave fpurs, as is too often pradifed j 
there fhould alfo be care taken to leave a fuf- 
ficient quantity of fmall branches on the 
ffems of flandard trees, to detain the fap for 
the augmentation of their trunks, other wife 
they will not be ftrong enough to fuppcrt 
their Iieads. 

You 
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You may now make layers of Elms, 
Limes, and all other hardy trees which (hed 
their leaves ; the doing of which at this iea- 
fbn will greatly promote their taking root; 
for the moifture in winter will fetdc the 
ground about them, and prepare them for 
puihing out roots early in the ipring. 

Work to be done in the Flower-Garden. 

The beginning of this month you fhould 
finiih planting all the forts of Flower-roots 
which you intend to put into the ground be- 
fore Chrijlmas ; as Tulips, Anemonies, Ra- 
nunculus's, Crocus's, Jonquils, Hyacinths, 
and all fuch as have been kept above ground 
fince their leaves decayed in fiimmer ; for if 
any of the roots are fufier'd to remain in the 
ground a fhort time after their leaves are 
decay'd, they will pufli out frefli fibres, 
when it will be too late to take them up, 
or, if they are removed, they muft be imme- 
diately planted again, for if they are kept 
out of ^thc ground, they will decay in a fhort 
time. 

Yoa 
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You may no w tranfplant moftforts of hardy 
tuberofe-rooted or fibrofe-rootcd plants, fuch 
as Hollyhocks, Canterbury - bells, French 
Honeyfuckles, Columbines, MonkVhoods, 
Daizies^ Buphthalmums, Polyanthus's^Sweet* 
Williams, London Pride, Campanula's, Af- 
ters, Golden -Rods, Spiderwort, Lychnis 
Coronaria, I^^gg^d Robbin, with many other 
forts, which may be planted in the borders 
of the Flower-garden, obferving to intermix 
them in fuch a manner, that there may be 
a fucceflion of flowers prefcrvcd throughout 
the ieafon. 

Cleanse all the borders of the Flower- 
garden from weeds, and if you did not dig 
them the former month, it mufl now be done> 
obferving to renew them with frefh earth, or 
fome very rotten dung, in the manner di- 
rected in the former month. You may alfo 
continue to plant Box-edgings to borders 
where they are wanted, and repair thofe 
which are decay'd. 

Those borders which were dug and planted 
the beginning of September ^ fhould now be 
raked over again, which will deftroy all 

young 
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young weeds, and make the borders clean 
and handfome all the winter-ieafbn. 

Transplant Flag-lea v'd Iris's, Peonies, 
and fuch Geraniums as have thick knobby 
roots, which fucceed better when they are 
planted at this ieafon, than thofe which are 
removed in the Ipring. 

Your beds of fcedling Hyacinths,Tulips, 
Fritillaria's, and other bulbous-rooted Flow- 
ers, which have remained in the ground all 
the year, muft now be carefully clear'd from 
weeds, and (bme frefli rich earth fifted over 
the beds, about half an inch thick, which 
will preferve the roots from froft, and greatly 
ftrengthen them. 

The pots and boxes of fcedling Flowers 
Ihould now be removed out of their fhady 
fituation, where they have remained during 
the heat of fummer and autumn, and placed 
in a warmer pofition, where they may enjoy 
as much of the benefit of the fun as poffible, 
and be fcreen'd from cold winds ; they fhould 
alfo be cleaned from weeds, and have a little 
fre(h earth fifted over them ; but this muft 

not 
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not be laid too tbick^ Iqfl: the roots ihould l^e 
buried^ ^nd rot in tbe ^ovind. 

Rrmove your pots of choice Carnations 
.under cov*, where they may be defended 
.from violent rains, fnow, and fevcre Jroft, 
all which are enemies to thefe Flowers j 
therefore, if you have planted them in imall 
half-penny pots, as was direfted in the month 
of Augtfftj they may be placed veiy clofe 
together, in a garden fran;ie, or upon a bed 
arched over with hoops, that they may be 
covered with mats in bad weather; but in 
jmild dry weather they cannot have too much 

^ir* 

Your pots of choice Auricula's (hould 
have their decayed leaves taken oiF, and the 
pots naullbe laid on one fide, to prevent 
their receiving too much wet, which will be 
apt to rpt them ; but they will endure cold 
very well. 

-You may now rcjmove mpft forts of fio^ycr-- 
ing 3hrubs and Trees i as Rqfes, .H9ney- 
fuckles, Spanifh Broom, Cy tizus's, Labur-

Lilacs^ Scorpion Senna, Bladder Senna, Vir- 
gins Bower^ Double flowering Peach, AU 
monds. Double flowering Cherry, Bird Cher- 
ry, Acacia, Scarlet Horfe-chefiiut, flower- 
ing Maple, Syringa, Jafmines, ^c. which, 
if planted at this ieafbn, will take root before 
winter, whereby they will be in lefs dangcc 
of fufl[ering from drought the following 
ipring, and many of them will flower the 
next fummer ; whereas thofe which are re- 
moved in the fpring will require to be con- 
llantly watered in dry weather, and do rarely 
flower the lame year : But thofe Shrubs^ 
which are planted at this feafon, mufl: have 
fome mulch laid upon the furface of the 
ground about their ftems, to prevent the froft 
flrom penetrating the earth to their roots. 

Clean the walks near your wilderneiles 
of the leaves which have fallen from the 
trees; for if they are fufFered to rot upoa 
grafi v^ralks, they will greatly injure the 
grafs ; and if they remain upon gravel walks 
to rot, they w^ill difeolour the gravel, and 
render it unfightly : And where you have 
large gravel walks, which are feldom ufed in 
winter, you may now break them up, and 

T )xf 
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weeds and ihofs from growing thereon in 
winter, and preferve the gravel fre(h. 

Prune all forts of flowering Shrubs; z& 
Rofes, Hbneyfuckles, Spirea's, &c. teking 
oflF all iiickers which come from their roots^ 
which if fuflered to remain, will ftarve the 
old plants, and prevent their flowering : Thefe 
fuckers, if wanted, may be planted in the 
Hurfery \ where, in two or three years time, 
they will get ftrength enough to be tranf^ 
planted where they are to remain^ 

Where you have any ground which is 
defign'd to be laid out for pleafure, either in 
a Flower-garden or wildernels, which you 
can't get ready for planting before the fpring, 
you fhould I0& no time at this ieafbn in pre- 
paring of it, that it may be expos'd to the 
frofl in winter, which will mellow it ; be- 
fides, if the froft fhould continue long, it 
may prevent your working till the &afon will 
fcie too far fpent for planting, whereby a 
whole foafon will be lofl.

Work to be done in the Green-House> 

and Stove. 

The beginning of this month you fhould 
remove your Orange-Trees into the Green- 
houfe, obfcrving, as hath already been di- 
rcdled, to do it in a dry day 5 as alfo to dean 
their heads and flems before they are houied, 
and Air the earth on the top of the tubs^ add- 
ing a litde very rotten neat's dung thereto ; 
which will refrefti the trees, and prevent mols 
from growing in the tubs or pots* 

You muft now alfo carry into the Confer- 
vatory your tender Geraniums, Double In- 
dian Nafturtium, Spaniih Jafmines, Azorian 
Jalmines, Yellow Indian Jafmines, Ficoides^ 
Sedums, Cotyledons, Amber -Tree, with 
many other forts which are hardy enough to 
remain abroad untiil morning firoils begin to 
come on, when they fhould be removed into 
ihelter ; but theie muft have as much free air 
as poftible when they are in the houie, for 

if 
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if they are too clofely fliut up, their leaves 
will decay and fall off ; they muft alfo be 
frequently refrefh'd with water, and the de- 
cayed leaves conftantly pick'd off. 

If you have not already renewM your 
bark beds in the Stove, it muft now be no 
longer deferr^, for the cold increafing will 
check your tender Exoticks, if they are not 
placM into new beds ; in doing of which you 
muft be very careful not to plunge the pots 
into the bark until! it begins to warm, nor 
fhould they be put into the bark if it be too 
hot, . for if the roots of the plants are fcorchM 
with the heat, they rarely recover again. 
You muft alfo obferve to wafli the leaves 
and ftems of fuch plants as have contracted 
any filth, or that are infefted with infefts, 
otherwife they will fpread themfelves over 
whatever plants are plac'd near them^ and be 
very injurious to them. 

Toward the latter end of the month you 
fliould renK)ve your Myrtles, Oleanders, Len- 
tifcus^s, and other hardy Exotick plants into 
the Green-houfe, at which time you ibould 
put all the plants into the order they are to 

T 3 remain 
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lemam during ihe winter^ ob&rvilig (if yo^ 
have room in the Grem^houfe) to^ f^« tbedi 
in fucb a manner, that the ^aij^hts of tho 
plants may not interfirre with edch dther, Ikit 
that their heads may iland fingle, that thp 
ek ttiay freely paj& between them. 

Yot; R AnanaX or Pine Apples, muft no>* 
be removed oirt ot the bark bed, whdre they 
liave remainM the laft fummer, and placed in 
the Stove near the fire, that they may enjoy 
the heat; but you muft obferve to refrcfl) 
them frequently with water, which fliould be 
placed in the Stove twenty-four hours befon? 
it be ufed, that it may acquire a proportion- 
iible wafihth with the air of the hoafe ; for 
if ypu ficrmit the fibres of the plants to grovif 
dry, it will weaken the planes, and caufe many 
of your bft year's crowns and oflf-fetS to i&uit, 
which were not defignM for fruidog the fol-^ 
lowing year, and fo confequwitly their fruijl! 
will be very finall, and of little value.

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too great, it will caufe the plants to fhoot^^ 
whereby they will be weaken 'd, and th^ 
feafon being too far advanced to permit their 
(hoots to grow ftrong, their leaves will oftca 
decay and fall off. You muft alfo obfcrvc 
to refrefh your plants with water pretty often^ 
for when you begin to make fires, it will dry 
the air of the houie, and occafion the plants 
\o perfpire more fireely than before, whereby 
^.they will require more water \ but you muft 
not give it to them in large quantities, but 
gather frequently, and a little at each time;, 
.^hcn you obferve the leaves of any plantp 
decay, ypu (hould pick them off, and keep 
the Stove conftantly clear, from any fallen 
leaves, co^webs^ pr any other filth ; which 
not only renders the houfe neat, but is very 
neceffary to preierve your plants in health.

[I H £ ground between your Arti- 
: chokes muflnow be trenched, ob- 
lerving to lay a large ridge of earth 
over the roots, equally^ on their 
fides and tops, to prevent their beiqg inju;rM 
by froft, -which will prefervethem much bet- 
ter than }ongdung, which is by hmz ^o 
rant po-Jbns u^ fortl^^t purpole. £ut bo- 
fore this is done, the pl^ts Ihould be cut off 
quite clofe to the furface of the ground; un. 
lets where there are fome very ftrong plants 
which are knit for fruit, which may be tied 
pp with a fmall band, and the earth laid up 
cloi 
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clofe to them, which will preierve them from 
froft, unleis it be very fcvere: In which cafe 
it will be proper to cover them over with a 
little dry litter, which ihould always be taken 
oflF^in when the weather is mild. By this 
method you may have ibme Artichokes all 
the winter. 

. Y o u & Afparagus beds, which were not 
drefled the laft month, fhould not be de- 
ferred any longer than the beginning of this; 
therefbreyou mu^ cut down the htBiulm, and 
hough the weeds from off the beds into the 
alleys, where they muft be buried ; and the 
earth of the alleys ifatould be ipread ov9r the

ihould hot receive too much wet iX this fea- 
fen, left it fliould caufc them to rot.

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Yoi/ muft alfo low Peafc 1^ plant Beans 
an diy weather, to fucceed diole which were 
planted the former inonth ; and you (houU 
draw ibme earjth to the flems of thoie which 
fire come up^ which will piiefervethem from 
being injilred hy the froft. 

Sow all forts of SaUet-herbs upon modemie 
hot-beds^ as Lettuce, Crefles, Muftard, Rape^ 
TLadifh, Tumep^ ©r. that the table m^ be 
^conftantly &rnifh'd with them $ and in drjr 
freather takp up your Endirc which is fidl 
^wn, and lay it into trenches to bhoch, 
obferving always to place it on the fides of 
the ridges, that the wet may rnn oflF, othci*- 
wiie it would rot the plants : You muft alio 
earth up your Celery to blanch it, bdng care- 
ful npt to bury the heart of the ^ants. 

You fliould now dung and trench the 
ground which is defign'd for early crops, lay- 
ing it in ridges untill the time that you make 
ufe of it, which will be of great fervice to 
reifrefh and fweeten the ground.

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The beginning of this month you flionld 
low feme Carrots and Radiihes cm warm bor- 
ders, near pales and hedg^ to come early in 
the ijpring^ provided yon did not perform it 
the latter end of the laft month^ which if 
yoo did, yon may defer the doing of it untill 
die middle of this, whereby you will have a 
greats chance of fiioceeding. 



' . Your Spinach^ Onions, and other oops 
•which were fi>wn in July and Augufi^ mull 
be conilandy kept dear from weeds, which, 
if permitted to remain at this feaibn, will 
Hovoripread the crops, and by detaining the 
.moiftuie will caufe them to rot. 

Pi CK all decay 'd leaves from off your Cau* 
liflower plants, and draw ibme earth up to 
the ftems of thofe which are under bell or 
J^and glailes, being careful that you do not 
draw the earth into the heart of the plants^ 
for that will deifaroy them. 

You may now make hot*beds for A^iani- 
gus to come in at Cbrijimas^ but thefe will 
jPQt produce £> large nor {o many heads as 

thofc 
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thofe iDeds which are made the beginning of 
yanuaryy nor will the Aiparagus be near fo, 
well coloured ; fo that it is only fit for perfons 
of curiofity to make beds at this ieafon. 

Take up the roots of Carrots, Parfnip^ 
Potatoes, &c. toward the end of this month^ 
and lay them in &nd, in a place where they 
may be defended from froft and wet^ which 
are many times injurious to them; and >vhere 
this is neglected, if the ground fhoilld be 
frozen up for any continuance, there will be 
no poflibility of getting the roots out of the 
ground, whereby the kitchen ^cannot be fup. 
plied wi|h thefe things untill the frofl is out 
of the ground again. 

If this month (hould prove dry and frofty, 
you muft carry dung into the quarters of the 
kitchen garden, that it may be ready whea 
you want to dig the ground, which will for- 
ward your affairs greatly : The not obferving 
of this many times caufes a great hurry of 
buline^ together, which (hould be avoided as 
much as poffible, becaufe whenever this hap- 
pens, either fome things are intirely negle^ 
cd, or are flighted over too carelefly.

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Yo u muft now frefli tye your Reed-^hedge$ 
y^ith Ofiers, otberwiie the ftrong winds, which 
ufually happen at this ieafon, will tear th^m 
frqai the flakes^ and break the reeds, which 
^iU rwJer \t tr oublefomc to repair tbem. 

Wherp there are houbeds either for Sal- 
letting, Cucumbers, or any other purpofe, 
they muft be carefuUy attended at this ieafon ; 
ffx the nights are now long and cold, and 
the days either frofty, wet, or fo^y, fo that 
little air can be given to the beds, wherd)y 
the plants do often grow moukly, and rot 
off, and the heat of the beds is often greatly 
abated either by rain or fiiow, which renders 
it very difficult to manage hot-beds at this 
feaibp.

Work to be done in the Fruit-Garden. 

If the ieafon be mild, you may ftiU 
prane Pfear Trees, Apple Trees, Vines, and 
other hardy kinds of Fruit Trees, either 
againft Walls, E^aliers, or Standards ; but 
it is not proper to do it too late in the month, 
left great rains and frofts fiicceeding each 
other, hurt the trees when the wounds are 
frefli. 

You 
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YO0 tnoft now diveft yoor F^^trees of 
all tbeir late fruit, which, if kft on, will rot 
and infeA the tender branches ; and nail the 
(boots of the trees cbie to the wall, whmHay 
libey will be proteded from the injuries of 
the froft much better than if they were left 
at a diftance from the wall. You may al£> 
place fbme pannels of reeds before them, if 
the froft be very ievere, which will preferve 
the fruiting branches from being killed, and 
caufe the fruit to come out much earlier the 
following ipring. 

Such Frait-trccs as were planted the for- 
mer month for ftandards, fhould be carefully 
flaked, and thoic againft walls and eipaliers 
muft be faften'd thereto, to prevent their 
being diiplaced by the violence of the wind» 
whereby their new fibres, which have been 
fent forth fince they were planted, would be 
deftroy'd, to the great prqudice of the trees. 
You muft alfb obferve to lay fome mulch up- 
on the furface of the ground, about their 
roots (where it has not been done already) 
to prevent the froft from penetrating the 
ground to the roots of the trees. 

Taa 
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Th £ beginning of this month 70a may 
tranfplant Fruit-trees upon a warm dry foil^ 
if the weather is mild ; but it would have 
been better done the former month, becauie 
the ground being then warm, the trees do put 
out fibres very ioon after planting, which 
ilrengthens them to endure the cold ; where, 
as tho& which are late planted rarely take 
firefh rooting untill the ipring. 

Plant Goofeberries, Raipberries, Straw- 
berries, and Currants, if the weather be 
mild, and dig between the rows of Goofe- 
berries and Currants which were formerly 
planted, to clear the ground from weeds; 
but you (hould firfl prune the trees, that there 
may be no litter afterwards ; and if you want 
ground for kitchen herbs, you may plant 
fome Coleworts for ipring ufe between 
them. 

Clear your Strawberry-beds fi-om weeds 
and runners, and dig^up the alleys between 
the beds, fpreading a little of the earth be-- 
tween the plants upon the beds, which will 

U greatly 
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greatly ftrengthen them ; but if the ground 
be very poor, it will be proper to Ipread a 
little very rotten dung over the beds, which 
will be very ferviceable to them. 

If you have any late fruits flill remaining 
upon the trees, you iliuft gather them the firft 
dry day, for if they arefuflfered to hang longer 
upon the trees, they will be in danger of pc- 
rifliing by froft and wet : And your fine Win- 
ter Pears and Apples, which were gatherM the 
laft month, muft now be pack'd up clofe in 
bafkets of wheat flraw, and placed where nei- 
ther the froft nor too much air can get to 
them, other wife they are liable to perifti in a 
ihort time.

Work to be done in the Nursery. 

I F in the former month yon could not fini A 
Cranfplanting all your Trees in the Nurfery, 
you may now compleat it, but this fhould be 
done the beginning of this month, that the 
fibres may be pu(h'd out before Winter ; for 
all fuch Trees as are planted at the end of 
this month, or in the two following months, 
do fcldom put out roots untill the fpring, for 
the ground being now rendered cold. Vege- 
tation is at a ftand, till the warmth of the 
fpring puts the juices into motion again. 

You muft now lay fome mulch upon the 
furface of the ground about the ftems of the 

U 2 new 
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new planted Trees, to prevent the froft from 
penetrating to their roots, which often dc- 
ftroys the young fibres, and greatly weakens 
the Trees. 

Continue to carry dung into fuch parts of 
your Nurfery as require it in dry weather, 
and ipread it upon the furface of the ground 
between the Trees, that the rain in winter 
may wafh the falts into the ground^ before 
the ground is dug in ipring. 

Wh ERE you intend to make new plantati- 
ons in the ipring, you (hould now prepare your 
ground, by trenching of it well, and laying 
it in ridges, that the froft may mellow it. 

Fasten all your new planted Trees with 
ftakes, Gfr. that |he ftrong winds of this fea- 
fon may not diiplace them. 

Where you have any Exotick Trees or 
Shrubs in pots, you fhould now plunge the 
pots either into the earth, or fome old tan, 
in a warm fituation,. to prevent the froft from 
freezing their roots, which often is deftrudlive 
to them while they are young. 

Work 
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Work to be done in the Flower-Garden. 

The beginning of this month you muft 
finifh planting your bulbous-rooted Flowers, 
which are defign'd for planting before Chrift^ 
maSy for if they are fct late in the month, 
there will not be time enough for them to 
ftrike root before the froft comes on, which 
will prevent them, fo that they will be in 
danger of being deftroyM. 

Your boxes and pots of feedling bulbous- 
rooted Flowers muft now be placed in a warm 
fituation, where they may enjoy the fun, and 
be fcreen'd from cold winds. 

Cut down the ftalks of fuch late flower- 
ing plants which now begin to decay, and 
rake over the borders of the Pleafure-garden, 
to ftir the furface of the ground, which will 
prevent weeds and mofs from growing there- 
on ; but you fhould be very careful not to 
ftir the earth too deep, left you injure the 
roots which are under ground. 

U X If 
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I p the feafon continues mild, you may yet 
tranlplant Peonies, Monk's-hood, Flag-leav'd 
Iris's, and moft other knobbed-rooted plants, 
as alfo fome Lychnis's, Veronica's, Canter- 
bury-bells, London Pride, and other hardy 
fibrofe-rootcd plants, tho' it were better if 
done the former month, becaufe if the froft 
fliould fet in foon after they arc planted, it 
will prevent their taking root. 

The beds of feedling bulbous - rooted 
Flowers, which were not removed the laft 
feafon, fhould be raked over, to prevent 
weeds and mofs from growing thereon, and 
fome frefh earth fliouId be ipread over their 
furface, to prevent the froft from injuring the 
roots. 

Your pots of choice Auricula's and Car- 
nations muft be flielter'd from hard rains, 
froft, and fnow, by coverings either of mats 
or cloths, but where there is not convcniency 
for this, the pots ftiould be laid down on one 
fide, to prevent the moifture from lodging in 
the pots, which often rots them. 

You 
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You may yet tranfplant Rofes, Lilac?, 
Syringa's, Jafmines, Laburnums, Spirea fru- 
tcx, Honey.fuckles, Hyperium frutex, Cc« 
lutea's, and moft other hardy flowering flirubs, 
if the foil be dry where they are to be 
planted, otherwife it is better to defer it till 
February. 

Turn your compofts, which have been 
prepared for pots or borders, that the parts 
may be equally mix'd, and may receive the 
benefit of air and froft, to fweeten them, and 
render them loofer. You (hould alfo prepare 
frefh compofts at this feafon, that you may 
not want a fupply the following year, it 
being the better way to have three or four 
flocks under each other, that they may lie 
the longer before they are ufed^ for if the 
parts are not well mix'd, the plants will not 
thrive well which are planted therein. 

Toward the latter end of this month, 
if the feafon fliould prove wet or frofty, you 
muft arch your beds of choice Anemonies, 
Ranunculus's and Hyacinths, with hoops, 
that they may -be covered with mats or cloths, 

U 4 to 
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to prevent the froft from penetrating the 
ground to the roots, and keep o£F too large 
quantities of water, which, if permitted to 
£)ak into the beds, will caufe the roots to 
rot off in the ipring. 

Your wildernefs quarters (hould now be 
trimm'd, and the ground dug between the 
trees, which will render it neat, and encou- 
rage the growth of the trees ; but if you have 
any flower-roots growing therein, you muft 
be careful not to deftroy them in digging. 

In very wet or frofty weather, when h'ttle 
work can be done in the garden, you (hould 
prepare your feeds ready for fowing in the 
ipring, and make a quantity of numbers to 
label your choice flowers ; and be fure to 
prepare your tools of all forts, that they may 
be ready for ufe in tjie ^ring.

The beginning of this month you muft 
remove into the Green-houfe fuch hardy 
Exotick plants, as have been permitted to re- 
main abroad till this time ^ and now you 
fhould place all your plants in the Green- 
houfe in the order you intend they fhall 
remain all the winter, in doing of which 
you fhould obierve to place the talleft plants 
backward, and to let them flope down gra- 
dually toward the front ; but do not place 
them {o near that their branches may in- 
terifere, for that would greatly injure their 
heads. In 
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In mild weather you fliould let your hardy 
Exotick plants have as much free air as pojP- 
fible, by opening the glaffes every day, and 
you muft look over them every day con- 
ftantly, to fee which of them want water^ 
for there are fome forts of plants which will 
require to be water'd three or four times in a 
week, when many others do not require it 
above once, fo that you ihould not water 
them all at the fame time, but only thoie 
which you fee require it ; you (hould alio 
obferve to do it in a morning, that the damp 
may pafs off before the windows are ciofe 
ihut in the evening, otherwife it will injure 
your plants. 

» 

You muft frequently pick off all decayed 
leaves from your plants, and not permit 
them to fall among your pots and tubs, which 
will make a litter in the houfe, and as they 
rot will infedl the air, which being imbibed 
by the plants, will caufe them to change the 
verdure of their leaves, to a pale fickly com- 
plexion.

As the cold advances you muft increafe 
your fires in the Stove proportionably, being 
carefiil not to overheat the air, left you caufe 
the plants to flioot too freely, which is inju- 
rious to them at this feafon, nor fhould you 
fuffer the air to be too cold, left their leaves 
decay and fall off, and the extreme parts of 
the plants perifli ; you muft alfo obferve to 
water the plants as often as you perceive they 
require it, which will be proportionable to 
the heat of the air 5 but the water fhould be 
placed in the Stove eighteen or twenty hours 
before it is uied, that it may acquire a pro- 
portionable heat to the air of the houfe, and 
never give it in too great quantities, for it is 
much the better method to water your plants 
often and fparingly, than to over water them 
at this feafon. 

You muft conftantly pick off all decayed 
leaves from the tender plants in the Stove, 
and clean their leaves and ftems from filth, 
which they are very fiibjedt to contrafl: at 
this feafon ; as alfo from infe<fts, which often 
infeft them, efpecially the Coffee- tree, which 
will require to be frequently cleaned. 

Your 
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YoiTR Anana or Pine-Apple plants mtift 
not be fufferM to remain longer in the bark- 
bed than the beginning of this month, at 
which time they fliould be removed into the 
Stove, obferving to do it in a warm dayi"*nd 
place them where they may have a great 
(hare of heat, without which they feldom 
produce fruit*

D E C E Mr 
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H^ork to be done in the Kitchen- 
Garden. 




HIS month (the days being at 
the fliorteft) is the darkeft of 
the whole year, and is fubjca to 
diffcrentforts of weather, ibme- 
times the ground is frozen up, 
Jo that little can be done in the garden j and 
at other times there are hard rains, and thick 
ilinking fogs, which render it very uncom- 
fortable flirrtng abroad, and are very inju- 
rious to tender plants. 

If the fealbn be mild, you may earth up 

thofe Artkhokes which were neglefted the 

former months, in doing of which you fhould 

bury 
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bury a little rotten dung in the ground, which 
will greatly promote the growth of your Ar- 
tichokes the following Ipring. 

Carry dung into the quarters of your 
Kitchen-garden, and fpread it on the ground 
and trench up the quarters, laying the earth 
in ridges, that it may be mellow 'd by froft, 
and be fit for ufe when the feafon for crop- 
ping then comes on ; for if you do not get 
your ground in readinefs at this feafon, you 
will have too much bufinefs hurrying upon 
you in. the fpring. 

Pick fnails out of the holes of old walls, 
or from under pales, hedges, broken pots, or 
other rubbifh, in which places they lay them- 
felves up during the winter-feafon, and may 
be then eafily taken before they get abroad 
again. 

Sow Crefies, Muflard, Rape, Radifb, 
Turnep, and other Sallet-herbs, upon a mo- 
derate hot-bed, which fhould be either co- 
vered with frames, or arch'd over with hoops, 
and covered with mats; for at this feafon 
thefe feeds will not come up where they are 
cxpofed to the open air. In 
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In mild weather you ihould obierve to 
uncover your Cauliflower plants every day, 
that they may enjoy the free air, otherwife 
they will draw up weak, and be good for 
little ; you muft alfo conflantly pick off all 
decayed leaves, which, if fuffcr'd to remain 
on, will be very injurious to the plants, efpe- 
daily if it (hould happen that the weather 
will not permit the beds to be uncovered for 
two or three days together, which is often 
the cafe at this feafon, when thefe decay'd 
leaves, rotting in the beds, will emit a ran- 
cid vapour, which mixing with the confined 
air of the beds, will render it unwholefome 
for the plants. 

Earth up Celery to blanch it, but this 
mufl be done in dry weather, otherwife it 
will rot the plants ; at this time it (hould be 
earthed up as near the tops of the plants as 
poflible to protefl: it from froft. You fhould 
alfo earth up Chardons as near their tops as 
poflible for the fame reafon. 

Take up Endive in a dry day, and hang 
it up in a dry place for two or three days, 

2 that 
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that the moifture may dry from between the 
leaves^ and then lay it in ridges on a dry 
ipot oi ground to blanch it, obferving to clofe 
the leaves up regularly, and put it into the 
ground, almoft to the tops of the plants. 

You may now make hot-beds for A^ra-^ 
gus, to fupply the table about the latter end 
of January 5 for at this fcafon it will be near 
fix weeks from the time of making the beds^ 
before the A^aragus will be fit to cut. 

About the middle of this month, if the 
weather is mild, you fhould ibw fome early 
Peafe, on warm borders, to fucceed tho& 
which were fown the former months, and ob-^ 
ferve to draw fome earth up about the fi:ems 
of thofe Peaie and Beans which are come up^ 
to protedt them from the froft. 

Take up Cabbages and Savoys which are 
defign'd for feed, and hang them up in a 
dry room by their ftalks for a week or ten 
days, to drain them of moifliure, and then 
plant them down in a warm border, almoft 
over their heads, leaving only the upper part 
of their heads above ground^ but the earth 

ihould 
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fhould be rai&d in a hill about each, the 
better to throw off the wet, which if detained 
about them will caufe them to rot. 

You may alfo fow fbme Radi0ies, Carrots^ 
and Lettuce, on warm borders, near walls 
or pales, for an early crop, becaufe it may 
happen that tho& which were fown the for- 
mer months may be deftroy'd, and theie 
efcape, for which reaicn it is proper always 
to have two or three crops, one under the 
other, which will allow yoU a better chance 
than if you had but one^ 

Toward the latter end of this month 
you (hould plant ibme Sandwich Beans, 
which are harder than the Windfor kind, 
and will be very proper to fucceed the Spa- 
nish or Lifbon Beans, which were planted 
the former months, fo that there may be a 
conflant fupply for the table. 

When the ground is frozen fo hard that 
you cannot dig it, you fliould repair your 
fences, and carry dung upon your quarters, 
that it may be ready when the froft firft goes 
off; you ihoujkl alfo clean your feeds ready 

X for 
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for lowing^ and prepare all yoar tools^ that 
there may be no delay when the fea^ is hr 
vourable for cropping your ^ound.

If the ieafbn bemild yoa may dig and pre-^ 
pare your ground for planting Fruit-trees in 
February J and menii the borders of your 
Fruit-garden with Ibme ftefli earth and very 
rotten dung well mixed together^ which will 
greatly encourage your trees. 

I T will not be proper to prune any of your 
Fruit-trees either againft walls or efpaliers 2X 
this &afon^ left the froft fhould follow foon 
after, which would injure the wounded 
to'anches, cfpecially of Peaches, Apricocks, 
and other tender Fruit-trees. 

Examine your Orchards, and cut all dead 
branches out of the Trees, as alfp fiich as 
croiseach other, in doing of which ygufliould 
obierve to make the wound floping, and as 
fmooth as poflible, that the wet may tha 
eaiier pais off without entering the tree.

and where yoa intend to pknt any yocmig 
Orchards in the fynng, the ground (boiild 
now be prqxued for thatpoipofe. 

In frofly weather yoo lIiODld be careful to 
cover the ground about your new planted trees 
with mulch, to prevent the froft from pene- 
trating the ground to their roots, for that 
would greatly injure the young fibres. 

You mufl al£> be very carefiil to keep the 
froft out ci the room where you keep your 
choice winter fiiiit, for whenever any of the 
fruitare frozen, they certainly decay ibonafrer.
